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Statement by the 
Secretary 


I. Michael Heyman 


As I write these words, I have just completed my first two years 
as Secretary of the Smithsonian Institution, the tenth in a long 
line dating back 150 years. Ic was my privilege to take up my 
responsibilities in 1994, just as the Institution was planning to 
celebrate a century and a half dedicated to the increase and 
diffusion of knowledge. The year just past was that time of 
celebration and rededication. And what a year it was. 

While I would be hard put to choose any one moment as 
the high point of the celebration for me, three moments 
certainly stand out in my memory. The first was the February 
opening in Los Angeles of “America’s Smithsonian.” That 
unprecedented undertaking, requiring the cooperation of our 
entire Institution, brought some of our greatest treasures on 
national cour. It had seemed impossible to pull off in so short 
atime. Bur there we were at our inaugural stop, the 
exhibition looked wonderful, and the people of Los Angeles 
let us know how pleased they were that they could visit che 
treasures they owned as citizens in their own hometown. 

The second moment occurred here in Washington. Ic was 
the time of our Birthday Party on the National Mall. Luck 
was with us. Our actual birthday, August 10, fell ona 
weekend. That weekend came, miraculously, between the 
Olympics and the political conventions, so we were likely to 
get public attention. And most fortunate of all, Washington's 
weather turned in the most temperate August weekend in 
memory. As a result, hundreds of thousands joined us in the 
cavalcade of tents that spread out from the Capitol to the 
Washington Monument. As Aretha Franklin completed her 
joyous music, and fireworks the red color of the Castle 
exploded around it, I felc connected to this wonderful place as 
an American, not only as the Smithsonian's Secretary. 

The third moment that holds my memory was more of a 


family occasion for those of us who work here. Ic was a time 
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we gathered co celebrate a number of our “Unsung Heroes,” 
those men and women who had been nominated by their 
coworkers for their service and dedication. As each of them 
came up to the podium in Baird Auditorium, a cheer would 
rise from those who knew how good they were at their jobs 
and could now share that knowledge with the rest of the 
Smithsonian. It was a great moment for all of us, and it 
reminded me again of the privilege we share in having this as 
our place of work. 

No anniversary, even one this big, is important for its own 
sake. We use them as opportunities to reflect on what we once 
were, what we have become, and where we are going. The 
tsoth did just thar for us, and I would like to share here some 
of my conclusions about what this Institution has come to 
represent for the American people and, with their support, 
how we might continue to serve their needs. 

James Smithson, that generous, mysterious donor who left 
his fortune to a nation he had never visited, would certainly 
be surprised to see the scope of the modern Smithsonian. We 
like co think he would be pleased. But there was no way he, or 
the Americans who took up his charge to create an institution 
committed to the dual purpose of research and education, 
could have anticipated the mixture of disciplines, collections, 
programs, and public spaces we have become. 

There was no master plan for the development of the 
Smithsonian, no defined series of goals and attributes that 
predecermined our growth. What Smithson left us was an 
inspired and briefly worded mandate and the resources to work 
out its possibilities. His was as much an act of faith as an act of 
generosity. 

Each nation has its own combination of attributes, its 
“genius.” Ours proved to be particularly suiced to the spirit of 
Smithson’s bequest. Once Congress, led by John Quincy 


Adams, set up a unique combination of public and private 
governance and support as the structure of the Smithsonian, 
the Institution became a way that the nation could respond to 
unexpected opportunities in the many fields of cultural and 
scientific discovery and support. Like the political process set 
in motion by the Constitution, and the pattern of the market 
economy, growth within the Smithsonian over the years has 
sprung from ideas, energy, and circumstances. 

Among the many opportunities that shaped the Smithsonian, 
the most important was that provided by our greatest ongoing 
donor, the United States government. As early as 1857, the 
Smithsonian was asked to take on the care of the many federal 
collections coming in from such sources as continental and 
international expeditions. As we continued to expand, taking in, 
for example, the collections presented at the 1876 Cenrennial 
Exposition in Philadelphia, federal support grew to its present 
level of abour 70 percent of our budget. 

But opportunities continued to flow from the private sector 
as well. Many of the zorh-century museums, collections, and 
public spaces we now see as so fundamental to the modern 
Smithsonian emerged through acts of generosity by such 
individuals as Charles Freer, Joseph Hirshhorn, and Arthur 
Sackler, all of whom enriched the scope and depth of the arts 
represented in the Smithsonian. 

Other aspects of the modern Smithsonian have been shaped by 
such models of cooperation as that between ourselves and 
Harvard in the support of the Smithsonian Astrophysical 
Observatory, or that with the government of Panama to enable 
the work of the Smithsonian Tropical Research Institute. The 
National Museum of the American Indian provides another 
model of cooperation, both public-public in working with 
federal, state, and local authorities and public-private in the 
creation of a joint support base. The museum also has an 
opportunity to shape its program for the future in partnership 
with chose whose cultures are represented in its collections. 
Crowded into the history of the Smithsonian are literally 
thousands of other instances of collections, programs, research 
initiatives, and other important purposes energized by the 
commitments of individuals who chose this place to pursue and 
affirm a passion of the mind and of the spirit. 

Because there has been no rigid master plan, because we have 
kept ourselves flexible in response to changing needs, 
opportunities, and solutions, there can be no one simple 
definition of what the Smithsonian is or does. I count this as a 
blessing. The Smithsonian can never encompass all fields of 
knowledge, and it need not winnow itself down co a particular 
discipline, purpose, or field of inquiry. Its strength lies in what ic 
represents, in the statement it makes about our nation’s 
commitment to values of memory, curiosity, exploration, inquiry, 
and explanation. 

But there is no denying that the Smithsonian's 
development over time has left it with a multiplicity of tasks, 
resource bases, and perspectives that, day to day, provide an 
enormous number of challenges. On certain days, I might 


even want co call them tensions. The first Secretary, Joseph 


Henry, set our co fulfill Smichson’s balanced mandate for 
increase and diffusion of knowledge with a program of 
research and publication. His lack of encouragement for 
museum-based collecting and exhibition seems shortsighted 
in retrospect. As the museum function grew under his 
successors, the Smithsonian managed to flourish as both a 
research center and a collection of public museums. Yet, 
Henry may have foreseen chat the balancing of research and 
education commitments would not be easy. 

And as far as balancing goes, what would Henry have 
thought of a place that encompasses, to an extent he never 
would have dreamed, art and history as well as science; a place 
increasingly interested in folk and popular culture, no less 
than traditional museum subjects; a place that presents more 
and more the multiplicity of cultures and experiences within 
the United States and around the world; a place at the same 
time local, national, and global? 

Like the nation that produced it, the Smithsonian might 
best be seen not as a planned product, but as an ongoing, 
inclusive process of working out the many goals, values, 
subjects, and experiences important to the American people. 
As we have expanded what we are, whom we serve, what we 
aspire to do, we have become more interesting and useful than 
any master plan could have anticipated. Inclusion 1s not tidy 
or ever complete, bur it is dynamic and democratic. 

One great advantage of the Isoth anniversary is that it has 
allowed many of us here to see the forest as well as the trees. 
Each day, we operate as museums, research centers, programs, 
and offices. We sometimes forget that there is a Smithsonian 
as an overall framework and symbol. But when we saw what 
was possible when objects usually separated across our 
museums were brought together in the “America's 
Smithsonian” exhibition, when we presented programs from 
across the Institution together at one place on the Mall, when 
we consulted and negotiated with each other in countless 
tasks, we saw that greater whole, that shared purpose. 

My vision for the fucure of chis great Institution is to find 
more ways to tap into that collective purpose and framework 
without stifling the initiative and creativity within our 
individual museums, research institutes, and offices. In 
structure, I plan a judicious decentralization of the functions 
best performed away from the center, while focusing on more 
opportunities for cooperation across our units, our disciplines, 
and our staff communities. There are things, | am convinced, 
that we can best deliver as an entire Institution. 

For one, I believe there 1s a symbolic role we can play in 
serving as acommon ground for the multitude of cultures and 
perspectives that make up our modern democratic society. This 
Institution has for many years played a vital part in Americans’ 
sense of their nationhood. As the United States becomes an even 
richer composite of cultures and peoples, the Smithsonian's role 
as a national meeting place will become even greater, 
representing the satisfying possibilities of our diverse society. 

I glimpsed this recently ina surprising way. At a state 


dinner given for visiting Japanese dignitaries in the Castle, 


we were entertained by a remarkable Dixieland band. There 
we were, hearing jazz ring out in a Gothic chamber that 
seemed for a moment to have been constructed for no other 
purpose. I don’t know what our Japanese visitors thought of 
it, buc for me, it was a chance moment that captured the best 
of the Smithsonian and of the United States. 

That mood of unexpected connections can be furthered in 
other ways as well. The Smithsonian has as much a role to 
play in connecting generations as in connecting cultures. This 
is a place where one generation's memories can be secured and 
passed on to the next. I have watched that happen as 
grandparents told stories to their grandchildren around 
museum objects from their own youth, and as cheir 
grandchildren, excited to see treasures they recognized from 
the popular culture, told them stories in turn. 

There are other ways that the Smithsonian as a whole might 
work co better serve our society. We have always had 
education in our charter, but the Smithsonian may have a 
stronger role to play in supporting and promoting promising 
ideas, particularly those that use our collections and expertise 
to stimulate the curiosity of new generations. One dramatic 
example was our opening, on the Isoth anniversary weekend, 
of a remarkable hologram of the globe on which visitors can 
see actual weather and geological conditions beamed only a 
few days before by satellite. 

It may be at exactly that juncture of technology and 
education that the Smithsonian will be able to make 
significant contributions in the fucure. Our recent massive 
Institution-wide campaign to develop a World Wide Web site 
has been successful beyond anything we could have hoped in 
attracting millions of electronic “visits.” The task now is to 
find resources to capture digitally che objects in our 
collections that are of potentially greatest interest and use in 
the classrooms and homes of America. Just as important is our 
goal of understanding how our curators can best use new 
technologies to deliver information in new ways. One group is 
now at work developing an exhibition uniquely configured for 
cyberspace. I don't know how ir will all curn our, but I know 
iC iS aN experiment worth making. 

Tapping the Smithsonian's electronic potential was one of 
the goals I set upon taking this job two years ago. Another, 
which also builds on the strengths of the Institution as a 
whole, is a commitment to find synergy in the Smithsonian's 
many important efforts in biodiversity. Within the last few 
years, we have created a Council on Biodiversity and the 
Environment with representation from all relevant parts of the 
Institution. Together, the Conservation and Research Center 
of the National Zoo, the Zoo itself, the National Museum of 
Natural History, the Smithsonian Environmental Research 
Center, and the Smithsonian Tropical Research Institute 
represent an extraordinary ecological resource. The 
Smithsonian, too, can provide a useful neutral forum where 
difficult and complex topics related to biodiversity can be 
discussed. We have followed this up with an Institute for 


Conservation Biology to stimulate joint projects and thus 
make concrete the promise of cooperation among our scholars 
in different parts of the Institution. 

In so many things that we are committed to achieve in the 
fucure, we are only at the beginning of our potential. In the fuller 
representation of major American cultures, we look forward to 
the continuing development of the National Museum of the 
American Indian and the growing role of our new Center for 
African American History and Culture. Two years ago, upon my 
arrival, we began an initiative to represent the Latino cultures of 
the United States more fully in the collections, programs, and 
staffing of the Insticution. We still have a long way to go, but we 
are making discernible progress. 

The Smithsonian's electronic transformation still awaits the 
partners who will permit us to devote resources equal to the 
needs of creating visual databases and prototypes of electronic 
ventures that will meet both our educational goals and the 
needs of the marketplace. We have a potential role, too, in the 
creation of television and radio programs that carry the 
experience of the Smithsonian to new audiences across the 
nation and around the world. 

When I took on this job, I was convinced that my greatest 
challenge would be to find a way to secure the Smithsonian's 
financial future. Two years have done nothing to change that 
view. In the last few years of economic dislocation and political 
transformation, the very conditions under which we and our 
society operate have changed. For the Smithsonian, public 
funding is still available to support our core activities. In that, we 
are luckier than most. But even the optimists among us know 
chat we face a future of fewer available public resources. If we can 
find funds nowhere else, we are doomed at best to a static future, 
and at worst to one of continuing erosion. 

This is something I cannot allow to happen on my watch. 
Now chat we have had a year of celebration to remind us what 
we mean to the American public and ro create new modes of 
national access co our collections, our expertise, and our 
function as meeting ground, we must build structures of 
support and growth as innovative as those that built the 
modern Smithsonian. We will be alert to opportunities, but 
we will also learn to create them. 

My next years as Secretary will expand on the lessons we 
have learned during this gala 1soth year. They will be years 
marked by the development of partnerships: with the public 
and private sectors, with organizations and individuals, 
within the Smithsonian, and berween the Smithsonian and 
chose outside it who share our goals for America’s future. 

More than ever before, the Smithsonian intends to serve the 
enure nation. As a public trust, we exist to fulfill the public’s 
desires and needs, whether these involve building new 
dimensions of knowledge, collecting valued objects, honoring 
the nation’s diverse heritage, or sometimes simply having a 
good time. 

What an opportunity we were presented 150 years ago!

Report of the 
Under Secretary

On Saturday evening, August 10, glittering fireworks lic the 
sky above the Castle in a spectacular finale to the first day of 
the Smithsonian's 150th birthday celebration. An elaborate 
display like this one always makes spectators wonder in 
amazement: How did they do it? The same question could be 
asked about the ambitious Institution-wide enterprise that 
led up to the Isoth anniversary: How did we do it? 

Planning and presenting the year’s programs and events 
was an intense and energetic collaborative effort that brought 
out the best in the Smithsonian. As we celebrated the richness 
of our contributions to the nation, we also paid tribute co our 
internal richness: the wealth of professions, ideas, experience, 
and knowledge that distinguishes this diverse institution. 
Talented and creative employees from every corner of the 
Smithsonian, working on demanding schedules, brought their 
individual strengths to the complex tasks of organizing 
“America’s Smithsonian,” producing the two-day birthday 
celebration on the National Mall August 10 and 11, and 
planning a variety of other events. 

Looking beyond the Smirhsonian, we also celebrated our 
partnerships with corporations, foundations, communities, 
and individuals throughout the nation who are committed to 
helping us increase the American public's sense of ownership 
and participation in the Institution. Funding from the four 
members of our 1soth Anniversary Corporate Partner 
Program—Discover® Card, Intel Corporation, MCI 
Communications Corporation, and Trans World Airlines, 
Inc.—supported the exhibition “America’s Smithsonian,” the 
prime-time specials and “Smithsonian Minutes” on the CBS 
Television Network, and the public Birthday Party on the 
Mall. In Los Angeles, Kansas City, New York, and 


Providence, our partnerships with local governments and 


community organizations helped us bring “ America’s 
Smithsonian” to more than a million people. 

The imposing task of coordinating our Institution-wide 
anniversary celebration belonged to the 1soth Anniversary 
Coordinating Committee, chaired by Marc Pachter, counselor 
to the Secretary. Building on a planning process that they 
began in late 1991, this group and its working committees on 
marketing, program, and community guided the many 
aspects of the celebration as it unfolded during the year. 

For two highlights of the tsoth anniversary—the 
exhibition “America’s Smithsonian” and the August 10 and 11 
Birthday Party—units of the Under Secretary's office were 
significant team members. These organizations also joined in 
many other collaborative efforts throughout the year. 
Together they expanded the Institution's public visibility, 
developed publications and multimedia productions, 
presented public programs, provided behind-the-scenes 
expertise and services, and created a successful merchandising 
program. 


“America’s Smithsonian” 


The nation’s “firsts and finests” were the words the 
Providence Sunday Journal chose to describe the extraordinary 
objects from the Smithsonian's collections touring the nation 
in “America’s Smithsonian.” The largest traveling exhibition 
ever organized by a museum, it opened February 9 in Los 
Angeles and continued to Kansas City, Missouri (April 
10o—May 19), New York City (June —July 24), and 
Providence, Rhode Island (August 21-Seprember 19). Other 
cities on the itinerary before the objects return to the 


Smithsonian include St. Paul, Minnesota; Houston; and 
Portland, Oregon. 

More than 300 icons of American history, art, and 
culture—presidential artifacts, great works of art, fabulous 
gems, dinosaur bones—were carefully selected by museum 
staff and the “America’s Smithsonian” team and organized in 
three exhibition sections: “Discovering,” “Remembering,” 
and “Imagining.” Among the highlights: the well-used 
compass William Clark carried on his expedition to the 
Northwest with Meriwether Lewis, the ruby’slippers chat 
sparkled on Judy Garland’s feet in The Wizard of Oz, the hat 
Abraham Lincoln wore to Ford's Theater the evening he was 
assassinated, a Tucker automobile, masterpieces by American 
artists Thomas Moran, Georgia O'Keeffe, and Andy Warhol, 
and prehistoric leaves and insects preserved in amber. 

Each of the tsoth Anniversary Corporate Partners 
contributed an exhibit to “America’s Smithsonian.” 
Discover® Card's “American Voices: Music at the 
Smithsonian” traces the history of American music. In Intel 
Corporation's exhibit, visitors experience the power of the 
computer through a giant replica of a personal computer. MCI 
Communications Corporation created a “cyber playground” 
that transports visitors to the not-so-distant high-tech age of 
communications. Trans World Airlines, Inc.'s exhibit 
showcases the past, present, and future of airline 
transportation. 

Project Director J. Michael Carrigan led the team of 
curators, designers, conservators, registrars, educators, and 
other experts who put together “America’s Smithsonian” in 
less than a year—a short time frame to produce any 
exhibition, much less one of this size and scope. The most 
impressive “first” for this pioneering exhibition is its 
comprehensive focus; it is the first Smithsonian exhibition to 
represent every layer of the Institution, including all the 
museums and every research organization as well as public 
programs such as the Festival of American Folklife. 


Birthday Party on the Mall 


The Smithsonian's Birthday Party on August Io and II 
stretched for a mile along the National Mall, salucing che 
nation’s heritage with musical performances, family activities, 
and exhibits. Weekend attendance, according to conservative 
Smithsonian estimates, was 630,000. Led by Richard Kurin of 
the Center for Folklife Programs and Cultural Studies, 
Smithsonian staff and volunteers joined with performers, 
technical crews, food vendors, and fireworks specialists to 
produce this free gala celebration. 

Programs and performances delighted the participants, 
whose affection and enthusiasm for the Smithsonian were 
obvious. As one visitor marveled, the Smithsonian is “a whole 
tradition, our history, our values, our treasures. It’s educating 
the world.” The celebration officially began with an opening 
ceremony and the unveiling of two Smithsonian symbols. The 
Smithsonian anniversary bell, a gift of the A. T. Cross 
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Company, was raised to the north tower of the Castle and rang 
for the first time at noon on Saturday, August Io. A new flag 
bearing the Smithsonian sunburst—signifying the pursuit of 
knowledge—was unfurled from the top of the tower. 

The Birthday Party offered something for everyone. 
Capacity crowds gathered for “It’s Public Knowledge,” 
spirited debates featuring well-known public figures that 
were organized by The Smithsonian Associates and hosted by 
actor E. G. Marshall. People of all ages met Smithsonian staff 
and enjoyed innovative activities in the two dozen pavilions 
sponsored by the Smithsonian’s museums and research 
facilities. Corporate Partner Discover® Card hosted a special 
pavilion, “The American Family, Discovered.” 

The electronic Smithsonian was highly accessible during 
che Birthday Party, with demonstrations of state-of-the-art 
World Wide Web sites, digital exhibits, and CD-ROM 
products planned by the Office of Information Technology 
(OIT). More than 14,000 well-wishers composed birthday 
greetings for an Electronic Birthday Card, also designed by 
OIT. The messages were flashed on gigantic outdoor video 
screens and then became part of the Smithsonian's electronic 
collection. Web browsers who could not join in the festivities 
logged onto the Virtual Birthday Party home page to leave 
their messages. 

On Saturday evening, the music of Aretha Franklin, Buffy 
Sainte-Marie, Trisha Yearwood, and the Smithsonian Jazz 
Masterworks Orchestra filled the Mall in a concert hosted by 
Mickey Hart. A concert and dance party, headlined by Celia 
Cruz with José Alberto El Canario and his orchestra, wrapped 
up the festivities on Sunday. And of course, the Birthday 
Party had a cake—nor just one, bur 18, all artfully decorated 
on Smithsonian themes by noted pastry chefs and presented in 
an exhibition organized by The Smithsonian Associates. 


Expanded Public Visibility 


Through collaborative efforts to heighten public visibility 
and awareness during this anniversary year, we engaged the 
media and the public in the Institution's distinguished 
history and its vibrant present. The Office of Public Affairs 
(OPA) orchestrated an impressive national media and public 
relations campaign chat gave che Institution extensive 
exposure. The Birthday Party received prominent coverage 
worldwide from major newspapers, wire services, and 
television and radio stations. In each of the four cities that 
“America’s Smithsonian” visited, public relations and 
advertising brought significant television and newspaper 
coverage and attracted hundreds of thousands of visitors. 
Special campaigns marketed the 150th anniversary 
commemorative coins and stamp and promoted the 
Smithsonian's participation in the Tournament of Roses 
parade. 

OPA also worked closely with che CBS Television Network 
on the three prime-time specials broadcast in January, May, 
and August. One-minute vignettes about the Smithsonian, 


called “Smithsonian Minutes,” were produced with the 
assistance of the Office of Telecommunications and OPA and 
broadcast throughout the year. In these spots, prominent 
Americans share anecdotes and pose mind-teasers about 
well-loved objects in Smithsonian museum collections: 
President Jimmy Carter with Jonas Salk’s polio vaccine 
bottles and syringe, General Colin Powell with the 
Star-Spangled Banner, actor Robin Williams with Albert 
Einstein's pipe, Justice Sandra Day O'Connor with 
Geronimo’s bow and arrow, poet Maya Angelou with the 
Southern Railway 1401 steam locomotive, and many more. 

The Smithsonian offered its visitors enhanced information 
during the anniversary year. The Visitor Information and 
Associates’ Reception Center (VIARC) expanded the theater 
program in the Smithsonian Information Center and 
maintained a master calendar of events on the Smithsonian's 
World Wide Web site (http://www.si.edu) and America 
Online. VIARC’s public inquiry phone lines were especially 
active, as volunteers handled thousands of calls about 
“America’s Smithsonian” and the Birthday Party. 

Millions of printed pieces focusing on 1soth anniversary 
facts, events, and celebrations went out to the public through 
the Smithsonian Information Center, museum information 
desks, and pre-visit mailings as well as in response to mail, 
phone, and online requests. OPA’s publications unit geared a 
number of projects to the anniversary, including a color 
information brochure, special feacures in Research Reports, and 
articles in Smithsonian Runner. a newsletter about Native 
American activities. These and other publications had broader 
distribution via the Smithsonian's Web site. 

The 150th anniversary had its own visual identity, centered 
on the sunburst logo and the traditional blue-and-yellow 
colors of the Institution. Distinctive banners and flags 
produced by VIARC proclaimed the anniversary from public 
entrances to museums and research facilities and from 
lampposts on Mall walkways and near Smithsonian buildings 
and gardens. The new Smithsonian flag was a collaborative 
effort of offices throughout the Institution, including the 
Architectural History and Historic Preservation Division of 
the Office of Physical Planc and VIARC. 

The cour and travel industry was a vital partner in 
promoting 15oth anniversary events and activities. VIARC 
reached rhis audience through advertising in selected trade 
publications and by representing the Smithsonian at 
professional meetings. Half a million copies of a four-color 
card promoting participatory events were distributed, and 
some 300,000 travel agents worldwide had online access to 
information through TravelFile. 


Communications during the 150th 


Multimedia communications were vital co the 1soch 
anniversary as we continued to pursue innovative 
opportunities for taking the Smithsonian co the public. Using 


the familiar realms of television, books, and magazines and 


exploring the new horizons of CD-ROM and the Internet, the 
Institution made its vast resources available. 

Millions of U.S. households tuned in to Smithsonian 
Fantastic Journey. the three prime-time specials about the 
Smithsonian on CBS, which drew enthusiastic reviews and 
high ratings. The programs were made possible by the four 
Isoth Anniversary Corporate Partners: Discover® Card, Intel 
Corporation, MCI Communications Corporation, and Trans 
World Airlines, Inc. Viewers sampled highlights of the 
Institution, including a report on packing and preparations 
for “America’s Smithsonian” from Kermit the Frog, 
heart-stopping airplane stunts by aerobatic pilot Patty 
Wagstaff, whose plane is in the National Air and Space 
Museum, and observations about elephant behavior from the 
National Zoo's John Lehnhardt. In other segments, National 
Museum of Natural History volcanologist Dick Fiske stood 
on the edge of Mount Kilauea in Hawaii while explaining 
what happens when a volcano erupts, and the Birmingham 
Sunlights sang birthday greetings to the Smithsonian, live 
from the Birthday Party on the Mall. 

In an organizational change that holds great promise for 
future ventures, the Office of Telecommunications (OTC) 
merged with Smithsonian Institution Press to form 
Smithsonian Press/Smithsonian Productions. The new 
division combines the Press’ program of general-interest and 
specialized academic publishing, classic recordings, historic 
videos, and popular works with OTC’s award-winning radio 
and television broadcasts and video and audio productions. 

Smithsonian Press’ publishing efforts this year focused on 
the 150th anniversary, beginning with The Smithsonian: 150 
Years of Adventure, Discovery, and Wonder from Smithsonian 
Books and including the full-color exhibition catalogue 
America's Smithsonian: Celebrating 150 Years. The Book 
Development/ New Media division created A Kid's Guide to 
the Smithsonian and a new Official Guide to the Smithsonian. The 
Office of Telecommunications coordinated video production 
for the “American Voices: Music at the Smithsonian” section 
of “America’s Smithsonian,” sponsored by Discover® Card. 
OTC also spearheaded negotiations with Macmillan Digital 
U.S.A. for distribution of the interactive CD-ROM 150 Years 
of America’s Smithsonian. which features full-color 
photography, animation sequences, and supplemental audio, 
video, and graphic elements. 

Smithsonian magazine devoted its May 1996 issue entirely 
co the Isoch anniversary, wich articles reflecting the wealth of 
activity in museums, research institutes, and offices. 
Throughout the year, other articles and columns related to the 
anniversary. Special features in Research Reports. published by 
the Office of Public Affairs, informed the 75,000 
Contributing Members and 8,500 scientists and scholars who 
receive the quarterly. 

The Smithsonian's Internet presence expanded during the 
year, linking the public to even more of the Institution's 
resources through imaginative online offerings. The popular 


World Wide Web site, hrtp://www.si.edu, was in great 
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demand, especially during the Birthday Party weekend when 
more than half a million people logged on. Several new Web 
sites were prepared or enhanced this year by the Office of 
Information Technology. 


Inviting Public Programs 


A varied menu of public programs helped us increase the 
public's sense of ownership in the Smithsonian by reaching 
wide audiences firsthand. Through lectures and workshops, 
outreach efforts, exhibitions, and the popular annual Festival 
of American Folklife, the 1soth anniversary had a 
people-to-people flavor. 

The eagerly anticipated tour of “America’s Smithsonian” 
offered an incomparable opportunity for the Smithsonian 
experience to permeate communities across the nation. To 
broaden the audience for the exhibition, che Office of Public 
Affairs coordinated efforts to distribute tickets to senior 
centers, scouting groups, Head Start programs, and other 
community organizations. 

The innovative “Voices of Discovery” program, created by 
National Zoo Director Michael Robinson and administered by 
The Smithsonian Associates (TSA) under the direction of 
Mara Mayor, brought Smithsonian scholars to the cities where 
the exhibition was on view. In museums, schools, libraries, 
colleges, and other gathering places, they shared insights from 
their own research or offered behind-the-scenes glimpses of 
the Smithsonian. 

Typically, 10 scholars spent 10 days in each of the four 
exhibition cities, presenting free lectures, workshops, and 
symposiums in up to 100 different organizations. Historian 
Lonnie Bunch of the National Museum of American History 
traveled to Los Angeles, where he once was a museum curator, 
to talk about “Black America and the California Dream” and 
other facets of his research in African American issues. 
Anthropologist Alicia Gonzalez, who specializes in Mexican 
bread making and Mexican culture, titled her Los Angeles 
lectures “Edible Baroque.” Pamela Vandiver shared her 
conservation research scientist's perspective with New York 
audiences in her lectures on the technology of Tiffany art 
glass. In Kansas City, geologist James Zimbelman of the 
National Air and Space Museum's Center for Earth and 
Planetary Studies enthralled students with his slide-show 
journey through the solar system. Michael Robinson, a 
tropical biologist and animal behaviorist, lectured in 
Providence about the fate of the world’s tropics, which he calls 
“the Fort Knox of biology” for their wealth of genetic 
material. The immense diversity of the Smithsonian was 
evident in other “voices of discovery”: costume and gender, 
Plains Indian traditional art, volcanoes, the Wright brothers, 
folk art of che Southwest, and many other themes. 

“Voices of Discovery” was made possible in Los Angeles by 
The Ralph M. Parsons Foundation and The Ahmanson 
Foundation and in Providence by The Champlin Foundations. 
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Beyond “America’s Smithsonian,” other public programs 
were a showcase for the 1soth year. Among the highlights of 
TSA's Resident Associate programs were behind-the-scenes 
cours and adult-child workshops in museums, a lecture on 
“James Smithson and His Legacy: The Early Years,” and 
“Living Legends” presentations that celebrated the 
achievements of people like folksinger Pete Seeger and chef 
Julia Child. The Office of Government Relations invited 
congressional staff to a series of four lectures by Smithsonian 
scholars. Special exhibitions from units of the Under 
Secretary's office included “Nineteenth-Century Images of the 
Smithsonian Institution Building,” vintage prints from the 
Castle collection organized by the Architectural History and 
Historic Preservation Division, and “Smithson’'s Gift,” 
organized by VIARC. 

For the “Working at the Smithsonian” segment of this 
year's Festival of American Folklife, the Office of Physical 
Plant's Horticulture Services Division created a lush garden 
based on a photograph from its Garden Club of America 
collection, complete with fountain and stone pavement, and 
staff members gave educational lectures. Design and 
Construction staff showed plans for the National Air and 
Space Museum's Dulles Center and the National Museum of 
the American Indian's Mall museum, and Craft Services 
personnel offered a close-up look at faux painting, welding, 
and plastering. 


An Efficient Infrastructure 


Guided by a shared mission, Smithsonian staff joined forces 
to build an infrastructure driven by cooperation. Internal 
organizational boundaries became flexible, and it was clear 
thar, although we may have different skills and assignments, 
we are all in che same business. This foundation, and the 
positive attitude that sustained it, made “America’s 
Smithsonian,” the Birthday Party, and countless other aspects 
of the anniversary possible. 

A good example was the combined expert knowledge that 
went into protecting the treasured objects in “America’s 
Smithsonian” during transport and while on exhibit. The 
Office of Contracting and Property Management negotiated 
and contracted for the convention center sites and associated 
services, and then the Design and Construction Division 
inspected the sites to be sure mechanical systems met 
Smithsonian standards. The Office of Environmental 
Management and Safety advised on fire protection 
specifications for the exhibition design. The Office of Risk 
and Asset Management helped plan for protection, while the 
Office of Protection Services forged new governmental and 
contractor partnerships to arrange and manage security. The 
Office of the Comprroller played its team role by expediting 
payments and travel transactions to accommodate tight 
schedules. The General Counsel's Office negotiated and 
completed all the corporate partnership agreements. 


The Birthday Party's success depended on the carefully 
orchestrated efforts of many different organizations within the 
Smithsonian. More than 250 officers from the Office of 
Protection Services provided around-the-clock security 
support, many working extra shifts. In the early morning 
hours, staff from the Horticulture Services Division 
supervised the placement of greenery to create an inviting 
setting on the Mall. In anticipation of the Smithsonian bell 
raising, the Design and Construction Division had conducted 
a structural engineering assessment to ensure that the bell 
would have no negative impact on the Castle building. Staff 
from the Office of Imaging, Printing, and Photographic 
Services and the Office of Telecommunications were on hand 
to document the weekend's activities for publication and for 
posterity. 

The Institution's volunteer tradition was a great asset this 
year, as our volunteers extended their contributions of time and 
expertise to help with many anniversary projects. During the 
August Io and 11 celebration, nearly 1,500 volunteers worked on 
special events and staffed museum and research institute pavilions, 
information and membership booths, and museum information 
desks. Many Smithsonian employees also contributed their time 
on that weekend. As “America’s Smithsonian” toured the 
country, the Institution reached into local communities to recruit 
and train volunteers who greeted visitors, processed tickets, 
provided general information, and escorted school groups. In 
Providence, the exhibition's fourth destination, a record-breaking 
700 people were trained as volunteers. 

Occurring in the same year as Smithsonian staff faced the 
challenge of two unprecedented government shutdowns, the 
anniversary was a welcome chance to renew a feeling of 
community and to recognize the commitment of our 
employees. One hundred fifty “Unsung Heroes,” nominated 
by their coworkers for outstanding service, were honored in 
four ceremonies, and a plaque with their names now hangs in 
the Castle. The ceremonies were coordinated by the 1soth 
Anniversary Community Committee and the Ombudsman. 
Across the Institution, monthly open houses gave staff the 
opportunity to explore the workplaces of their colleagues in other 
organizations. Planned by the Community Committee, these 
informal group tours and discussions were coordinated by the 
Office of Human Resources and the Office of the Provost. 


Anniversary Merchandise Promotion 


Commemorative coins and a commemorative stamp headed 
the list of collectible items created in conjunction with the 
150th anniversary. The U.S. Mint introduced limited edition 


silver dollar and gold $5 commemorative coins, available for 
one year. A portion of the sales proceeds goes to the 
Smithsonian's National Numismatic Collection in the 
National Museum of American History. The coins are 
marketed through the Museum Shops and the Smithsonian 
Catalogue. The Castle and the Arts and Industries Building 
are shown on the 32-cent postal stamp, issued by the Unired 
States Postal Service on February 7. 

The anniversary theme was front and center in the shops, 
mail order catalogue, and merchandise advertising 
throughout the year. The Museum Shops designed bags, 
merchandise cards and tags, signage, banners, and window 
displays carrying the 150th anniversary logo. Special events 
and merchandise promotions captured the excitement of 
anniversary events. Product Development and Licensing 
developed a range of collectible merchandise with the Isoth 
anniversary logo offered chrough the catalogue and the shops. 
The selections included a necktie and a Women's Committee 
commemorative scarf, a print of the Castle by artist G. 
Harvey, men's and women’s watches, t-shirts, caps, tote bags, 
a sweatshirt, and gift icems such as mugs, magnets, Christmas 
ornaments, and bookmarks. 

For “America’s Smithsonian,” the Museum Shops 
designed, installed, and operated a 10,000-square-foot shop 
that opened with the exhibition in Los Angeles. As the 
exhibition travels, staff continue to consult on shop design, 
merchandise selection, and installation. During the Birthday 
Party on the Mall, three successful sales tents carried 
anniversary products. 


An Institution of Partnerships 


As these highlights confirm, the Smithsonian's 1soth 
anniversary celebration was quite an accomplishment—for 
Smithsonian employees and volunteers and for our corporate 
and community partners. In our internal partnerships, we 
engaged in dialogue across organizations and gained renewed 
respect for one another's roles. We learned to be adaptable, to 
embrace a variety of perspectives, and above all, to transcend 
the traditional boundaries of our thinking. Our external 
partnerships also broadened our horizons, as we discovered 
how joint endeavors with the private sector and with 
communities can strengthen our capacity to share the 
Smithsonian with all Americans. We conclude this 
momentous year with the realization that we are indeed an 
institution of partnerships—dynamic, creative working 
partnerships that will guide us with confidence through the 
Institution's next 150 years. 


Statement by 
the Provost 


J. Dennis O’Connor 


This year we celebrated the 15oth anniversary of that 
remarkably eclectic blend of activity known as the 
Smithsonian. As we worked together to shape the celebration, 
an impressive spirit of community and collaboration drove the 
efforts of the many organizations that make up this complex 
institution. 

When the Smithsonian was founded, its first Secretary, 
Joseph Henry, envisioned a research institute devoted to 
scientific accomplishment and the dissemination of 
knowledge. His successor Spencer Baird enlarged this vision, 
vigorously leading the accumulation of a comprehensive 
national collection. Baird’s Smithsonian foreshadowed 
something of today’s Smithsonian: research activity, vast 
collections, and public exhibitions and programs, all aimed at 
advancing knowledge and fostering public education. 

The historical patterns of the Smithsonian's 150 
years—weaving together research, collections, and the 
diffusion of knowledge—are especially evident in the Office 
of the Provost. This office unites the various museums and 
research institutes, the National Zoo, and other units 
providing educational, museum, and scholarly services. Its 
creation this year was a conscious attempt to better coordinate 
the arts and humanities, the sciences, and educational and 
scholarly support programs, emphasizing shared goals and 
endeavors. 

In my first year as Provost, I have been impressed by the 
diversity of activiry that takes place here, as independent 
entities come together in a multi-dimensional whole to 
pursue the Smithsonian's mission as a research institution and 
a national museum. We are one of the world’s most prominent 
research centers, with scientists and scholars at work around 


the globe. Their investigations range from using xenon gas to 
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make magnetic resonance images of water-deficient parts of 
the human body to studying the challenges of conserving 
giant Asian elephants. Our museums educate, delight, and 
inspire the millions of people who visit them each year. They 
are our public face, the principal keyhole through which 
people see che objects and consider the ideas that are a 
distinguishing feature of the Smithsonian. 

We have an educational purpose as well. It is based on the 
notion that we are the repository of the nation’s culture and 
heritage. The Smithsonian is not a formal institution of 
learning, but we have much to offer as a resource for educators 
and as a center of informal education, that essential lifelong 
process that enriches people's lives beyond the classroom. 

Although each museum and research center 1s a major 
organization in its own right, with its own focus and 
strengths (even its own audience), the emphasis on 
collaboration was clear during the 1soth anniversary year. For 
the exhibition “America’s Smithsonian,” the museums took 
the lead in suggesting which objects to include and how to 
present them. During the Birthday Party on the National 
Mall on August Io and 11, the museums, research institutes, 
and offices created lively pavilions chat conveyed the flavor of 
the Smithsonian. Visitors could learn how a museum 
exhibition is developed, hear curators describe collecting 
expeditions, ask astronomers about their research on distant 
planets, or watch art conservators practice their craft. Inside 
the museums, there was Irish music, African dance, cowboy 
poetry, chamber music, and much more. 

Even in a large organization like the Smithsonian, we must 
make choices about what we can do in our research, in our 
museum activities, and in education. The Isorh anniversary, 


and particularly “America’s Smithsonian,” pointed to 


significant opportunities to build affiliations for the future— 
with communitues, with corporations, with universities and 
other educational institutions, with museums and research 
entities. Funding from the members of the tsoth Anniversary 
Corporate Partners Program—Discover® Card, Intel 
Corporation, MCI Communications Corporation, and Trans 
World Airlines, Inc-—made possible the exhibition and 
many other aspects of the anniversary celebration. By seeking 
partners, we can do much more, and do it more efficiently, 
more effectively, and with vastly broader impact. As we 
begin to master the potential of technology, looking to the 
day when there may be many museum exhibitions in 
cyberspace, there is even greater promise for collaborative 


efforts drawing on the complementary strengths of 
organizations within and outside the Smithsonian. 

The Smithsonian's dual role—as a leader in research and as 
a national museum—has an eminently American quality. The 
determined pursuit of new horizons in knowledge figures 
prominently in the American story, and so do the collection 
and preservation of the objects of our heritage in museums, 
which are also centers of learning and enlightenment. As one 
of the nation’s premier research institutions and as the 
national museum, the Smithsonian has a special obligation to 
help define American culture and heritage. On our I5oth 
anniversary, we renewed the dedication to community and 
collaboration that will help us meet that obligation. 


Report of the Board 
of Regents 


The Board of Regents took special measures to mark the Isoth 
anniversary of the Smithsonian Institution. They held their 
first meeting of the year in Los Angeles on February 9, 1996, 
to participate in the benefit gala and public opening of 
“America’s Smithsonian.” Regent Alan K. Simpson officially 
represented the Board at the Los Angeles opening. As the 
exhibition traveled to other cities, che Regents were 
represented by Manuel L. Ibdfiez in Kansas City, Daniel P. 
Moynihan in New York, and Regent Emeritus Claiborne Pell 
in Providence. Barber B. Conable Jr. was the Board's 
representative at the dedication of the Smithsonian's 1soth 
anniversary bell during the August 10 Birthday Party on the 
National Mall. The annual Regents’ dinner was held May 5 at 
the National Portrait Gallery's anniversary exhibition, “1846: 
Portrait of the Nation.” 

On September 16, 1996, the Board met in Washingron 
precisely 150 years and nine days after the first meeting of the 
original Board of Regents. Chancellor William H. Rehnquist 
called the meeting to order with historical anecdotes, and the 
Board sat for a group photograph in honor of the occasion. 
The Regents also were honored at a British Embassy dinner 
hosted by the Ambassador and Lady Kerr. 

Three new citizen members of the Board of Regents, 
Howard H. Baker Jr., Louis V. Gerstner, and Anne 
d'Harnoncourt, attended their first meeting in May. 
Considering alternative approaches to enhancing their 
deliberations, the Regents decided ar that meeting to 
establish a Regents’ Committee of the Whole, which convenes 
the afternoon before each Board meeting to discuss informally 
and in depth select issues from the agenda. The Board also 
established a broadly representative standing Committee on 
Policy, Programs, and Planning. Members of the Board of

The Regents learned with regret that Senator Alan K. 
Simpson would retire at che end of the 104th Congress, and 
they moved to designate him a Regent Emeritus at that time. 
The Board awarded the Joseph Henry Medal to Regent 
Emeritus William G. Bowen in grateful recognition of his 
contributions to the Smithsonian Institution as a Regent and 
Regent Emeritus from 1980 to the present. The Board also 
adopted a design for a Regents’ mace to be displayed in the 
Regents Room and used in significant institutional 
ceremonial events. 

As requested by the Congress, the Board of Regents, 
through its ad hoc Committee on Policy and Programs, 
conducted an exhaustive study on the feasibility of admission 


fees and informed the Congress that it does not favor 


imposing admission fees at this time. In another landmark 
study, the Regents adopted a statement of policy and 
guidelines for the advancement of collections-based 
affiliations with other organizations, with the understanding 
that the Secretary will develop operational guidelines. 

Secretary Heyman and his associates gave the Regents a 
thorough briefing on the status of the Institution's complex 
financing. The Regents approved budgets prepared for fiscal 
year 1998 federal appropriations and fiscal year 1997 trust 
funds. They also approved a financial plan for che 
Smithsonian's Isoth anniversary activities. 

Secretary Heyman and his staff also briefed the Regents on 
the scope of the Smithsonian's program to repair and renovate 
its buildings, spelling out the rationale for $50 million a year 
in funding to achieve reliable use of the physical plant. The 
Regents were given a preview of plans for the National 
Museum of the American Indian on the National Mall and for 
the museum's Cultural Resources Center in Suitland, 
Maryland. The Board also saw plans for the Discovery Center 
in the National Museum of Natural History and was briefed 
on the Institution's financing strategies for capital projects. 

During the year, the Regents approved revised bylaws for 
the Smithsonian National Board and for the boards of the 
National Museum of Natural History, the National Museum 
of American Art, and the Cooper-Hewitt, National Design 
Museum. They also approved the organizing principles for the 
Board of the National Museum of American History. In 
addition, the Regents appointed or reappointed the following 
members to Smithsonian advisory boards: Laura Lee Blanton, 
Mrs. John M. Bradley, Stephen F. Brauer, Frank A. Daniels 
Jr., S. Roger Horchow, Mrs. James W. Kinnear, Donald G.

Staff Changes 


J. Dennis O'Connor, former chancellor of the University of 
Pittsburgh, joined the Smithsonian in January 1996 as the 
Institution's first Provost. Acting Provost Robert S. 
Hoffmann, who had ably shaped that office from three 
assistant secretaries’ offices, continued to serve as acting 
director of the National Air and Space Museum. Tom 
Freudenheim and James Early, who had served as assistant 
provosts after being assistant secretaries, took on duties, 
respectively, as a fellow of the Woodrow Wilson International 
Center for Scholars and a scholar in the Center for Folklife 
Programs and Cultural Studies. 

Earlier in the fiscal year, che Smithsonian was shocked by 
the sudden death of Sylvia Williams. She had served with 
distinction as director of the National Museum of African Art 
and as an insightful counselor to the Secretary. Mrs. Williams’ 
death is a great loss to the Institution. While Provost 
O'Connor conducted a search for her successor, the museum 
was ably managed by Acting Director Patricia Fiske. 

Searches for new directors at two major museums were 
concluded this year. In May, Robert W. Fri was named 
director of the National Museum of Natural History after a 
long career at Resources for the Future and several federal 
agencies. Donald D. Engen, a retired vice-admiral of the 
Navy, former administrator of the Federal Aviation 
Administration, and most recently Ramsey Fellow at the 
National Air and Space Museum, became director of the Air 
and Space Museum on its 20th anniversary, July 1, 1996. 

Assistant Secretary for Finance and Administration Nancy 
D. Suttenfield left che Institution in the early summer for a 
similar position at Case Western Reserve University. She was 
awarded the Secretary's Gold Medal for Exceptional Service in 
recognition of her service as assistant secretary, acting Under 
Secretary, and director of the Office of Planning and Budget. 
Deputy Assistant Secretary for Finance Rick Johnson was 
appointed chief financial officer, and Anna B. Martin, 
executive assistant to the Under Secretary, was given 
additional responsibilities as the senior executive officer 
overseeing the Offices of Human Resources, Equal 
Employment and Minority Affairs, and the Ombudsman. 

In other actions, Richard H. Rice Jr. was designated senior 
facilities officer, and Carolyn E. Jones was named director of 
the Office of Human Resources. Thomas E. Lovejoy, counselor 
to the Secretary for biodiversity and environmental affairs, 
accepted additional responsibilities as director of the 
Smithsonian's new Institute for Conservation Biology. 

This year, Daniel H. Goodwin, director of the University 
Press Division of Smithsonian Institution Press, was named 


director of the newly formed Smithsonian Press/Smithsonian 
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Productions, which merged the Press and the Office of 
Telecommunications. As the fiscal year came to a close, David 
F. Morrell of the U.S. Secret Service was appointed director of 
protection services, and Vincent J. Marcalus retired from his 
position as director of the Office of Information Technology. 

Changes in staffing ac these levels are a mixed blessing. 
They give people new opportunities and bring new 


perspectives to the organization, bur they do carry a cost in 
terms of institutional memory. When we welcome new 
staff members, we owe a debt of gratitude to their 
predecessors, who have worked so effectively on behalf of 
the Smithsonian. The Institution's progress has always 
been due in no small measure to the dedication of its staff 


and volunteers.

and feeding behavior of sperm whales, major predators 
of giant squid, and tested the feasibility of using the 
whales as hound dogs in later phases of the project. 
Using whales as cameramen via the Critter Cam—a 
pressure-sealed package of video and sound recorders, 
and other instruments developed by National Geographic 
Television—Roper and his colleagues achieved a number 
of scientific firsts, including the first precise dive profile of 
a sperm whale, first observations of social behavior among 
the whales at significant ocean depths, and the best 
hydroacoustic data to date on the species.

m Exhibition “Directions—Byron Kim: Grey-Green,” 
an exhibition of ten abstract canvases by this New York 
painter (b. 1961) based on his response to the color and 
cultural importance of Korean celadon ceramics, opened 
at the Hirshhorn Museum and Sculpture Garden witha 
gallery talk by the artist.

ALH8 4001, part of the U.S. National Meteorite Collec- 
tion at the National Museum of Natural History, con- 
tains organic substances consistent with the existence of 
microbial life and structures that may be microscopic 
fossils. ALH84001 was found in Antarctica in 1984 and 
identified by gases trapped in the rock that match those 
measured in the Martian atmosphere by the Viking 
spacecraft. It is the oldest of the dozen known Martian 
meteorites on earth: scientists believe it dates to the 
creation of Mars 4 billion years ago.

B Construction The Office of Contracting and Property

Twenty-seven 
pavilions were organized by Smithsonian museums, re- 
search units, and support facilities; special programs 
were offered inside all the museums; six public debates 
were held, moderated by E.G. Marshall; eight stages on 
the Mall and inside museums hosted more than 50 
groups; and parades, fireworks, and the installation of a 
new Smithsonian bell in the Castle tower were featured. 
More than 600,000 people attended the event to mark 
the completion of 150 years of dedication to the “in- 
crease and diffusion of knowledge.” 

A national publicity campaign, supplemented by a 
local advertising campaign prepared by the Office of 
Public Affairs, was behind the two-day celebration of 
the Smithsonian's anniversary on the National Mall. 
The event was covered by network television and 
print media, including a front-page article in The 
Washington Post. A video news release reached millions 
of TV viewers that weekend. 

During the Smithsonian's Birthday Party on the 
Mall, the National Museum of the American Indian 
joined the rest of the Smithsonian family offering to the 
public a vast array of Native American music, dance, 
and games. Native peoples from across the Hemisphere 
were present for all the museum's activities which were 
held on the future site of the Mall museum. 

Smithsonian Productions created the video presenta- 
tions shown on the Jumborrons for the Smithsonian’s 
1soth Birthday Celebration on the Mall. 

The National Museum of the American Indian went 
“live” over the internet during the weekend of the 
Smithsonian's Birthday Party with “CoNexus,” a project 
developed by the museum's Resource Center and Ex- 
hibits department designed to transmit live performan- 
ces over the World Wide Web. The special Web page 
featured a live simulcast of the museum's activities 
which were updated every few minutes with live text 
from on-site “video curators.” 

The Archives of American Art celebrated the 
Smithsonian's 1soth Birthday Party with its own 
pavilion on the Mall and a lively program specially com- 
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missioned for the occasion. At the party, the Archives 
and the Washington Stage Guild presented “From Reli- 
able Sources,” an original theater piece incorporating an 
array of personal letters, diaries, writings, and other uni- 
que sources from the Archives of American Art that 
entertained and informed the audiences about the joys 
and difficulties of being an artist in America. 

“Alive and Jumpin’,” the National Museum of 
American History’s pavilion for the Birthday Party on 
the Mall, featured more than 12 hours of music and 
dancing: swing, zydeco, Afro Cuban, jazz, blues, samba, 
gospel, country line dancing, hand dancing, salsa, and 
merengue. The event was planned, produced, and 
staffed by volunteers from the Museum. 

The National Museum of African Art's pavilion in- 
cluded African storytelling and musical performances. 

The Anacostia Museum pavilion featured story- 
telling, dance, music and artist demonstration. Local 
photographers worked with staff from the Center for 
African American History and Culture to capture 
African American family participation in the 1soth 
activities. 

As part of the Smithsonian's birthday party on the 
Mall, Cooper-Hewitt, National Design Museum hosted 
a workshop, “It’s Time to Celebrate.” Visitors were in- 
vited to explore design by creating a working clock. 

For the Institution's birthday celebration on the Na- 
tional Mall, the Hirshhorn Museum and Sculpture Gar- 
den expanded the Young at Art workshop idea—eight 
such programs had been presented during the year for 
children ages six to nine—to its pavilion site. Activities 
there, coordinated by staff educator Diane Kidd, in- 
cluded face painting, a one-person puppet show, and 
hands-on workshops exploring mobiles, woodcarving, 
masks, drawing, and puppet making. A list of related 
artworks by Calder, Rodin, Picasso, and others led 
families to further revelations about these art forms in- 
side the museum. 

As part of the 1soth Birthday Party on the National 
Mall, The Smithsonian Associates presented [t's Public 
Knowledge, a series of six spirited debates on issues per- 
taining to the cultural and natural worlds, featuring 
well-known public figures including PBS commentator 
Paul Duke, author Dr. Mary Catherine Bateson, The 
Golden Girls actress Rue McClanahan, The Freedom 
Forum's Adam Clayton Powell III, and WETA-TV 
founder Elizabeth P. Campbell. 

The Office of Membership and Development invited 
members, donors, and other special constituents to a 
cocktail reception celebrating Smithsonian Institution's 
150th Birthday Party on the National Mall. Guests were 


also provided with reserved seating at the evening's con- 
cert and fireworks. Contributing Members were invited 
to a special Hospitality Suite. 

The National Zoo's pavilion on the Mall featured spe- 
cial presentations on animals and behind-the-scenes work 
at the Zoo. Welders, plasterers, carpenters, locksmiths, 
finishers, horticultural experts, geneticists, zoologists, 
hutritionists, veterinary pathologists, reproductive 
physiologists, wildlife ecologists, and, of course, animal 
keepers explained their tasks and accomplishments to the 
delight of thousands of pavilion visitors. 

The Smithsonian Institution Traveling Exhibition 
Service's (SITES) new Home Page on the World Wide 
Web made its debut at the Smithsonian's 15oth 
Birthday Party. The Web Page allows viewers to find 
out when SITES exhibitions will appear in their cities 
and states; read the latest news about the museums, col- 
leges, and cultural centers that host SITES exhibitions;

Office of Communications 


The Office of Communications is responsible for the public 
face of the Instirurion. Its Office of Public Affairs (OPA) is 
dedicated to media relations, publications, and public rela- 
tions. The Visitor Information and Associates’ Reception Cen- 
ter (VIARC) serves the 28 million people who visit the 
Smithsonian each year. Both groups carried out intensive 
preparations for the observance of the Institution's I5oth an- 
niversary this year. 


Office of Public Affairs 


Through media relations and publications, the Office of 
Public Affairs (OPA) informs the American public, people 
around the world and Smithsonian employees about the ex- 
hibitions, programs, and research activities of the Smith- 
sonian. The office provides the news media with press releases 
(more than 470 this year), photographs, written materials, 
videotapes, and public service announcements. Its publica- 
tions this year included Smzthsonian Institution Research Reports 
(a quarterly bulletin), Smithsonian Runner (a bimonthly 
newsletter about Native American activities at the Smith- 
sonian), The Torch (a monthly employee newspaper), and the 
Blue Bulletin (a biweekly administrative newsletter for staff), 
as well as brochures for the public. 

The focus of nearly all public relations efforts for FY 1996 
was the 1soth anniversary. OPA developed and implemented 
an overall national media and public relations campaign that 


included network television, through the partnership with 


CBS News; publicity in each of the four cities that “America’s 
Smithsonian” visited during this year; and media relations for 
che big August 1o—11 anniversary celebration on the National 
Mall. In addition, special campaigns were developed for 
marketing the Smithsonian's 150th commemorative coin and 
stamp and for the Smithsonian's participation in the Rose 
Bowl parade. 

A full-scale public relations campaign was developed to 
gain maximum exposure in each city in which “America's 
Smithsonian” appeared: Los Angeles, Calif.; Kansas City, Mo.; 
New York, N.Y.; and Providence, R.I. Results were coverage 
on network and cable TV and in daily newspapers, where the 
Smithsonian was featured on the front page as many as six 
times during a single venue. Publicity was supplemented by a 
full advertising campaign using local radio, daily newspapers, 
community papers, billboards, and transit advertising where ap- 
propriate. In addition, outreach efforts to bring in visitors from 
various organizations, from Boy Scouts to senior citizen groups, 
were coordinated by OPA for the exhibition in each city. 

OPA worked closely with the executive producer of CBS 
News and his staff on the three prime-time one-hour specials 
that were broadcast in January, May and August of the an- 
niversary year. One-minute vignettes about the Smithsonian, 
called “Smithsonian Minutes,” were broadcast on the CBS 
television network during prime-time and daytime hours 
throughout the year. The spots featured treasured artifacts and 
famous Americans, including President Jimmy Carter, actor An- 
thony Hopkins, poet Maya Angelou and actor Robin Williams. 

For the August 10-11 Birthday Party, weekend attendance at 
the daytime events and evening concerts and fireworks was the 
highest ever recorded at a Smithsonian event on the Mall, with 
estimates of more than 630,000 people. The anniversary celebra- 
tion was seen by the media and the public as the highlight of the 
150th year, and it was featured in The Washington Post (front 
page and cover stories with pull-out centerfold map in the 
Weekend section), Chicago Tribune, USA Today, and many other 
newspapers, wire services, and TV and radio stations locally and 
nationwide. A video news release was filmed Saturday and sent to 
700 TV stations via satellite on Saturday and Sunday. 

In addition, OPA’s Publications Unit geared a number of 
projects to the Institution's 150th anniversary celebration. 
OPA produced a special glossy, color brochure with informa- 
tion on 150th activities and exhibitions and worked with the 
Visitor Information and Associates’ Reception Center to 
produce a Isoth anniversary rack card for distribution through 
Washington, D.C., hotels and motels. 

OPA updated and redesigned the brochure “African and 
African American Resources at the Smithsonian.” That publi- 
cation and other OPA brochures were made available to con- 
siderably wider audiences by loading them onto the 
Smithsonian Home Page on the World Wide Web. 

In the summer, OPA, working with the Provost's Office, 
gathered information for entries, as well as artwork co il- 
lustrate the entries, for the first version of a brochure on 


“Asian Pacific American Resources at the Smithsonian.” 
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Special 1soth anniversary features in Research Reports in- 
cluded the beginnings of research at the Institution for the 
8,500 scientists and scholars and the 75,000 Contributing 
Members who receive the quarterly publication. Sm:thsonian 
Runner highlighted Native American objects and activities as- 
sociated with the tsoth traveling exhibition for its nearly 
35,000 readers. Research Reports and Runner features also 
received wider distribution via the World Wide Web. 

The Torch, the staff newspaper, devoted an entire page each 
month to Isoth news and related features, along with addition- 
al feature and news stories in many issues and a four-page sup- 
plement on the Institution’s early beginnings and history for 
the August Birthday Party issue. Following the tsoth 
Birthday Party August Io and 11 on the National Mall, The 
Torch featured a two-page spread of photos taken during those 
two days. Throughout this fiscal year, The Torch kept staff and 
volunteers informed about Isoth happenings. 

This year, the office took over publication of the biweek- 
ly scaff newsletter of administrative news and named it the 
Blue Bulletin. The newsletter also kept staff informed by 
running many items about Isoth news, events and other 
happenings. 

OPA staff researched and coordinated the implementation 
of format revisions for the Institution's annual report for 1996, 
bringing to the report, Smthsonian Year, an overall thematic 
approach focusing on the Isoth anniversary. 

This year, OPA carried out two radio advertising cam- 
paigns geared to African American audiences—one for Black 
History Month in February and another for the Isoth anniver- 
sary Birthday Party in August. For the two campaigns, adver- 
tisements were run on a number of Washington-area stations, 
including WHUR, WPGC, WTOP and WMMJ. 

OPA carried out two radio advertising campaigns on 
Spanish-language radio station WMDO—one for the 
Birthday Party on the National Mall and the other for 
Hispanic Heritage Month. Three print-advertising campaigns 
were run in three Spanish-language newspapers in FY 1996. 
The campaigns promoted activities during the winter 
holidays, the Folklife Festival and Hispanic Heritage Month. 


Visitor Information and Associates’ 
Reception Center 


Mary Grace Potter, Director 


As a central support organization and the principal contact 
point for information about the Smithsonian, the activities of 
the Visitor Information and Associates’ Reception Center 
(VIARC) were impacted significantly throughout fiscal 1996 
by the many special exhibitions, programs and events sur- 
rounding the Institution's tsoth anniversary. In addition, 


lengthy government shutdowns followed by severe winter 
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weather contributed yet another dimension to an atypical, 
challenging but productive year. 

VIARC's work continued to be carried out through the 
Smithsonian Information Center; 18 museum informa- 
tion/member reception desks; response services for public and 
member mail, telephone and electronic inquiries; outreach to 
the tourism industry; outdoor wayfinding stations; and two 
large volunteer programs which provided primary support for 
the Institution's public information activities and for staff 
project assistance behind-the-scenes. 

Beginning in the early fall myriad promotional and par- 
ticipatory activities and assignments associated with the 
sesquicentennial were absorbed by staff and volunteers alike. 

Operating from 9 a.m. to 5:30 p.m. daily, the Smithsonian 
Information Center was the site for the first Isoth anniversary 
exhibition, “Smithson’s Gift,” which opened in January. 
Celebratory banners featuring the Isoth logo were hung from 
the central pillars in the Great Hall and another larger banner 
was displayed from the porte cochere-at the Castle's Mall 
entrance; a new introduction by the Secretary promoting the 
sesquicentennial was added to the orientation program in the 
Center’s twin theaters; special graphics highlighting activities 
were created for viewing between shows; and the new Smith- 
sonian bell was displayed in the south tower room until its in- 
stallation atop the Castle August loth. The only Smithsonian 


facility not to experience a dramatic decrease in visitation this 


fiscal year, the Center attracted 1,722,551 visitors. Reception 
services were provided to 28,551 Associates and their families. 
2,793 memberships were sold representing over $85,000 in 
revenue. 309 public and Associate tours of the Castle engaged 
3,638 participants and docents added to their schedule 
weekend tours of “From Smithson to Smithsonian,” the 15oth 
exhibition sponsored by the Smithsonian Libraries and housed 
at NMAH. 

Information desk services were provided daily in 13 
museums by a corps of over 600 Volunteer Information 
Specialists some 280 of whom signed up for additional duty to 
staff che 14 information and membership booths at the 
August Ioth and uth Birthday Party on the Mall. During the 
year 118 new Information Specialists were recruited, trained 
and placed at desks across the Institution; the InfoSpecial 
newsletter was produced and distributed quarterly; and 67 in- 
service enrichment opportunities were offered co volunteer 
Participants as a means of increasing their knowledge and un- 
derstanding of the Institution's work and collections. The 
1soth anniversary pin and new identification badges incor- 
porating the 1soth logo and color scheme were designed and 
provided to all volunteers fez the anniversary year. 

Incoming public inquiry mail including electronic in- 
quiries numbered 40,071. Capability to respond on-line in- 
creased by 66% facilitating answers to some 2,367 inquiries. 
31 new bibliographies, fact sheets and leaflets were created and 
uploaded to AOL and WWW on subjects from Anthropology 
to Zoology. Numerous articles were also uploaded to the Web 
as well as the Weekly Sky Watcher's Report prepared by 


NASM. Outgoing mail in response to both mail and phone in- 
quiries numbered over 84,000 pieces. 

VIARC's public telephone inquiries numbered 355,023, the 
second highest traffic level in Telephone Information Service 
history. Factors influencing the volume of calls included the 
first venue for America’s Smithsonian, the Vermeer exhibition at 
the National Gallery of Art, the 2 government shutdowns and 
Isoth anniversary activities especially the Birthday Party on 
the Mall. 

The Behind the Scenes Volunteer Program recruited and 
placed 272 new volunteers to assist with staff projects. 472 
volunteers were registered for other staff. Total volunteers par- 
ticipating in behind-the-scenes projects during the year num- 
bered 1,244. Translation projects including 2 oral assignments 
numbered 119 in 13 languages. 

Efforts to address the Institution's accessibility and cultural 
diversity goals were on-going. 19% of new Volunteer Informa- 
tion Specialists represented minority constituencies. 18% of 
new volunteers placed in projects behind the scenes were 
known to be minorities. Printed information in the form of 
“Samplers” was produced for all Heritage Celebrations and 24 
hour recorded information tapes were also provided. As new 
updates were required, publications were revised to reflect ad- 
herence to accessibility guidelines. 

The Institution-wide volunteer survey conducted annually 
through VIARC counted a total of 9,026 volunteers who con- 
tributed some 574,565 hours of service during FY 96. This rep- 
resents an increase of 67% in volunteer support due primarily 
to the large number of individuals assisting with the tsoth 
Birthday Party on the Mall and the America's Smithsonian 
traveling exhibition. The January issue of The Torch continued 
to recognize the contributions of volunteers across the Institu- 
tion. Volunteers were also acknowledged throughout the year 
in many ways and included in numerous special Isoth ac- 
tivities designed to bring the Smithsonian community 
together. Staff Open Houses, staff tee shirts, che “thank you” 
poster featuring fireworks over the Castle, invitation to the 
presentation of the 150th Smithsonian Coins and more, all rein- 
forced the importance of volunteers to the work of the Institution. 

Appreciation events for participants in VIARC’s two volun- 
teer programs included remarks by Secretary Heyman at the 
Holiday reception for Volunteer Information Specialists and 
remarks by the Provost, J. Dennis O'Connor, at the spring 
event for behind-the-scenes volunteers. 

Work with the tourism industry continued through par- 
ticipation in major marketplace activities, liaison with local 
hospitality, convention, and visitors associations and on-line 
through TravelFile. To promote the Smithsonian as a major 
destination for international travelers VIARC co-hosted with 
the Washington, DC Convention and Visitors Association a 
Smithsonian reception for principal international tour 
operators and hosted another for African American Heritage 
tour planners. 150th ads were designed and placed in key in- 
dustry publications to promote travel to the Smithsonian 


during our sesquicentennial year and Amtrak agreed to fea- 


ture our Guide to the Smithsonian video on Chicago—DC trains and 
the Florida—DC Autotrain. A rack card promoting I5oth par- 
ticipatory events was distributed widely through local and na- 
tional travel industry sources and in pre-visit planning packets. 

Additional activities specific to the celebration of the 
Institution's I5oth anniversary included distribution of 
hundreds of thousands of brochures; coordinating the design, 
procurement and hanging of double sided metal banners from 
lamp posts on the National Mall parallel to Smithsonian 
buildings; design and procurement of a pennant for the flag 
tower and flags for the double basketed lamp posts around the 
Castle, A & I and garden areas. An interior Isoth banner was 
also created for each Smithsonian museum and research 
facility. WIARC also incorporated the 1soth logo on all 
printed materials and on the exterior orientation pylons; 
uploaded the official 1soth calendar onto America Online and 
the Smithsonian internet site; played a leadership role in train- 
ing 400 volunteers to staff the information/membership 
booths at the Birthday Party on the Mall; created special refer- 
ence binders for each booth and answered an average of 1,400 
telephone inquiries per day regarding activities and events 
during the week of the party. 


Office of the Provost 


J. Dennis O’Connor, Provost 


The Provost serves as the Smithsonian's chief programs officer, 
providing leadership and integrated oversight for all of che 
Institution's program activities carried out in the museums, 
research institutes and education and scholarly service units. 
The Provost reviews and evaluates the management of 
programs in research, exhibitions and education outreach, in 
the sciences, arts and humanities; provides operational facilita- 
tion to the program units; maintains close working relation- 
ships with directors and their boards and commissions; and 
assists the units in undertaking collaborative initiatives. 

The Accessibility Program collaborates with all Smithsonian 
organizations to ensure that current and planned programs, exhi- 
bitions and facilities are fully accessible to staff and visitors with 
disabilities. The Scientific Diving Program ensures that all diving 
under the auspices of the Institution is conducted in a manner 
that will protect research scientists from accidental occupational 
injury and illness, and sets standards for training and certification 
to allow reciprocity between the Smithsonian Institution and 
other research organizations involved in scientific diving. 


Institutional Studies Office 


Zahava D. Doering, Director 


The Institutional Studies Office (ISO) is a pan-Institutional 


resource for the scientific study of the characteristics, at- 


titudes, opinions and experiences of Smithsonian constituen- 
cies. The small staff includes professionals with expertise in 
sociology, demography, research methods, survey statistics, 
and a variety of quantitative and qualitative data analysis and 
evaluation techniques. 

Since its founding in 1987, ISO has conducted studies and 
applied research for Smithsonian administrators, curators and 
programmatic staff. Areas of investigation include audience 
and membership profiles, background studies and assessments 
of SI exhibitions and public programs, and ongoing analyses 
of employee composition. For each study, ISO is responsible 
for all aspects of study or survey design, implementation of 
data collection, analysis and report writing. Institutional 
clients are asked cto assume the costs of data collection and 
data entry. In addition, the office provides some technical con- 
sultation to cultural organizations throughour the country 
and professional review of applied research conducted for 
them. The staff is also available, on a limited basis, to conduct 
seminars in various aspects of applied quantitative and qualita- 
tive research and program evaluation. 

The results of ISO studies are disseminated in several for- 
mats. The major vehicle is a Report series; analyses include 
technical appendices which both document the work and can 
be used as methodological models. The Reports are dis- 
tributed both within and outside of SI. Results are also 
presented at professional meetings or in journal publications. 
(For example, a presentation at an international conference in 
late 1995, “Museums and Their Visitors: Challenges for the Fu- 
ture, “summarized our major research results over the past 
several years; the results of our study of the Ocean Planet ex- 
hibition at NMNH were presented at the annual Visitor 
Studies Conference.) Research Notes have a more limited dis- 
tribution, either because of the subject matter or because the 
results are not generalizable. (For example, a Research Note, 
(RN 96-1) Peanut Butter and Jelly, is based on a limited data 
collection at the Moten Elementary School.) Finally, co ensure 
that clients have timely access to results while more formal 
documents are being prepared, memoranda are prepared for in- 
ternal use. 

The Office's 1995-96 activities included: (1) several major 
museum studies using ISO-developed methodological innova- 
tions in interviewing museum audiences; (2) assessments of 
major exhibitions, including profiles of visitors and analyses 
of their behavior and learning experiences (e.g., Mechanical 
Brides at the Cooper-Hewitt National Design Museum, Con- 
necting with Native Voices at NMAI, and Ocean Planet at 
NMNH); (3) planning studies to determine the attitudes and 
expectations of prospective visitors in advance of major exhibi- 
tion projects (e.g., Rock ‘n’ Soul: Social Crossroads at NMAH); 
(4) providing statistical information on Smithsonian con- 
stituencies for bureau and office development staffs and pro- 
gram personnel; (5) preparing all of the statistical analyses 
used by the Institution to meet its labor force reporting re- 
quirements to the Regents, the Congress and other federal 


agencies: and (6) providing statistical, methodological, and 
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analytical advice to units conducting their own studies or ap- 
plying for grants which have evaluation components (e.g., we 
joined the Arctic Studies Center at NMNH in a proposal to 
the National Science Foundation for funding). 

As part of on-going efforts to understand Smithsonian 
publics, two studies were completed. The first, America Meets 
Asia: A Report Based on the 1994-1994 Freer Gallery of Art and 
Arthur M. Sackler Gallery Visitor Study (Report No. 96-2), was 
based on about 2500 visitors exiting the galleries. The second, 
Visitors to History: A Report Based on the 1994-95 National 
Museum of American History Visitor Study (Report No. 96-3), 
was based on a total of about 5300 interviews. Visitors at both 
the Freer and Sackler and NMAH were interviewed using a 
questionnaire similar to those developed for NMNH and 
NASM. Data from these year-long studies, in combination 
with data from NASM and NMNH, and the resulranc 
analyses, provide a wealth of consistent, comparable data 
about major Smithsonian museums. 

Our work with the Rock 'n’ Soul exhibition team at NMAH 
is breaking new ground in exhibition development. The 
museum is creating a traveling exhibition on the roots of rock 
and soul music in Memphis. To provide background informa- 
tion, we are conducting studies at America’s Smithsonian exhibi- 
tion sites. These studies analyze the responses of visitors to the 
thematic Rock ’n’ Soul display presented in panels and video in 
the America’s Voices exhibit. During the fiscal year data collec- 
tion took place in Los Angeles, Kansas City and Sr. Paul. 

The office completed a comprehensive assessment of the Ocean 
Planet exhibition, on view at NMNH prior co a national tour. It 
was based on entrance and exit interviews and an observation 
study. This study continues ISO efforts to understand the 
relationship between the intentions of exhibition creators and the 
responses of the visiting public co exhibitions. A study of users of 
the Ocean Planet World Wide Web site is in progress, using a 
method we developed for studying on-line usage of the site. 

An invitation to the director to deliver the keynote address 
at a national conference, sr Years Later: Evaluating Holocaust 
Education, gave us the opportunity to summarize some of the 
office’s work and to address its implications for understanding 
museum education. 

In sum, as described here and in our publication listing, 
Fiscal Year 1996 has seen continued use, at SI and elsewhere, 
of ISO's technical expertise and of the results accumulated 


since its establishment almost a decade ago. 


The Accessibility Program 


The Accessibility Program in the Office of the Provost, a 
central coordinator of Smithsonian efforts in accessibility for 
people with disabilities, met two major objectives during FY 
1996. These two objectives contribute substantially co the 
Program's goals of ensuring thar all existing and new 
programs and exhibitions are fully accessible to staff and 
visitors with disabilities. 

The first objective required that che Accessibility Program: 


1) provides with assessment tools all Smithsonian units to sur- 


vey their exhibitions, publications, and audiovisual presenta- 
tions for accessibility and; 2) guides the units in developing 
five-year accessibility improvement plans to correct cited 
deficiencies. In December 1995, the Accessibility Program 
distributed checklists and guidelines for assessments and 
five-year plans; in February and succeeding months, the 
Program conducted training for many of the units on sur- 
veying and developing plans; and, by September 3, 1996, al- 
most every one of the units submitted completed plans to 
the Provost. 

The second objective complements the first. After five years of 
work with the Institution's exhibition departments, the Acces- 
sibility Program produced the Smzthsonian Guidelines for Accessible 
Exhibition Design Guidelines. Distributed to every Smith- 
sonian professional involved in exhibition development, this 
working document will aid designers in understanding acces- 
sibility and making it an integral part of every exhibition 
presentation. The Program will continue to work with ex- 
hibition developers to revise the guidelines as new solutions 
in the field are discovered. 

As the Smithsonian staff learns to do everything it does 
more accessibly, ic will have less need to retrofit and more 
ways to benefit all of the Instirution’s diverse audience 
with its offerings. This is the Accessibility Program's ul- 
timate goal. 


The Scientific Diving Program 


The Smithsonian Institution's Scientific Diving Program was 
integrally involved with the 8th International Coral Reef Sym- 
posium (8ICRS), a tsoth anniversary event, hosted in the 
Republic of Panama by the Smithsonian Tropical Research In- 
stitute and the University of Panama, June 24-26. Scientific 
Diving Officer Michael A. Lang and STRI Bureau Diving Of- 
ficer Jose C. Espino served as members of. che 8ICRS Organiz- 
ing Committee and were specifically charged with 
organizational and diving supervisory aspects of the field 
trips. The Scientific Diving Program prepared a complete 
diving application package, emergency and evacuation plans, 
and insurance provisions for 8ICRS participants of snorkel 
and diving field trips. In the week preceding and following 
the Symposium, scientific diving field trips were organized to 
the Galapagos Islands, Ecuador, The Belize Barrier Reef, Bel- 
ize, several sites on the Pacific and Caribbean coasts of 
Panama, and Bonaire/Curacao, Netherlands Antilles. Lang 
and Espino supervised 53 participating scientific divers from 
18 countries who logged 467 dives for a total bottom time of 
386 hours during these field trips. 

Another unique feature of the Symposium was a special series 
of public programs in Spanish for the interested public. The pro- 
gram consisted of three lectures explaining the biological nature 
and importance of coral reefs, the problems facing their conserva- 
tion and management, and the use of SCUBA in research and 


recreation associated with coral reefs. Lang’s presentation on the 


Anacostia Museum 


Steven Cameron Newsome, Director 


The Anacostia Museum is a community-based and constituen- 
cy-focused museum which increases public awareness of the 
Black experience through research, exhibitions, and education- 
al programs. 

The museum has gained recognition as a national resource for 
the identification, documentation, protection and interpretation 
of African American history and culture in Washington, D.C., 
and in those areas of the rural South chat have been historically 
significant to generations of African Americans. The museum 
also examines the impact of contemporary social issues such as 
economic development, land loss, transportation and health care 
on African American communities. Throughout its nearly three 
decades of work in cultural documentation and preservation, the 
museum has consistently encouraged and facilitated widespread 
community involvement and interest in project planning and 
execution. 

The Museum's Center for African American History and 
Culture is a Mall-based gallery and educational effort which 
provides a broad range of nationally focused exhibitions and 
programs. The Center's mandate includes continued collec- 
tion of materials reflective of the black experience in perform- 
ing, literary and fine arts, as well as family and community 
history and the civil rights and labor movements. 

As evidence of its commitment to local community and 
youth, the museum sponsors a cultural arts program at the 
Lucy Ellen Moten Elementary School and the Young Curators 
Program through the Public Service Academy at Anacostia 
High School. Both programs provide workshops for par- 
ticipants, visits co other cultural institutions, and access to 
Smithsonian professionals in curation, education, and conser- 
vation in the Moten program, participants created art work 
focused on 19th century Washington. An exhibition based on 
the young curators work will be mounted in 1997. 

Among this year's innovations, a partnership between the 
Anacostia Museum and the Octagon Museum explored the 
urban identity of the City of Washington before the Civil 
War. The resulting exhibition, Southern City, National Amb:- 
tzon: The Growth of Early Washington. DC 1800-1860. was 
mounted simultaneously at both locations. It examined the 
diverse communities and institutions which made 
Washington a unique urban population. The collaboration 
has received an Award of Merit from the American Associa- 
tion for State and Local History. 

The exhibition Down Through the Years: Stories from the 
Anacostia Museum's Collection provided an opportunity for the 
Museum and the visitors to explore the meaning and uses of 
objects in the Museum's permanent collection. The exhibition 
featured the common and the uncommon, the precious and 
the plain. It also examined the singular importance of each ob- 
ject as well as che fuller story of che collection as a whole. 
Highlights included: a chest created by a former slave, c. 1899, 


= 
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that visually narrates a tale of death and resurrection of white 

landowners and their Black workers; a collection of autograph 

books which were signed by passengers in the taxi cab of Per- 
cival Bryan, an Anacostia neighborhood resident and former 

White House butler. The complete collection contains 300 

autograph books documenting the people who rode with Mr. 

Bryan from 1941 through 1993; a fiberglass black male angel rep- 

resenting love and hope which is installed at 75 churches of the 

United Houses of Prayer for All People across the country. 
Programming for the Down Through the Years exhibition 

centered around storytelling workshops, a children's video 

series on stories from the black tradition, a workshop discuss- 
ing multiple interpretations of black images in folktales and 
stories, and an open mike series on storytelling. 

The Museum's Community Gallery hosted a varied array of 
exhibitions: 

Twenty Models in Black showcased the work of Washington, 
D.C.-born fashion photographer James Hicks and focused 
on his growth as both a photographer and an artist. In a 
gallery talk attended by junior high school students, 

Mr. Hicks shared insights into his career in photography. 
From Soweto to Anacostia: Art Prints from the Funda Art Center 

presented works from one of South Africa's best-known and 

respected community art centers. The show highlights the 
printmaking of present and former students of the Center. 

Caribbean Mustc In Washington, D.C. explored the role music 
plays in the formation of cultural identity of Caribbean- 
American based communities. The exhibition examined 
musical forms from the French and English-speaking Carib- 
bean. The exhibition included videos, musical record al- 
bums, and photograph of performers, local DJs, as well as 
recording companies, music and bookstores. 

Footsteps in North Brentwood is the culmination of a multi-year 
collaboration with the members of the Historical Society of 
North Brentwood to recover and document the history of 
the first incorporated black town in Prince George’s Coun- 
ty, Maryland. The project collected over 400 photographs 
documenting family and community life and identified 
over 100 objects from wash tubs to children’s toys to per- 
sonal family items. The exhibition opening was a reunion 
for members of the North Brentwood community. 

It will be installed at the new North Brentwood Com- 

munity Center in 1997. 

Ac the Center for African American History and Culture: 

The exhibition Visual Journal: Harlem and D.C. in the Thir- 
ties and Forties. presented photography as historical narrative. 
The works of Robert H. McNeil, Gordon Parks, Robert and 
George Scurlock, and Morgan and Marvin Smith provided 
commentary on urban and rural African American life before 
and after World War II. The exhibition and accompanying 
catalogue prompted the viewer to consider the narrative of his- 
tory as composed and presented by photographers. The 
work ranged from street photography in New York and 
Washington to portraiture including Adam Clayton 
Powell, Mary McLeod Bethune, and the Negro Baseball 
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League players. These photographs of social life, political 
events, and everyday life highlight the Smithsonianconcern 
for conserving the diversity of cultural life in ics 10th an- 
niversary year. 

The exhibition, Equal Rights and Justice, commemorated the 
30th anniversary of the Voting Rights Act and presented con- 
temporary art inspired by the civil rights movement. Radcliff 
Bailey's “Altar for Four” commemorating the bombing death 
of four children in a Birmingham, Alabama, church was 
donated to the museum at the conclusion of the exhibition. 

The Museum and Center presented over 100 programs and 
performances. 

Program highlights include: Caribbean Community con- 
ference focusing on the history, current realities, and future 
agenda of the English, French, and Spanish-speaking Carib- 
bean communities in metropolitan Washington; annual 
Kwanzaa family workshop including storytelling, craft 
workshop, and video series; annual Juneteenth program; Isoth 
Anniversary Celebration at the Anacostia Museum was a fami- 
ly oriented event featuring storytelling, dance and music as 
well as artist demonstrators. It attracted more than 3000 
people to the Fort Place site. The Center for African American 
History and Culture engaged local photographers to capture 
African American participation in the Anniversary celebra- 
tions. These photographs will be compiled in a publication on 
family life in America. 

The Museum continues its environmental education pro- 
gram through the George Washington Carver Nature Trail at 
Fort Place and offers guided trail walks focusing on African 
American history. 


Archives of American Art 


Richard J. Wattenmaker, Director 


The Archives of American Art is the nation’s repository for 
documentation of the visual arts and culrure in the United 
States. It collects, preserves, and makes available for study 
records, original papers, photographs, diaries, sketchbooks, 
and oral history interviews. On the subject of art in America, 
it is the largest archives in the world, holding more than 13 
million documents. Dedicated to encouraging research in 
American art and cultural history, the Archives makes its col- 
lections easily accessible through reference centers across the 
country and an extensive interlibrary loan program. Re- 
searchers may use its catalogue database on the Internet and 
through the Research Libraries Information Network. The 
Archives’ varied collections are a foundation for advanced 
study in American art history and in other fields, including 
cultural, political, and social history. The Archives’ quarterly 


Journal publishes articles based on research conducted in the 


collections, as well as book reviews and collecting reports 
from the regional centers. 


As part of the Smithsonian-wide I5oth Birthday Party, che 
AAA celebrated with its own pavilion on the Mall and a live- 
ly program specially commissioned for the occasion. At the 
party, the Archives and the Washington Stage Guild 
presented “From Reliable Sources,” an original theater piece 
incorporating an array of personal letters, diaries, writings, 
and other unique sources from the Archives of American Art 
that entertained and informed audiences about the joys and 
difficulties of being an artist in America. The theater piece, 
which involved four actors and two musicians, was repeated 
twelve times during the birthday weekend to standing-room- 
only crowds. 


Acquisitions 


Among the most significant collecting projects of the past 
year is the acquisition of the papers of Aaron Bohrod (1907— 
1992) artist-in-residence at the University of Wisconsin at 
Madison from 1948-1973. There are photographs of nearly all 
of his paintings, many of which are enigmatic arrangements 
of thrift-store tchotchkes of Bohrod’s signature trompe |'oeil 
style. The papers also include correspondence, draft writings, 
ledger books, and printed material. Of special interest are his 
written recollections of his studies with John Sloan at the Art 
Students League in New York in the early 1930s, Bohrod's 
large scrapbooks documenting his assignments as an artist 
war-correspondent for Life magazine in 1943, and his many 
portrait covers for Time magazine. 

Another significant gift was the papers of artist Enrique 
Riveron, born in Cuba in 1906. He studied in Cuba, Spain, 
France, Italy, and Belgium. He worked as a cartoonist and il- 
lustrator in Havana and New York (for The New York Times. 
New Yorker. and Ciné Mundial). He was also a staff artist for 
Walc Disney Studios in California. In 1941 he focused on 
painting and sculpture and moved to Miami in 1964. The 
papers, dating from 1924 to 1994, include letters from Mario 
Carrefio, Julio de Diego, Antonio Gatrorno, Langston 
Hughes, Juan José Sicre, Alfredo Lozano, Antonio Prohias, 
Alma Reed, Adja Yunkers, and others; postcards; writings by 
Riverén; cartoons by Riverén in magazines and other publica- 
tions; scrapbooks; newspaper and magazine clippings; exhibi- 
tion catalogs and announcements; photographs of Riverén, 
Cundo Bermidez, Esther Fernandez, Angel Lazaro, Leo Matiz, 
Juan José Sicre, Luis Gomez Wanguemert, Mario Carrefio, 
Amelia Peldez, and others; and miscellany. 

In FY 1996, the Archives collected additional gallery 
records from the Forum Gallery, the Grace Borgenicht Gal- 
lery, the Zabriskie Gallery, and the Schoelkopf Galleries. The 
papers of these galleries record the changing gallery world of 
the end of che twentieth century. 

Also important in FY 1996 was the loan (for microfilming) 
of the papers of the key late surrealist Kurt Seligmann who 
died under mysterious circumstances. These include letters 
and writings of a central figure who settled in America in the 


1940s and “knew everyone.” 


Also acquired in FY 1996 was an addition to the papers of 
Wells Sawyer (1863-1959), Helen Sawyer Farnsworth (1900— ), 
and Jerry Farnsworth (1895-1982). Sawyer, a painter, was a 
prominent member of the Washington, DC art community at 
the turn of the century and is also notable for his work as the 
staff artist on early archaeological expeditions to paleo-Indian 
sites in southern Florida. Helen and Jerry Farnsworth, each 
painters, ran the popular Farnsworth School of Art from the 
1930s into the 1960s, in Truro, MA, and during the winter, in 
Sarasota, Florida. 

An addition to the papers of Rockwell Kent (1882-1971) was 
also acquired. Kent—painter, illustrator, designer, writer, left 
wing political activist, and traveler—was among the best known 
illustrators of the first half of this century. Kent was also very 
prominent in artists’ unions during the Great Depression and a 
staunch defender of rights of free expression during the Mc- 
Carthy era of the 1950s. The material consists of correspondence, 
diaries, journals, notes and writings, business and legal records, 
photographs, textiles, ceramics, and metalware designed by 
Kent. This addition joins our earlier acquisitions, which are the 
most heavily used papers of an individual in the Archives. 

Another important collection received was the complete 
gallery records of the ARCO (Atlantic Richfield) Center for 
the Visual Arts. Important additions to the papers of Peter 
Selz, Jacob Lawrence, and Emerson Woelffer have also been 
received, and a large collection of William and Marguerite 
Zorach’s letters have also been received. Files, records, and cor- 
respondence from the Farris Gallery in Bellevue and Seartle, 
Washington, were acquired in FY 1996. The Gallery is con- 
sidered to be one of several important and influential galleries 
in the Pacific Northwest. 


Other Collections Activities 


With funds from the Latino Pool, the Archives hired a repre- 
sentative to locate significant papers documenting the history of 
Latino art in South Florida. She is contacting art institutions, gal- 
leries, collectors, critics, and artists of Cuban, Salvadoran, Puerto 
Rican, Mexican, and Spanish heritage in the Miami, Fort Lauder- 
dale, and Palm Beach area, laying the necessary groundwork for a 
focused collecting project chat will broaden and enhance the 
Archives considerable Latino holdings. 

Also, the papers of Carlos Almaraz/Elsa Flores are being 
processed under the Latino Documentation Project. Oral his- 
tory interviews were conducted with Rupert Garcia, Mel 
Casas, and Jacinto Quirarte as part of the same project. 


Oral History Interviews 


Oral history interviews are an important component of the Ar- 
chives collections. In FY 1996, the New York Regionai Center 
conducted interviews with Harold Lehman, lifelong friend of 
Philip Guston, Jackson Pollock, Reuben Kadish, and David 
Alfaro Siqueiros. In seven tapes, Lehman traces their journey 


from Southern California to New York and world importance, 
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dispelling many myths in the process. The West Coast 
Regional Center has conducted oral history interviews with 
Pecer Alexander, Larry Jordan, and Robert Cremean. In New 
England, the Archives acquired interviews by Arthur S. Al- 
berts (1910-1986), an American writer, with the following 
eminent artists: Jean Arp (1888-1966), Andre Masson (1896— 
1987), Man Ray (1890-1976), and Gino Severin: (1883-1966). 
Alberts’s interviews will be of great interest to scholars re- 
searching the lives and careers of these persons. 


Exhibitions 


In FY 1996, an exhibition entitled “Lilla Cabot Perry and the 
First Professional Women Artists: Selections from the Ar- 
chives Collections,” was shown in the New York Regional 
Center gallery space. On view were selections from the papers 
of Gertrude Vanderbilt Whitney, Violet Oakley, Cecilia 
Beaux, Anna Vaughn Hyatt Huntington, Ellen Emmet Rand, 
and Mary Cassatt, including photographs, sketchbooks, 
diaries, letters, newspaper clippings, and exhibition 
catalogues. Complementing the material was a section of 
eight Lilla Cabot Perry paintings and two sculptures: Yawning 
Tiger by Anna Hyatt Huntington and Found by Gertrude 
Vanderbilt Whitney. The show explored the reception of 
women painters in the 19th and early 20th centuries in 
American and how opportunities for them had expanded with 
the growing women's movement after 1848. 

Lilla Cabot Perry was a close friend of Impressionist painter 
Claude Monet and had a home next to his in Giverny. 
Through her writing and patronage, Perry brought French Im- 
pressionism to the attention of American audiences. 


Public Service and Outreach 


Throughout FY 1996, Archives staff strove to reach a wider 
audience through public speaking engagements and publica- 
tions. Examples include lectures entitled “‘Gertrude Stein 1s 
not in the Back of the Coffee Shop:’ the East Village Art Scene 
in New York, 1981-86,” “From Omaha to Abstract Expres- 
sionism: Pollock, Rothko, and Others Respond to World War 
II,” “Creeping Toward Modernism, 1871-1945," and “Jean 
Hugo: Drawings of the War Years, 1915-19.” 

Staff also participated in other outreach activities, such as 
the program “Working at the Smithsonian,” presented at the 
1996 Festival of American Folklife on the National Mall. A 
staff member also served as faculty for the 1996 Latino 
Graduate Training Seminar sponsored by the Smithsonian's 
Center for Museum Studies and the Inter-University Program 
for Latino Research. 


Publications 


In FY 1996, the Archives published Volume 34, numbers 2, 3 
and 4 of the Archives of American Art Journal. Also in FY 1996, 
Paul J. Karlstrom, West Coast Regional Director of the Ar- 
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chives of American Art, edited On the Edge of America: Calzfor- 
nia Modernist Art. 1900-1950 (University of California Press). 
Through this collection of essays runs the theme of an alterna- 
tive culture that transformed modernism to suit its own 
regional imperatives. Compelled by a sense of distance and 
the need for reinvention, California artists created traditions 
for a new cultural landscape and society. The Archives also 
published a fully-indexed guide to 105 collections that con- 
cern Latino and Latin American artists. 


Grants, Significant Donations, and Other Support 


In FY 1996, the Archives received generous support from a 
variety of sources, including foundations and individual 
donors. The Henry Luce Foundation provided a major grant 
of $240,000 for processing three large collections: the Rock- 
well Kent papers, the records of the Downtown Gallery, and 
the records of the American Federation of Arts. The Judith 
Rothschild Foundation gave $21,000 for the processing the 
Abraham Rattner papers, and the Starr Foundation gave over 
$18,000 to complete the Name Authority File Cataloging 
Project. Other gifts came from the King and Jean Cummings 
Charitable Trust, che Milton and Sally Avery Arts Foundation, 
Nanette Laitman, and Karen Johnson Boyd, as well as other in- 
dividual donors. Thanks to an award from the Women's Commit- 
tee of che Smithsonian, the Archives presented an intensive, 
one-day staff training workshop focusing on the preservation and 


conservation of historical document collections. 


Staff Changes 


A significant personnel change occurred at the end of FY 1996 
when Susan Hamilton, Deputy Director of the Archives, 
retired. Susan had been ar the Smithsonian for 27 years, 14 of 
which were at the Archives. She was Acting Director of the 
Archives for three years and is known for dedicated service 
throughout her tenure. Another significant staff change was 
the hiring of Valerie Komar as the Supervisory Archivist in 
the New York Regional Center. She oversees collections 
processing in New York and manages reference activities 


there, including consulting with researchers. 


Conservation Analytical Laboratory 


Lambertus van Zelst. Director 


The Conservation Analytical Laboratory (CAL) is the 
Smithsonian’s specialized facility dedicated to research and 
training in the area of conservation, analysis and technical 
study of museum collection and related materials. Conserva- 
tion and preservation research seeks to increase our under- 


standing of the mechanisms that affect the preservation of 


materials in museum collections, in order to formulate im- 
proved exhibit, storage and other use conditions, as well as to 
develop, test and improve treatment technology. In collec- 
tions-based research, objects from museum collections and re- 
lated materials are studied to increase their contextual 
information value and address questions in archaeology, art 
history etc. Several of these research programs are conducted 
in collaboration with other institutions, notably the National 
Institute for Standards and Technology (NIST) in 
Gaithersburg, and the Carnegie Institution of Washington, 
where CAL staff can have access to special equipment not 
available within the Smithsonian Institution. 

Chemical characterization of archeological materials and the 
raw materials from which they were made serves to identify ob- 
jects with the source from which the raw material was procured. 
Thus one may draw conclusions regarding trade and exchange 
patterns and political and economical relationships. For trace ele- 
ment characterization of ceramics, CAL researchers applied 
neutron activation analysis at a special facility maintained and 
operated in collaboration with NIST, in studies involving ar- 
chaeological ceramics from various Maya and Southwest sites. 
Other researchers used lead isotope analysis to characterize the 
metal ore sources for traditional Nigerian bronzes. 

In the biogeochemistry program, CAL researchers study ar- 
chaeological and paleological organic materials co extract and 
identify biomolecular information, including markers for 
dietary habits, disease patterns and genetic relationship. One 
of the projects attempts to extract and amplify DNA from ar- 
chaeological charred grain seeds, to study domestication. In 
the “Blood-on-Tools” project, CAL researchers examined the 
possibilities for recovery and identification of blood residues 
on lithic tools. Work also continued on the study of preserva- 
tion of biomolecular information in archaeological and 
paleological skeletal material. 

In the research on preservation of natural history specimens, 
work centered around specimens stored in liquid preservatives. It 
has been recognized for quite some ume that especially the fixa- 
tion of tissues in formaldehyde, an initial step in the preparation 
of the specimens before their storage in alcohol, causes serious in- 
hibirions to later recovery of DNA from the specimens. CAL re- 
searchers seek to find ways by which to recover, purify and 
amplify DNA from such historic specimens, as well as to develop 
fixation protocols for freshly collected specimens that increase the 
potential for such recovery in the future. The pilot studies 
produced sufficiently encouraging progress that a full-scale re- 
search program in this area is now being implemented. 

The project on the characterization of the chemical 
deterioration of the binder in magnetic tape, the major source 
of failure of videotapes in archival collections, produced a rela- 
tively easy, non-destructive test to assess the condition of a 
specific tape or collection unit, that can be used to determine 
the need for timely copying before deterioration has 
progressed coo far. Ir is the intention co offer such testing to 
Smithsonian archives housing such tapes, to evaluate its 


utilicy in practice for efficient collection management. 


CAL's education programs address the needs of a wide 
variety of constituencies, ranging from professional training 
for conservators and other museum professionals to outreach 
and information programs for high school and college stu- 
dents and the general public. The Furniture Conservation 
Training Program (FCTP) graduated its third class of five fur- 
niture conservators, four of whom already found employment 
in various museums around the nation. The program also 
started its next cycle, in which seven students form the class 
of 2000. In the archaeological conservation training program, 
two conservators recently graduated from one of the graduate 
school training programs completed one year fellowships, during 
which they received practical training and field experience at two 
different archaeological sites in the Near East and Central 
America, as well as laboratory experience at CAL. RELACT, the 
training program for managers of paper-based archival research 
collections, organized several workshops/seminars for a large 
audience of Smithsonian staff, and coordinated demonstration 
projects within various Instirutional research collections. 

CAL organized a workshop, sponsored by the International 
Atomic Energy Agency (IAEA), on applications of nuclear 
analytical techniques and radiation in the study and conserva- 
tion of cultural materials. In one session, archaeologists from a 
number of Larin American countries attended a series of lec- 
tures and discussions on the use of neutron activation trace ele- 
ment analysis in archaeological ceramic research. The other 
session provided a number of radiation and conservation ex- 
perts from various countries an opportunity to discuss the 
potential for radiation treatment in the control of biodeteriora- 
tion. It is foreseen that che collaboration with IAEA will con- 
tinue in the next few years, when CAL will serve as the 
coordinating laboratory for a series of archaeological research 
projects involving activation analysis of ceramic materials, per- 
formed by teams of Latin American archaeologists and analyti- 
cal experts at local reactor centers. 

In collaboration with the Suitland High School, a local 
magnet school for the arcs, CAL staff taught a special course 
on materials science and artist materials. The course cul- 
minated with an exhibit of works by the students, created 
using the information taught during the course. This pro- 
gram will continue; it is the ultimate intention to create a 
high school curriculum for an interdisciplinary arts and 
science course. 

The multiyear project on the conservation of the neolithic 
plaster statues recovered at the archaeological site of Ain- 
Ghazal, Jordan, came to conclusion with the opening of a spe- 
cial exhibit, organized in collaboration between CAL and the 
Arthur M. Sackler Gallery. This exhibic highlights the conser- 
vation as well as the art historical significance of these unique 
treasures. The public was also able to see some of the work 
done at CAL during the Smithsonian's 1soth Birthday Festival 
on the Mall, when countless visitors participated in the wide 
variety of interactive demonstrations offered by CAL staff. 

In the technical information program, CAL continued to 


provide technical advice and expertise on preservation related 


subjects in answer to questions received from museum profes- 
sionals as well as the general public. A number of newly 
revised “Guidelines” was prepared. These brochures, intended 
for distribution to a wide audience, provide background infor- 
mation and tips on the care and maintenance of a variety of 
collectibles. CAL'’s preservation video series, in which the first 
two titles are now available, also aims its information at a very 


wide audience of non-conservators. 


Cooper-Hewztt, National Design Museum 


Dianne H. Pilgrim, Director 


Cooper-Hewitt, National Design Museum is the only 
Museum in the United States devoted exclusively to historical 
and contemporary design. The Museum’s four curatorial 
departments— Drawings and Prints, Applied Arts and In- 
dustrial Design, Textiles, and Wallcoverings—care for, inter- 
prec, and add co the Museum's collection of nearly a quarter of 
a million objects. The Museum also houses a Department of 
Contemporary Design, an outstanding scholarly library and 
rare book collection, extensive archival material on American 
industrial design, an African-American Design Archive, and a 
Latino Design Archive. 

On September 16, 1996, the Museum announced the com- 
pletion of che first phase of the complex $20 million renova- 
tion project that began in August 1995. The unveiling of the 
newly accessible doors of the main entrance of the Carnegie 
Mansion on 2 East 91st Street signified the Museum's reopen- 
ing to the public after being closed and under construction for 
one year. Through the generosity of the Museum's Board of 
Trustees—particularly the leadership gifts of Agnes Bourne, 
Barbara Riley Levin, Nancy Marks, Enid Morse, and Arthur 
Ross—as well as members, friends, and staff, the Museum suc- 
cessfully achieved the goal of raising $7 million, completing 
the necessary funding for the $20 million renovation project 
designed by Polshek and Partners Architects. The Smith- 
sonian Institution contributed $13 million toward the roral 
cost of the project. 

The bronze doors, which now use a new mechanical assis- 
tance system to open and close easily, are only one element in 
Polshek and Partners Architects’ plan that improves the acces- 
sibility of the Museum. A paved ramp has been added ar the 
front entrance that enables visitors with special needs to 
bypass the steps to the front doors. A lift has also been in- 
stalled in the admissions area to bring guests to the Great 
Hall. The architectural majesty of the original entrance has 
been perfectly preserved while allowing everyone to enter 
through the front doors without impediment. 

Thanks to Trustee Barbara Riley Levin's generous donation, 
the Conservatory has been entirely cleaned and reinstalled in 


the mansion. The iron and glass structure was completely dis- 
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mantled and repairs were made to stabilize the corrosion in 
parts of the framework. In appreciation of her donation, the 
Museum has named the Conservatory in her honor. 

One of the most complex aspects of the renovation project 
is invisible to the visitor. There have been critical improve- 
ments to the facility's heating, ventilation, and air condition- 
ing system that required custom-fabricated systems. This 
vital work will ensure the safety of our visitors, staff, and the 
longevity of our collections. 

The showpiece of the construction project is the new two- 
story building, named the Agnes Bourne Bridge Gallery 
which connects the Carnegie Mansion to the Design Resource 
Center. The Bridge Gallery will house the Museum's staff 
entrance, the reception area, public restrooms and, in the fu- 
ture, a public cafe. The main floor of the new building will 
serve as a gallery. The Bridge Gallery is projected to be com- 
pleted in early 1997. 

The final phase of the project, projected to be completed in 
fall 1997, is the renovation of the Museum's two townhouses 
on East goth Street into collection study/storage and 
curatorial offices. The opening of the Design Resource Center 
will be one of the major highlights of the Museum's centen- 
nial celebrations in 1997. Finally, che Museum's second-floor 
galleries will reopen in che winter of 1998 with an exhibition 
on Lalique . 

While the Carnegie Mansion’s galleries were closed to the 
public to accommodate the renovation project, the Museum 
mounted several exhibitions off site. Six Bridges and the 
Making of the New York Megalopolis, an exhibition focusing on 
the metamorphosis of New York City from a major east coast 
port to a world center for commerce, finance, and culture, as 
shown through the work of bridge engineer Ochmar Am- 
mann, was exhibited at the Paine Webber Art Gallery. The 
Avant Garde Letterhead, exhibited at the American Institute of 
Graphic Arts, examined avant-garde art movements that 
flourished during the first half of the twentieth century 
through letterheads used by artists, designers, and architects 
of the period. Stationary for Fucurism, Dada, De Suijl, the 
Bauhaus, and other groups served as typographic manifestos 
for the avant garde. Another exhibition, Help Design Frederick 
Douglass Circle, was jointly organized with the Central Park 
Conservancy at the Charles Dana Discovery Center in Central 
Park, and documented the drawings, models and computer 
simulations that resulted from a community design workshop 
devoted to reenvisioning Frederick Douglass Circle. 

On September 16th, Cooper-Hewitr, National Design 
Museum reopened its first-floor galleries with the exhibition 
Mzxing Messages: Graphic Design in Contemporary Culture, which 
explored the power and pervasiveness of visual communica- 
tions during the last fifteen years. This enormously successful 
exhibition had its own web site and a satellite installation at 
the American Institute of Graphic Arts. 

An active participant in the Smithsonian's 150th anniver- 
sary celebration, Cooper-Hewitr, National Design Museum 


was used as a filming location for a CBS television special en- 


citled “Smithsonian Fantastic Journey.” Objects from the per- 
manent collection were shown from the Great Hall of the Car- 
negie Mansion as narrator Dan Rather introduced the 
different segments of the show. As part of the Smithsonian's 
birthday party on the Mall, the Museum hosted a workshop, 
“It’s Time to Celebrate.” Visitors were invited to explore 
design by creating a working clock. As part of the program- 
ming for the America’s Smithsonian exhibition in New York 
City, the Museum hosted a behind-the-scenes tour for Smith- 
sonian members. A number of National Design Museum staff 
members participated in the Vorces of Discovery series, giving 
lectures in their areas of expertise. 

Modeled on the tremendous success of the Masters Pro- 
gram in the History of Decorative Arts in New York, a second 
Masters Program opened in the fall of 1996 in Washington, 
D.C. Co-sponsored by the National Design Museum, Parsons 
School of Design, and the Smithsonian Associates, the 
Washington program will focus on America decorative arts of 
the 19th and 2oth centuries. 

During 1996 the Education Department of the National 
Design Museum continued to offer exciting and imaginative 
educational programs including programs for students and 
educators such as the Summer Design Institute, “ A City of 
Neighborhoods,” “Design Career Days,” and “Les Journées 
des Artisans,” in addition to tours, lectures, workshops and 
symposiums for the general public. 

In addition to maintaining its position in the public eye while 
closed for renovations, the Museum continued work on several 
important long-term projects including plans for the Museum's 
upcoming centennial celebration in 1997 and 1998, major exhibi- 
tions on universal design, the North American city, a triennial 
review of the best of design, and the design of sports. 

As Cooper-Hewitt, National Design Museum enters its 
1ooth year, the Museum's exploration of design continues to 
help the public gain a better understanding of the world and 
the forces that shape it. 


Hirshhorn Museum and Sculpture Garden 


James T. Demetrion. Director 


The Hirshhorn Museum and Sculpture Garden, the Smith- 
sonian Institution's showcase for modern and contemporary 
art, is committed to increasing the awareness and under- 
standing of art through acquisitions, exhibitions, publica- 
tions, research activities, public programs, and the 
presentation of the collection in its galleries and outdoor ex- 
hibition spaces. The museum provides a public facility for the 
exhibition, study, and preservation of 19th- and 2orh-century 
art while ic presents a spectrum of contemporary work. 
Through acquisitions funds as well as gifts from generous 


donors, the Hirshhorn continued to acquire significant works 


by modern and contemporary artists. Among highlights for 
the year were Nam June Paik’s kaleidoscopic multimonitor 
sculpture Video Flag, 1985-96, the museum's first acquisition 
of a video work; a fluorescent sculpture by Dan Flavin, Un- 
titled (Monument for V. Tatlin). 1967; Stephan Balkenhol’s 
figurative wood sculpture Three Hybrids, 1995; Sue Coe’s oil 
and collage Malcolm X and the Slaughterhouse, 1985; Carmen 
Lomas Garza’'s alkyd and oil on canvas Earache Treatment. 1989; 
Guillermo Kuitca's oil on canvas Mozart—da Ponte |. 1995; 
and Doris Salcedo’s wood, cement, cloth, and steel sculpture 
Untitled. 1995. 

The Hirshhorn participated actively in the Smithsonian's 
Isoth anniversary programs. For the birthday party on the Na- 
tional Mall, a Hirshhorn Museum pavilion was the site for 
two days of Young at Art family activities designed to en- 
courage creativity and visits to the museum itself. Enthusias- 
tic children and their parents flooded the pavilion to watch a 
one-person puppet show and participate in hands-on 
workshops exploring mobiles, woodcarving, masks, drawing, 
and puppet making. Also popular was an ongoing face-paint- 
ing activity. Participants in every activity were provided a list 
of works of art to visit inside the museum that related to 
those art forms. 

Sixteen works of art from the Hirshhorn’s collection were 
included in the “America’s Smithsonian” exhibition, spanning 
a century of artists’ creations from the Mrs. Kate Moore, a 
portrait by John Singer Sargent of the 1880s, to Fernando 
Botero's The Hunter of the 1980s, a canvas of humor and satire. 
Among four sculptures included were two monumental 
bronzes—Auguste Rodin's Walking Man, c. 1900, and Henry 
Moore's Draped Reclining Figure, 1952-53, both of which have 
long been favorites of visitors to the museum's Sculpture Gar- 
den. To prepare them for shipment to the anniversary 
exhibition's first venue in Los Angeles, a giant crane lifted the 
works three stories out of the Garden and onto a waiting 
flatbed truck. A large crowd gathered and CBS News 
recorded the event for later airtime in its Smithsonian broad- 
casts. The Hirshhorn’s contributions to the show helped en- 
rich the Smithsonian experience for countless Americans. 

Of the cakes commissioned to mark the Institution's 150th 
birthday, the Hirshhorn’s entry was one of the most whimsical 
and fragile. Designed by Patrick Musel of Federal Bakers, 
Inc., Arlington, Virginia, the cake depicted New Figuration. a 
work by the British sculptor Tony Cragg, which was on view 
in che museum's lower-level galleries. Musel constructed the 
cake, including the “walls” on which the piece hangs, using 
the traditional media of the baker: confectioners’ sugar, egg 
whites, gelatin, pastillage, royal icing, and water. Following 
its display during the birthday weekend's celebration, the 
cake was moved to the Hirshhorn’s lobby, where visitors to 
the museum could view the exactingly detailed creation 
before seeing the original wall relief upon which it was based. 

In an effort to attract and expand summer crowds here for 
the 150th anniversary and to deepen relations with local 


audiences, the Hirshhorn stayed open until 8 p.m. for four- 


teen Thursdays berween Memorial and Labor days as part of 
Art Night on the Mall, a Smithsonian extended-hours initia- 
tive shared with the National Museum of African Art, the 
Freer Gallery of Arc, the Arthur M. Sackler Gallery, and the 
International Gallery at the Ripley Center. Art Nights at the 
Hirshhorn attracted more than 8,000 visitors for in-depth, 
after-hours viewing and—on ten Thursdays coinciding with 
its run—programs designed to deepen and enrich the 
museum's major summer exhibition. 

That exhibition, “Distemper: Dissonant Themes in the Art 
of the 1990s,” was co-organized by the Hirshhorn’s Assistant 
Director of Public Programs/Chief Curator Neal Benezra and 
Assistant Curator Olga Viso and accompanied by a fully il- 
lustrated catalog co-published with Distributed Art Publish- 
ers (D.A.P.). The exhibition, presented with the Lannan 
Foundation’s major support and the generosity of numerous 
other national and international sponsors, probed a global at- 
titude of malaise as evidenced in paintings, a film installation, 
and ensembles of sculptures by ten midcareer artists from 
Europe and the Americas. During daytime hours, a Resource 
Center encouraged visitors to discuss their ideas and reactions 
with museum educators and to peruse articles, catalogs, and 
other publications on each artist represented. On Art Nights, 
an estimated 30 to 50 visitors gathered in a gallery at 7:15 
p.m. each week for an in-depth analysis by a curator or 
educator of one artist's vision. Extending the “Distemper” 
theme into another medium, Art Night programming con- 
tinued with a series of international films—Zero Kelvin (Den- 
mark), Sans Soler! (France), and Bab E/-Oxed City (Algeria) 
being three examples. The films were shown at 8 p.m. in the 
280-seat Ring Auditorium and drew nearly full houses for all 
ten screenings. At the Hirshhorn’s outdoor Full Circle Café— 
which also remained open late on Thursdays—table displays 
listed weekly programs, and exhibition posters from the Sack- 
ler and African Art museums reminded visitors that Art 
Night was a pan-institutional event. 

Earlier large-scale exhibitions at the Hirshhorn also high- 
lighted international contemporary art, underscoring the 
achievements, coincidentally, of two Germans. “Stephan 
Balkenhol: Sculptures and Drawings” (October 19, 1995- 
January 15, 1996) introduced this wood sculptor’s deft, often 
witty carved and painted renderings of young people and 
animals in his first North American museum showing. The 
show's freestanding works, reliefs, multifigure installations 
and white-on-black drawings spurred numerous public 
programs, including Young at Art workshops on carving and 
penguin themes; a day of tours and demonstrations about 
wood sculpture; and, spurred by the Everyman theme in 
Balkenhol’s work, a 20th Cenrury Consort musical perfor- 
mance. A catalog by organizing curator Neal Benezra, Direc- 
tor of Public Programs/Chief Curator, was co-published with 
Cantz Verlag of Germany. 

Following Balkenhol was “Georg Baselitz” (February 15— 
May 5, 1996), a three-decade retrospective featuring more than 


90 paintings, drawings, and sculptures by a German artist 
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known for lush, boldly inverted images frequently identified 
with Neo-Expressionist trends of the early 1980s. Two 
curators’ talks, docent-led tours, and a family painting 
workshop highlighted the exhibition, which arrived at the 
Hirshhorn from its second showing at the Los Angeles County 
Museum of Art accompanied by a substantial catalog. The 
widely reviewed exhibition was organized and first shown by 
the Solomon R. Guggenheim Museum, New York, and made 
possible in Washington, D.C., by the Holenia Trust Fund. 
After Washington, the show traveled to the Neue National- 
galerie in Berlin. 

The year’s smaller shows in the ongoing “Directions” series 
featured a broad range of work by three American artists just 
now gaining wide reputations. Carmen Lomas Garza, a San 
Francisco—based painter, was represented by vivid narrative 
paintings chronicling her South Texas childhood with 
deliberate references to the customs and popular art forms of 
Mexican American culture (November 18, 1995—February 19, 
1996). Lomas Garza participated in a Young at Art paper 
cutout workshop and a family day with tours and performan- 
ces—geared to the local Spanish-speaking community. 
Washington native Beverly Semmes, now based in New York, 
exhibited Kimberly, 1994, a room-size fabric installation with 
cascades of pink organza and gold velvet in the form of a 
monumental prom dress (March 21—June 23, 1996). Her whim- 
sical sculpture inspired a highly original improvisational 
theater piece for a Young at Art workshop. Semmes gave a gal- 
lery talk, while a video co-produced with the Virginia 
Museum of Fine Arts also explored her work. Byron Kim, a 
California-born, New York-based painter, exhibited ten 
abstract canvases from his “Grey-Green” series, begun in 1994, 
based on his response to the color and cultural importance of 
Korean celadon ceramics (July 18-October 20, 1996). Kim also 
gave a gallery talk, returning several weeks later to participate 
in a panel, “The Production of Beauty,” with curator Louise 
Cort of the Freer Gallery of Art. The majority of Kim's 
abstractions were based on objects from the Freer’s collection. 

Among distinguished speakers at the Hirshhorn this year 
were the American curator Richard Armstrong, presenting 
“In Search of the 1996 Carnegie International” as the third an- 
nual Mordes Lecture in Contemporary Art. This series, which 
brings to Washington the perspectives of critics, curators and 
other leaders in the field, is sponsored by collectors Dr. Mar- 
vin and Elayne Mordes of Baltimore. Curator Bernard Blisténe 
of the Musée National d'Art Moderne, Centre Georges Pom- 
pidou, Paris, and former Director of Museums in Marseille, 
France, lectured on French art since 1960 in cosponsorship 
with the Alliance Francaise. American sculptor Judith Shea ex- 
plored her own work as part of the “Collection Reviewed” art- 
ist-speaker series supported by the Smithsonian Special 
Exhibition Fund. 

Other educational highlights included a writer's workshop 
with five authors helping some 65 participants compose 
poetry and prose based on paintings in the permanent collec- 
ton. The five Young at Art family workshops mentioned 


above and three others generated by the permanent collec- 
tion—including the popular “Moving through the Sculpture 
Garden” dance workshop in June—enthralled more than 160 
children and their parents during the year. Meanwhile, more 
than 22,000 people attended free film programs from late Sep- 
tember 1995 through May 1996 featuring cutting-edge inter- 
national independent cinema, documentaries on contem- 
porary artists, and family-oriented animation. Among the 
highlights were screenings of new works: Krzysztof Kreslowsk:: 
I’m So-So, a documentary on the acclaimed Polish director; 
Guimba (The Tyrant), a dramatic feature from Mali; and 
Reclaiming the Body: Feminist Art in America. 

On other fronts, the 20th Century Consort concluded 16 
years as the Hirshhorn’s resident ensemble and resettled at the 
Freer Gallery of Art. Curators juried shows, served on panels, 
lectured, visited galleries and studios, and generally kept cur- 
rent through periodicals, catalogs, monographs, and inter- 
changes with artists and fellow curators. 


National Air and Space Museum 


Donald D. Engen, Director 


The National Air and Space Museum celebrated two impor- 
tant anniversaries in 1996, the Smithsonian's 15oth and the 
2oth anniversary of the July 1, 1976, public opening of the Na- 
tional Air and Space Museum. 

In August, the Museum premiered its eighth IMAX film, 
Cosmic Voyage. The film, sponsored by the Motorola Founda- 
tion and offered in celebration of the Smithsonian Institu- 
tion's 150 anniversary, is the first wide-screen film to explore 
the entire universe of space and time. 

The museum's 20th anniversary exhibition, “How Things 
Fly,” opened in September. “How Things Fly” contains several 
dozen hands-ons exhibits that demonstrate the physical prin- 
ciples that underlie air and space flight. Staffing the gallery is 
a crew of “Explainers,” young adults from 26 Washington, 
D.C., area schools who are on hand to answer questions and 
give presentations. “How Things Fly” is sponsored by the 
Boeing Company and the National Aeronautics and Space Ad- 
ministration. The “Explainers” program is sponsored by the 
Cessna Aircraft Company. 

The museum provided substantial support for the 
“America’s Smithsonian” 1soth Anniversary traveling exhibi- 
tion. Included in this exhibition from the museum's collec- 
tion were the Wright EX Vin Fiz aircraft, Apollo and 
Mercury spacecraft, an Apollo spacesuit, a lunar roving 
vehicle with tools, and several smaller items. 


Dulles Center 


With Congressional approval, a design contract has been ler 
for the Dulles Center. In July, che museum unveiled the con- 


cept model for the facility, scheduled to open in the year 2001. 


Exhibits 


In June the XP-59A, America’s first jet aircraft, was hung in 
the “Milestones of Flight” gallery across from Chuck Yeager’s 
Bell X-1. The XP-59 formerly resided in the Museum's 
“Flight Testing” gallery, which was dismantled to make way 
for “How Things Fly.” Also returned to view is aerobatic 
champion Patty Wagstaff’s Extra 260 aircraft, which was 
reinstalled in the “Pioneers of Flight” gallery. 

A small temporary exhibit, “Viewing the Violent Universe: 
the Compton Gamma Ray Observatory,” opened in February 
in “Milestones of Flight.” The exhibit introduces visitors to 
gamma ray astronomy and the Earth-orbiting telescope that 
serves as our eyes for viewing the gamma ray universe. The 
Compton Gamma Ray Observatory was the second in NASA's 
major space science missions for the 1980s, with the Hubble 
Space Telescope being the first. Also completed this year, in 
time for the premiere of the museum's newest IMAX film, 
Cosmic Voyage, was the redesign of the Langley Theater Lobby 
area. 

Major updates to the “Exploring the Planets” gallery, coor- 
dinated by Priscilla Strain, are being made. The new “What's 
New” unit highlights the active Galileo Mission to Jupiter. 
The display allows for quick updates as new images and data 
become available. 

The museum's Archives and SI Branch Library staff curated 
an exhibit, “Latin American Aviation,” for che SIL Library 
Hall, NMNH. 

In the works for the coming year are three major projects. 
In November a number of exhibits will open around the 
museum commemorating the soth anniversary of the U.S. Air 
Force, including a Korean War era F-86A Sabre jet fighter, a 
collection of models of Air Force aircraft, and various works of 
art from the Air Force collection. In April of next year, “Space 
Race” will open in an upgraded “Space Hall.” Among the ob- 
jects to be displayed are a high fidelity, full-scale mock-up of 
the Hubble Space Telescope (based on a test vehicle used for 
various purposes in the construction of the actual Hubble 
Space Telescope), a Tomahawk cruise missile, and a camera 
identical to those used in the first U.S. reconnaissance satel- 
lites. There will also be a number of unique Soviet space ar- 
tifacts on display. “Women and Flight,” a photographic 
SITES exhibit focusing on women who participate in aviation 
for business or pleasure, will open in the summer. In October, 
the museum will open its second major popular culture ex- 
hibition, “Star Wars: The Magic of Myth.” 


Collections 


From January to May, restoration work was performed on one 
of the museum's three gigantic Saturn V rockets. This rocker 
1s on loan to the Kennedy Space Center in Florida and 1s 363 
feet long and 33 feet in diameter. The coral cost of the restora- 
tion was $1.7 million and was made possible by funds from 


surcharges on tours at the Kennedy Space Center. The 
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museum also signed a formal restoration loan agreement with 
the Kansas Cosmophere and Space Center in Hutchinson, 
Kansas, for che complete reassembly and restoration to near 
splashdown condition of the Apollo 13 Command Module 
Odyssey. The Command Module was disassembled by NASA 
for various test and training purposes in the 1970s. Its com- 
ponents had been scattered at several locations. This loan 
agreement and the location and transfer of all known com- 
ponents to Kansas will enable the long term preservation of 
this historic artifact, which attracted much attention this past 
year as a result of the release of the film Apollo 13. 

Major acquisitions range from an early model Raven hot air 
balloon of the sort that sparked interest in sport ballooning in 
the 1950s to the rhinestone-studded wings worn by Roscoe 
Turner, a leading racing pilot and aviation personality of the 
1930s. Other important collections management initiatives in- 
cluded a reinventory of the extensive NASM collection of 
uniforms, insignia, and other items of flight materiel. 

Two temperature and humidity controlled boxes for storage 
of artifact and archival collections were installed at the Paul E. 
Garber Facility. The boxes were acquired without charge from 
the National Archives and Records Administration. The Ram- 
sey Fund provided a grant to ourfit the boxes with compact 
shelving and electrical connections. 

The first biennial inventory was conducted to verify the 
location and documentation of artifact collections. Ap- 
proximately 0.5% of the collection was selected at random for 
the survey. Only four objects from this sample remain unac- 
counted for. 

Important loans have included the Corona camera and 
Corona capsule model to the National Reconnaissance Office. 
The museum loaned four additional aircraft, several trophies, 
flight clothing, commemorative stamps and medals, parts of 
aircraft, and paintings to other museums. 


Research 


The Museum's Center for Earth and Planetary Studies con- 
tinued its research in Earth's drylands and studies assessing 
anthropogenic changes to the Earth's surface as part of the 
Institution’s Global Change Research Program. Field work in 
southwest Egypt by Ted Maxwell and colleagues at rhe 
University of Arizona, during the 1996 season, concentrated 
on detailed studies of two areas at the western margin of rhe 
Kiseiba-Dungul depression where the Space Shuttle Radar 
(SIR-C) had detected a network of drainage not visible on the 
ground. Pat Jacobberger-Jellison continued her studies of en- 
vironmental stability and change at che Mpala Research Sra- 
tion, central Kenya. Jim Zimbelman and colleagues published 
the results of a study of sand deposits in the Mojave Desert in 
the southwestern United States demonstrating that sand is 
transported along distinct paths, crossing topographic barriers 
and several adjacent drainage basins. The investigation of the 
trends in forest loss and damage due to air pollution in the 
Krusné Hory/Erzgebirge Mountains of the Czech Republic 
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and Germany being conducted by Tom Watters, Andy 
Johnston, Mike Tuttle, and Fred Engle, and in conjunction 
with colleagues in the Czech Republic is near completion. 
The Center is a member of the Baltimore-Washington 
Regional Collaboratory which consists of a series of partner- 
ship research initiatives supporting investigations into land 
use in Washington-Baltimore Metropolitan area and the im- 
pact on its environment. 

The Center's research in planetary geology and geophysics 
continues to encompasses a wide range of topics. An impor- 
tant component of this research involves the study of ter- 
restrial analogs. Jim Zimbelman, Bruce Campbell, and Bob 
Craddock continued geologic mapping of the areas on Mars 
and Venus. Bruce Campbell published the results of a study of 
terrestrial lava flow surface roughness and depolarized radar 
scattering. Tom Watters and a colleague at USGS are, using 
photoclinometry, investigating tectonic features believed to 
be the results of chrust faulting on Mars and Mercury. Ted 
Maxwell and Bob Craddock continued their study of the an- 
cient terrain on Mars that may have been modified during a 
early, wet Martian climate. Bruce Campbell, Bob Craddock, 
and Tom Watters are investigating surface material proper- 
ties, crater degradation, and tectonic features on the Moon 
using data returned by the Clementine spacecraft. 

The launch of the Infrared Space Observatory in November 
marked the culmination for the staff of the Laboratory for 
Astrophysics of years of participation in the design and 
development of this new satellite, which extends the dis- 
coveries of the IRAS satellite (launched in 1983) on display in 
the “Stars” gallery. Staff have participated in numerous dis- 
coveries and associated articles, including first discovery of 
water in space, first discovery of carbon atoms in deep inter- 
stellar space, discovery of deuterium in Saturn, and the dis- 
covery of evidence to counter claims of “black holes” in 
peculiar galaxies. During this period staff also led a program 
that measured the winds on Titan, Saturn's largest moon. The 
staff's discovery, from the Kuiper Airborne Observatory of the 
first lasers in space, continued to get wide press coverage during 


this year, with a featured reviewed article in Science magazine. 


Education Programs, Symposiums, and Lectures 


Staff members continued efforts to enrich the museum's 
World Wide Web site. The Center and the museum's Educa- 
tion Services Department continue to work together to 
develop on-line materials and educational activities. An 
electronic version of the new “How Things Fly” gallery went 
on-line and on-line versions of the “Exploring the Planets” 
and “Looking at Earth” galleries are being developed. These 
two museum departments also collaborated on “Mars Day!”, a 
commemoration of the 20th anniversary of the Viking landing 
on Mars. Museum staff and other experts interacted with the 
general public, providing hands-on activities and information 
relating to the museum's ongoing Mars research and photo 


collections, missions to Mars, and Mars spacecraft. 


Two new programs opened in the Einstein Planetarium: 
The New Solar System, a multimedia program about our solar 
system, and Séy Quest, a family program that follows one 
astronomer’s voyage to the stars. 

The 1996 Mutual Concerns of Air and Space Museums Semi- 
nar was a four-day seminar with the highest registration in its 
nine years. Of the 104 registrants, 72 museums/organizations 
were represented, including nine non-US. The seminar, which is 
held in Washington, D.C. is co-sponsored by the National Air 
and Space Museum and the American Association of Museums. 
The invitational seminar includes museum professionals from 
aviation and space museums around the world. It included three 
days of sessions plus an all-day field trip to the Marine Corps Air- 
Ground Museum at Quantico, Virginia. 

The annual General Electric Aviation Lectures including the 
Charles Lindbergh Memorial Lecture; Exploring Space Lectures, 
Smithsonian Astronomy Lectures, and the Wernher von Braun 
Memorial Lecnure all attracted large audiences. Each of the series 
is cosponsored by the museum and private sector organizations. 
The 1996 Wernher von Braun Memorial Lecture drew the largest 
audience in the history of the museum's public programs presen- 
tations. The Wernher von Braun Memorial Lecture and the Char- 
les Lindbergh Memorial Lecture were both published as part of 
the Museum's Occasional Paper series. 

In conjunction with the new exhibition, “How Things Fly,” 
an invitational symposium was held over 1-1/2 days on Aerospace 
Technology: The Present and Future of Flight. The symposium 
focused on the current and future aspects of atmospheric and 
space flight with a distinguished panel of experts. 

The National Air and Space Society, which began in June 
1995, has grown to over 6,000 members and is expected to 
continue to expand substantially. 

The Special Events Office coordinated more than 130 
events, including celebratory receptions for the openings of 
Cosmic Voyage and “How Things Fly.”

The Smithsonian History of Aviation Series, edited by the 
Aeronautics Department, continues to prosper. Additions to 
the book series this year included: Kenneth P. Werrell, Blanks 
of Fire: U.S. Bombers Over Japan During World War II. 


National Museum of African Art 


Patricia Fiske, Acting Director 


The National Museum of African Art celebrates the rich 


visual traditions and extraordinarily diverse cultures of Africa 


and fosters an appreciation of African art and civilizations 
through its collections, exhibitions, research and public 
programs. The extensive permanent collection reflects the 
museum’s new interest in modern African art and is a tribute 
to the legacy of Sylvia H. Williams, who served as the 
museum's director from 1983 until her death in February 1996. 


Acquisitions 


With the acquisition this year of 70 works of art by modern 
African artists, the museum expanded the scope of its acquisi- 
tion and research focus. These modern works— including 
paintings, drawings, ceramics and mixed media—will be dis- 
played in a new gallery to be established and named for Sylvia 
H. Williams. 

Among the most significant art works acquired by the 
museum in the past year was an important carved bowl with 
figures, considered to be one of the finest works by Nigerian 
sculptor Olowe of Ise (c 1875-1938). Other noteworthy acquisi- 
tions were a sculpture of a female figure of the Bamana 
peoples, Mali; a sculpture of a female figure of the Lwena 
peoples, Zaire; and two modern works: the painting “Con- 
tradictions of Joy,” by Libyan artist Ali Omar Ermés (b. 1945) 
and the painting “Untitled” (from the series “Zulu”) by South 
African artist Gavin Jantjes (b. 1948). 


Exhibitions 


The first level of the National Museum of African Art houses 
several permanent exhibitions drawing on the museum’ col- 
lection: “The Art of the Personal Object,” “Purpose and Per- 
fection: Pottery as a Woman's Art in Central Africa,” “Images 
of Power and Identity” and “The Ancient West African City 
of Benin, A.D. 1300-1897.” In addition, in collaboration with 
the Museum of Fine Arts, Boston, the museum offers “The 
Ancient Nubian City of Kerma, 2500-1500 B.C.,” a three-year 
loan exhibition of works from the permanent collection of the 
Museum of Fine Arts, featuring objects from Kerma, an an- 
cient Nubian city that was located on the Nile River. The ex- 
hibition was organized by the Museum of Fine Arts, Boston, 
and its Department of Ancient Egyptian, Nubian and Near 
Eastern Art; all objects are from the Harvard University- 
Museum of Fine Arts, Boston, Expedition. 

Also located on the first level is the Point of View Gallery 
which presents small temporary exhibitions that focus on 
specific themes or objects. This gallery was che site of two ex- 
hibitions this year. The critically acclaimed “Seydou Keita, 
Photographer: Portraits from Bamako, Mali” marked the first 
time the museum featured the work of an African photog- 
rapher. The exhibition presented 24 of the artist's evocative 
portraits and attested to his unique vision and artistic sen- 
sibilities. The museum also offered “Ceramic Gestures: New 
Vessels by Magdalene Odundo,” featuring 15 recent works by 
a well-known ceramist from Kenya who brings a contem- 
porary sensibility to her interpretation of traditional African 


container forms. 
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Also, this year three contemporary works of art were in- 
stalled on the museum's first-level landing. The newly ex- 
hibited works are two pots by Magdalene Odundo (b. 
1950)—"Reduced Angled Spouted Black Piece" (1990) and 
“Reduced Mixed-Color Symmetrical Piece” (1990)—and 
“Spoon” (1975) by Sudanese artist Amir I.M. Nour (b. 1939). 

The museum's second-level gallery was the site of two im- 
portant exhibitions. “Three Explorations: Yoruba, Temne, and 
Baga,” presented curatorial research on three unusual and rare- 
ly collected works of art recently acquired by the museum. 
The works—a Yoruba mask, a “Temne” female figure and a 
Baga ritual object—were explored in terms of attribution, 
iconography, style, use and meaning, and history. A second 
major exhibition, “Crowning Achievements: African Arts of 
Dressing the Head,” featured traditional and contemporary 
African hats, headdresses and hairstyles. The exhibition was 
organized by the Fowler Museum of Cultural History, Univer- 
sity of California, Los Angeles. 


Loans 


In a continuing effort to share its premiere collection with 
communities outside of Washington, the museum made 
several significant loans this year. Works from the museum's 
collection were lent to “America’s Smithsonian,” a traveling 
exhibition of the Institution's treasures; “Africa: The Art of a 
Continent,” a traveling exhibition organized by the Royal 
Academy of London and also held at the Martin-Gropius-Bau 
in Berlin and the Solomon R. Guggenheim Museum in New 
York; and “Rings: Five Passions in che World of Art,” an ex- 
hibition at Acianta’s High Museum of Art that was developed 
in conjunction with the summer Olympic Games. 


Education and Outreach 


The museum presented a wide range of public programs this 
year. Offerings included tours, workshops, lectures, gallery 
talks, panel discussions, films, musical performances and 
programs for educators. 

As part of its continued educational programming focusing 
on ancient Nubia, the museum sponsored a lecture series en- 
titled “Who were the Ancient Nubians.” The series, which 
drew the largest lecture audience in the museum's history, ex- 
plored issues raised by “The Ancient Nubian City of Kerma, 
2500-1500 B.C.,” an exhibition of objects on long-cerm loan 
from the Museum of Fine Arts, Boston. 

In conjunction with the popular exhibition, “Crowning 
Achievements,” more than 300 people attended the museum's 
“Family Fun Day,” an all-day event that included hat-making, 
storytelling, African games and demonstrations of African 
head-wrapping. 

Another highlight of the year was the museum's par- 
ticipation in the two-day Birthday Party on the Mall, 
celebrating the Smithsonian's Isoth anniversary. The 
museum's outdoor pavilion included African storytelling 


and musical performances. 
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The museum also continues to make itself accessible to 
people with special needs. Tours for hard-of-hearing visitors 
were made possible through a portable FM Assistive Listening 
System. This system also allowed hard-of-hearing visitors to 
participate in educational programs in the workshop and lec- 
ture hall. Sign language interpreters for deaf visitors were 
available upon request for all museum programs. 


Publications 


Throughout the year, the museum published informational 
materials to accompany exhibitions. This included brochures 
relating to “Seydou Keita, Photographer: Portraits from 
Bamako, Mali” and “Ceramic Gestures: New Vessels by Mag- 
dalene Odundo” and a family guide published in conjunction 
with the “Crowning Achievements” exhibition. 

In addition, the museum is in the process of publishing a 
catalog in conjunction with the exhibition “The Ancient 
Nubian City of Kerma, 2500-1500 B.C.” Written by Timothy 
Kendall, associate curator at the Museum of Fine Arts, Boston 
(which loaned the objects in the exhibition to the National 
Museum of African Art for a three-year period), the fully il- 
lustrated book is due out this winter. 


Photographic Archives and Library 


The museum continues to be a leading research and reference 
center for the visual arts of Africa. The Warren M. Robbins 
Library, a branch of the Smithsonian Institution Libraries, con- 
tains more than 20,000 volumes on African art and material 
culture. The Eliot Elisofon Photographic Archives specializes 
in the collection and preservation of visual materials on 
African art, culcure and the environment. This year, the Ar- 
chives completed work on the Eliot Elisofon Motion Picture 
Film Collection Preservation and Classification Project, 
funded through a grant from the Smithsonian Research 
Resources Program. 


National Museum of American Art 


Elizabeth Broun. Director 


The National Museum of American Art, the nation’s museum 
dedicated co the arts and artists of the United States from 
colonial times to the present, provides collections and research 
resources that enable the public and scholars to use and enjoy 
America’s visual arts at the museum and by personal com- 
puter. The museum, which includes the Renwick Gallery, 
serves diverse audiences throughout the nation as well as 
those who visit its two historic landmark buildings in Wash- 
ington, D.C. 

Among the I2 exhibitions organized and presented during 
the Smithsonian's Isoth anniversary year were “Metropolitan 


Lives: The Ashcan Artists and Their New York,” which fea- 
tured paintings capturing the unbridled energy of New York 
City ac the curn of the century. Elihu Vedder's stunning 
original illustrations for Omar Khayyam's Rubatyat from the 
museum's permanent collection were shown in “Elihu 
Vedder's Drawings for the Ruéatyat.” The museum's newly ac- 
quired and restored sculpture was the centerpiece of “Lost and 
Found: Edmonia Lewis's ‘Cleopatra.’” Lost for more than a cen- 
tury, this mascerwork by an important 19th-century sculptor 
of African American and Native American descent, was 
recently discovered in a salvage yard in Chicago, rescued from 
continued deterioration by the Historical Society of Forest 
Park, Illinois, and given to the museum in 1994. A special 
Web site developed for the exhibition allowed visitors to take 
a virtual cour of the installation, which included four other 
works by Lewis. The museum was the largest single lender to 
“The Art of Thomas Wilmer Dewing” which was organized 
by The Brooklyn Museum and shown at NMAA from July 19 
through October 14. This was the first comprehensive exhibi- 
tion devored to Dewing, who was widely collected by the 
museum's major benefactor, John Gellatly. “Calico and 
Chintz: Antique Quilts from the Collection of Patricia S. 
Smith” showcased 26 rare and never-before-exhibited quilts 
made before 1840. 

During FY96, the museum published the first four issues 
of its new quarterly newsletter, dedicated to activities and 
programs taking place at the museum and its Renwick Gal- 
lery. From previews of upcoming exhibitions and collection 
highlights, to a glimpse behind-the-scenes, the newsletter 
provides a broad view of all museum offerings. 

Thomas Southall, a specialist in photography of the West, 
was named the Joshua C. Taylor Research Fellow for 1996. 
Michael Leja was awarded the Charles C. Eldredge Prize for 
outstanding scholarship in American Art for his book, Refram- 
ing Abstract Expressionism: Subjectivity and Painting in the 1940s. 

The museum inaugurated a new Director's Circle member- 
ship program in March. Director's Circle members, compris- 
ing the museum’s highest level of general membership, and 
special guests enjoyed an event-filled weekend at che museum 
beginning with a Friday evening dinner and “A Day of Art 
and Conversation” on the following day. Each annual $1500 
Director's Circle gift is dedicated to providing financial sup- 
port for education and outreach programs. Another important 
membership group, the American Art Forum, celebrated its 
roth anniversary in May with three days of special visits in 
Washington to Supreme Court chambers, the Vice President's 
Residence, the Library of Congress, and private collections. 
Twelve Art Forum members participated in a public two-part 
panel discussion, titled “A Morning with Major Collectors of 
American Arc.” 

The museum acquired a significant number of new works 
throughout the year, adding to its permanent collection hold- 
ings of more than 37,500 paintings, sculpture, graphic art, 
photographs, and folk art as well as crafts at its Renwick Gal- 


lery. Key acquisitions include Whar Stands Between the Artist 


and.... 1994, by Eric Fischl; The Ocean is the Dragon's World, 
1995, by Hung Liu; Ice Bound Lake Boat, 1924, by Charles 
Burchfield, a gift of the Charles Burchfield Foundation; an im- 
portant wood sculpture, Acrobatic Performers, 1932, by Chaim 
Gross, a gift of the Renée and Chaim Gross Foundation; 
Camas para Suenos, 1985, by Carmen Lomas Garza; Lake Sum- 
mer, 1991, by Cynthia Shira, a gift by an anonymous donor and 
the Franklin Parrasch Gallery; Michael Mazur's Wakeby Night. 
1983, a gift from Kurt and Kim Butenhoff, Mr. and Mrs. 
Hugh Halff, Jr., and Judith Ross; Three Streets Down, 1978, by 
Wayne Thiebaud; and a major collection of World War I and 
World War II posters, a gift of Barry and Melissa Vilkin. 

Two long-time patrons of the museum and its Renwick 
Gallery continued to pledge their support during 1996. The 
James Renwick Alliance contributed $79,000 to purchase 
craft objects for the Renwick Gallery permanent collection. 
Consolidated Natural Gas Company Foundation inaugurated 
the establishment of an innovative “Partnership in American 
Art” with the museum in June by pledging $250,000 to sup- 
port the program goals of the museum's photography depart- 
ment over the next several years. CNG’s support of the major 
exhibition “American Photographs: The First Century from 
the Isaacs Collection in the National Museum of American 
Art,” which opens November 22, will be che first benefit of 
this new partnership. In addition, the recent gift supports the 
development of Helios (http://www.nmaa.si.edu/Helios), an 
extensive Web site showcasing the museum's photography col- 
lection. 

As part of the museum's National Art and Humanities 
Education Program intended to distribute educational 
materials to secondary schools across America, a teachers’ 
resource packet on “Latino Art and Culture” was completed 
and discribuced. Among other outreach efforts, the museum 
hosted thirty K-12 teachers from Nebraska for a week-long 
workshop about using art delivered online in the classroom. 
This is the second Nebraska teachers’ workshop conducted 
as part of NMAA'’s participation in “The Community 
Discovered,” coordinated by the Westside Schools in 
Omaha. 

The Design and Installation and Education departments 
crafted the museum's birthday pavilion and special events, 
respectively, to encourage people of all ages to experience 
American art as part of the grand 1soth-birthday festivities on 
the Mall in August. Visitors participated in carving sandstone 
with Chicago's Mr. Imagination (Gregory Warmack); posed 
with a cardboard rendition of Cappy, the bottle-cap giraffe, a 
signature folk art work from the museum; and designed and 
created their own artistic wearable buttons. 

The museum's New Media office continues to win awards 
for its outstanding efforts in presenting the museum's resour- 
ces electronically. The February 6, 1996 edition of PC 
magazine named the NMAA Web site as one of only two art 
museum sites in its list of "100 Top Web Sites”; Webscout 
deemed the site a “Way Cool Site” in September. The 


museum looks to great anticipation to releasing its first-ever 


comprehensive CD-ROM, The National Museum of American 
Art in October. Copublished by Macmillian Digital USA and 
designed entirely in-house, the CD-ROM features 763 per- 
manent collection works; a media-enhanced guided tour by 
the Director; a library containing full text images of six 
museum collection catalogs; more than 600 artists’ 
biographies; powerful searching capabilities; and nearly two 
hours of supplementary video, audio, and slide shows. 

The museum completed its decade-long effort, supported 
by the Getty Research Institute, to print all 127,000 negatives 
of artworks and artists’ portraits in the Peter A. Juley Collec- 
tion of the National Museum of American Art. In association 
with Dover publications, the museum published American Ar- 
tists in Photographic Portrarts featuring more than 200 of the 
black and white images. 

Thornton Staples was hired to head the museum's newly es- 
tablished Office of Information Technology. This department 
will be responsible for coordinating computer service needs 
museumwide, recommending hardware and software pur- 
chases, integrating all databases and liaisoning with other 
Smithsonian Institution programs. 

The museum continues to serve audiences across the 
country through its touring exhibition program. “William H. 
Johnson: A Retrospective from the National Museum of 
American Art,” drawn entirely from the museum's permanent 
holdings, traveled to the Columbus Museum of Art and the 
Wichita Museum of Art. “The White Collection of American 
Crafts,” first shown at the National Museum of American Art 
and organized by Michael Monroe, former curator-in-charge 
of the Renwick Gallery, traveled to two locations during 
1996—the Museum of Fine Arts in Springfield, Massachusetts 
and the Los Angeles County Museum of Art in Los Angeles, 
California. The virtual tour of the exhibition on the Internet, 
which was made possible by MCI, receives renewed interest 


with each new cour destination. 


National Museum of American History 


Spencer R. Creu. Director 


The National Museum of American History dedicates its col- 
lections and scholarship to inspiring a broader understanding 
of our nation and its many peoples. Drawing on more than 17 
million objects in its collections, and the holding of its Ar- 
chives Center, the museum creates learning opportunities, 
stimulates imaginations, and presents challenging ideas about 
our nation’s past through original research, exhibitions, publi- 
cations, and public programs. 

The museum presented more than a score of exhibitions 
this year. “Building a National Collection: 150 Years of Print 
Collecting at the Smithsonian” included over 50 fine art 


prints from the Smithsonian’s oldest fine art collection and

provided an overview of the history of public and private 
print collecting. The exhibit covered the shift from European 
works to American images and identified the changes in col- 
lecting opportunities from the American Art Union of the 
1840s to 20th-century print clubs. The images included 
Durer, Rembrandt and Currier & Ives, the Federal Art 
Project prints from the 1930, and modern lithographs by 
June Wayne and Larry Rivers. A new book, “Prints at the 
Smithsonian: The Origin of a National Collection” accom- 
panied the exhibition. 

“The 1896 Washington Salon and the Beginning of a Na- 
tional Collection” commemorated the tooth anniversary of 
the art photography movement in the United States. The ex- 
hibition cold the story of the Washington Salon and Art 
Photographic Exhibition of May 1896 in Washington, D.C., 
the first formal art photography exhibition in the United 
States. The salon attracted the attention of the Smithsonian, 
which collected 50 of the images to expand the institution's 
national photography collection. 

Staff of the museum conceived, researched, wrote, and 
helped to create the four-part “American Voices” exhibition, 
which accompanied “America’s Smithsonian,” the traveling 
Isoth anniversary show. “American Voices” focused on African 
American sacred music, the American musical theater, the so- 
cial roots of rock and soul music, and ongoing performance re- 
search and programming at the Smithsonian. The display was 
made possible by Discover Card. 

“Painted Ships on Painted Oceans,” a retrospective of works 
by Antonio Jacobsen, America’s most prolific ship portraitist, 
opened April 15. The exhibition comprised approximately 45 
oil paintings by the Danish-American artist, along with pages 
from his sketchbooks, historic photographs, and a number of 
personal objects. The artifacts are from the Mariners’ Museum 
of Newport News, Virginia, which maintains the largest 
Jacobsen collection in the world, as well as from other institu- 
tions and private collections. 

“Extending the Legacy: Planning America’s Capital for the 
21st Century” illustrated how the initial plan of the nation’s 
capital has evolved over the past two centuries and explained 
the important role of the Smithsonian in shaping the design 
and architecture of National Mall. In addition, the exhibition 
described the National Capital Planning Commission's vision 
for reshaping Washington, D.C., over the next century based 
on the original city plan of 1791 by Pierre L Enfant and the 
McMillan plan of 1901. A series of free public lectures accom- 
panied the exhibition. 

“Who's In Charge: Workers and Managers in the U.S," 
formerly a traveling exhibition, examined the evolving 
relationship between workers and managers in the workplace 
from the 19th century through the tumultuous 1970s and 
1980s to the present day, exploring issues such as the use of 
robots and companies relocating overseas. Visitors to the ex- 
hibition saw more than a hundred posters, union badges, his- 
toric machinery, tintypes of artisans, and other important 
artifacts. 


The popular “We The People, Winning the Vote” exhibi- 
tion was revamped and reopened this year. The new exhibi- 
tion included different types of campaign ephemera and 
posters which have been popularized in the latter 20th cen- 
tury, including some never-before-seen objects, as well as ob- 
jects that were part of the original exhibition, from political 
memorabilia of the 19th century to the chairs and podium 
used in the famous Kennedy-Nixon debates. 

Four photographs of president-elect John F. Kennedy and 
his family taken in January 1961 by photographer Richard 
Avedon went on display for the first time as part of the con- 
tinuing celebration the Smithsonian's 1soth anniversary. They 
portray the new mother, Jacquelyn Kennedy with John John. 
Caroline Kennedy is shown as a three year old with her father. 
The photographs are part of the museum's photography collec- 
tion and were featured in one of the CBS Smithsonian 
Minutes, narrated by Anthony Hopkins. 

“Going Strong! Older Americans on the Job,” featured 
photographs of Americans over the age of retirement scill 
proudly working in their chosen professions. The exhibition 
consisted of 37 black-and-white portraits by New York-based 
photographer Harvey Wang, who crisscrossed the nation for a 
decade capruring the faces, hands, tools, work settings and 
stories of an assortment of resilient tradespeople. The portraits 
feature, among others, a Rocky Mountain typesetter, an 80- 
year-old Navajo shepherdess, a hubcap saleswoman, and a 97- 
year-old scrap-metal dealer. 

“Museums at the Smithsonian: 150 Years of Collecting” 
went on display in the Arts and Industries Building, which 
holds two galleries of objects from the museum's collections. 
The exhibition outlined the history of the Smithsonian; the ac- 
quisition of some early collections; the changing mix of re- 
search, collecting, and exhibition over the years; and the work 
of important figures in the early history of the institution, 
such as the first Secretary, Joseph Henry, and his colleague G. 
Brown Goode. 

“The Engraver’s Art in U.S. Mint Commemorative Coins” 
gave visitors a close look at the five-dollar gold coin and silver 
dollar issued August 10, 1996, to commemorate the 
Institution's 150 years. The exhibition, created in collabora- 
tion wich the U.S. Mint, also showed other recent examples of 
commemorative coins and told some of the story of their 
making. Proofs of the coins and other artifacts joined the 
museum's collection. 

“Produce for Victory: Posters on the American Home 
Front, 1941-1945” was an exhibition of posters used to en- 
courage factory workers to redouble their efforts at home and 
commit themselves to the war effort through participation 
and sacrifice. The exhibit was originally circulated by Smith- 
sonian Institution Traveling Exhibition Service. 

“From a Friend in America: 50 Years of CARE” honored 
the 50th anniversary of this worldwide organization. In the 
last 50 years CARE has worked in 125 countries, providing 
more than $7.5 billion in assistance to about one fifth of the 


world’s populacion. The exhibit includes an original 


“C.A.R.E. Package”, a CARE “clipper” plow, a CARE 
shoemaker's kit, posters, brochures and photos. 

The museum's quilt collection was made more accessible 
through the design and construction of a permanent quilt case 
to display quilts on a rotating basis. And the ever-popular ex- 
hibition “First Ladies: Political Role and Public Image” 
added a new theater and a new audio tour this year. 

The Museum presented many other small exhibitions as 
part of its regular program of new offerings for visitors. A few 
of the ritles include “Arab Americans in Greater Detroit: A 
Community Between Two Worlds,” co-curated by the 
museum and staff of the Dearborn, Michigan, Arab Cultural 
Center for Economic and Social Services; “Mathematical In- 
struments of Spain and Spanish America”; “Collecting 
Ceramics and Glass: Changing Perspectives”; and others. 

The Archives Center mounted changing exhibitions in its 
own gallery. For “150 Years Ago: 1846,” staff at the center 
mined their collections for items dating from circa 1846, in- 
cluding sheet music, bills of sale, a teacher's certificate, prints, 
and letterhead stationery. “The Louis S. Nixdorff Olympic 
Games Collection, 1926-1978" showcased photographs taken 
by Nixdorff of U.S. Olympians as they relaxed, trained, and 
competed. 

The continuing “History in the News” exhibition program 
offered single-case exhibitions that explored important an- 
niversaries and the history of recent events, such as “The End 
of An Era: Woodies and the Downtown Department Store”; 
“tooth Anniversary of the Discovery of X-Rays”; “Philippine 
Independence”; “FDR”; and others. Numismatic exhibitions 
this year included “Recent Donations of Outstanding U.S. 
Rarities,” “The Double Eagle: the History of the Twenty Dol- 
lar Gold Coin,” and “Georgia's Currency: Colony Through 
Confederacy,” mounted at the Blue Ridge Numismatics Con- 
vention at Dalton, Georgia. 

An ambitious schedule of public programs brought more 
than 75 offerings to the museum's visitors. The Jerome and 
Dorothy Lemelson Center for the Study of Invention and In- 
novation presented “The Inventor and the Innovative Society” 
as the inaugural symposium in its fall series “New Perspec- 
tives on Invention and Innovation.” Inventors and historians 
explored the ways in which three innovative societies— 
Renaissance Italy, metropolitan New York in the late 19th cen- 
tury, and California's Silicon Valley—have nurtured and 
sustained the inventive impulse. In the spring, the “Architec- 
ture and Innovation” symposium examined invention and ar- 
chitecture in the cultural concexc of the last decade of the 
2oth century. Architects Santiago Calatrava and Douglas Car- 
dinal discussed their work as science and art with historians 
Mark Jarzombek, Tony Webster, Mina Marefat, and Lemelson 
Center director Art Molella. 

Throughout the year, in the center's Innovative Lives series, 
inventors revealed for young audiences some of the labors and 
triumphs of inventing. In a program by two MIT graduate 
students, Thomas H. Massie described his “Phantom,” an 


electronic device giving existing computer technology the 


ability to simulate the sense of touch, and James McLurkin 
showed off the “MicroRobot Ants” which detect food, pass 
messages to one another, and pick up small objects. 
Astrophysicist George Carruthers talked to middle-school stu- 
dents about being a “rocket scientist.” Encouraging the stu- 
dents to develop an interest in science, he told them about his 
hands-on beginnings in the field, building a telescope when 
he was only 10 years old. Stephanie Kwolek, the inventor of 
Kevlar, recounted her lifetime of inventiveness and the joy of 
inventing. Kevlar is found in a range of products: bullet-resis- 
tant vests, helmets, canoe hulls, tires, skis, sails, and others. 
“Most chemists,” she said, “work all their lives and very hard, 
and are never able to participate in a discovery that has done 
so much good as Kevlar.” Inventor, artist, and engineer Chuck 
Hoberman spoke to middle-school students about his work 
creating objects that transform in size and shape as they move. 
And during Hispanic Heritage Month, Ellen Ochoa spoke to 
students from four area schools about her roles as an inventor, 
scientist, and astronaut at NASA. She holds three patents in 
the field of optical processing and was the first Latina 
astronaut selected by NASA. 

The Museum's Program in African American Culture 
(PAAC) presented “Mind on Freedom: Celebrating the His- 
tory and Culture of America’s Black Colleges and Univer- 
sities,” in observance of Black History Month and the 
Smithsonian's celebration of its 1soth anniversary. The con- 
ference examined the evolution of historically black colleges 
and universities, their impact on the lives of individuals and 
the nation, and cheir current and future status as educational 
institutions. In conjunction with the symposium, secondary 
school students came to the museum for the College Fair, 
where they could discuss educational opportunities and admis- 
sion requirements with representatives of 60 participating his- 
torically black colleges and universities. Later in February, in 
conjunction with che “Mind on Freedom” conference, 
“Steppin: The Panhellenic Step Show” featured step troupes 
from D.C.-area colleges and universities perform a sampling 
of their routines the public. In March, PAAC also offered 
“Walking Montgomery” to commemorate the historic 381-day 
Montgomery bus boycott in Alabama 40 years ago. The pro- 
gram included a roundtable discussion with 11 women who 
participated in boycott, a reunion concert by members of the 
Montgomery Gospel Trio and gospel workshop, and a tour of 
selected exhibits and museum objects related to social change 
in America. The fifth annual “Duke Ellington Youth Festival” 
in April showcased artistic and intellectual achievements by 
students in Washington public schools, inspired by the life 
and legacy of composer, conductor, and jazz immortal Edward 
Kennedy Ellington, a native of the city. Visual art by students 
was on view in the Taylor Gallery, 

This year, for the first time, visitors to the “Information 
Age” exhibition at the American History Museum could inter- 
act with CNN “Talkback Live” cable program. Under a recent 
agreement, CNN Talkback Live and network MCI Business 


agreed to install a two-way video link in the exhibition's 
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theater to enable the live hook up with the Atlanta-based pro- 
gram, billed as cable television's only daily interactive town 
meeting. The museum connected to “Talkback Live” once a 
week throughout the year so visitors to join the program as it 
unfolded across America. 

“How Should We Talk about Race in America?” was a 
public dialogue between Jorge Klor de Alva, professor of eth- 
nic studies and anthropology at University of California, 
Berkeley, and Cornel West, professor of religion and African 
American studies at Harvard University. They discussed such 
questions as “Do we have the right vocabulary needed to talk 
about race?,” self-definition and self-representation, race and 
power, and the broad question of national race relations. Social 
historian Earl Shorris moderated the discussion. 

Scholars, vintners, researchers, and critics gathered for 
“Red, White and American: A Symposium on Wine in 
American History and Culture" in May. The symposium ex- 
plored a broad range of topics related to the history of 
winemaking and wine consumption in the U.S., and a small 
exhibition displayed historic objects and graphics related to 
wine and winemaking. 

Every year, several ongoing public program series at the 
museum bring music, lectures, interview, conversations, 
demonstrations, and films to visitors. In the continuing lec- 
ture series “Looking American: 150 Years of Collecting” 
visitors had the opportunity hear scholars and experts at the 
museum discuss a remarkable array of subjects on textiles and 
clothing. These included everything from synthetic fabrics in 
the collection, the textile industry in wartime, and the fashion 
industry just after che war to lab coats, “rez rags” (contem- 
porary currents of dress among Native people), how the army 
acquired uniform uniforms during the Civil War, and men’s 
fashions of today and the early republic, in a talk entitled 
“Scrutting Their Stuff: Manly Appearances of 1780 and 1990.” 

The American Sampler series presented a five-part program 
entitled “Different Drummers,” which explored for visitors the 
role of the drum in music around the world. The performers 
included Havana Select, which played sacred and secular Afro- 
Cuban music and dance; the Kankouran West African Dance 
Company; Celtic Thunder, which offered music of Ireland and 
Irish Americans; Soh Daiko, which presented traditional 
Japanese taiko drumming; and Native American artists Laura 
Wallace (Navajo) and Midge Dean Stock (Seneca), singing 
traditional songs and talking about the roles of Native women 
in music and the lives of their people. 

The American Song series, with support from the American 
Society of Composers, Authors, and Publishers, focused this 
year on oral histories of songwriters and performers. The 
guests fearured in the public interviews included songwriters 
Jerry Lieber and Mike Stroller, creators of such rock 'n’ roll clas- 
sics as “Hound Dog” and “Jailhouse Rock” and a host of hits 
in genres from cabaret to rhythm and blues; Marilyn Bergman 
and her husband and collaborator, Alan Bergman, who 
together produced hits such as “The Windmills of Your 
Mind,” “Nice 'n’ Easy,” “The Way We Were,” and the score 


for the film “Yentl.” Other artists in the series were Jon 
Hendricks, songwriter and member of the jazz vocal group 
Lambert, Hendricks and Ross, and three-time Oscar winners 
Ray Evans and Jay Livingston, who created “Buttons and 
Bows” and “Whatever Will Be, Will Be (Que Sera, Sera)." 

The Smithsonian Jazz Masterworks Orchestra completed 
its most demanding season to date, with a full schedule of per- 
formances locally and on tour as well as a special performance 
in Atlanta for the Olympics and appearances at the opening of 
the Smithsonian's Isoth anniversary traveling exhibition at 
each of its locations. The latter took the orchestra to Los An- 
geles, Kansas City, New York City, and Providence, Rhode Is- 
land. As every year, the orchestra presented a repertoire that 
showed the breadth of big band jazz, including music of 
Louis Armstrong, Duke Ellington and Billy Strayhorn, Stan 
Kenton, Woody Herman, and Miles Davis and Gil Evans. 

The Smithsonian Chamber Music Society, in ensembles 
ranging from the full chamber orchestra to the Castle Trio, of- 
fered seven weekends of performances locally and also ap- 
peared abroad. Guest artists joined many of the performances, 
and this year the Smithsonian Chamber Players released their 
latest recording under the direction of Kenneth Slowik. 
“Metamorphosis” features Sir Edward Elgar's Serenade, Op. 
20, Elegy, Op. 58; Samuel Barber's Adagio for Strings; and 
Richard Strauss’s “Metamorphosen.” The Chamber Players 
perform on original instruments, thus creating the sound to 
which these composers were accustomed and for which their 
music, written in the late 19th century and first half of the 
20th century, was intended. 

The museum helped ring in the 1soth Birthday Party on 
the Mall—staff members provided essential rechnical support 
in the creation, installation, and operation of the new clock 
and bell system in the Castle's clock tower. For the party it- 
self, more than 70 staff members from the museum helped 
present “Live ‘n’ Jumpin,’” two days of performances by 
twelve groups representing Washington D.C.'s diverse com- 
munities and their musical heritage—from Brazilian baruki 
music to zydeco. The Smithsonian Jazz Orchestra also per- 
formed on the Mall. 

And this year, during a difficulc shutdown of the federal 
government, the National Museum of American History was 
one of the few Smithsonian or government buildings chat 
remained open, thanks to the annual Holiday Celebration. 
Tens of thousands of visitors flocked ro rhe museum for the an- 
nual festival of music, storytelling, and demonstrations of 
holiday crafts and foods that reflect the many ways that 
Americans celebrate Christmas, Hanukkah, Kwanzaa, and the 
New Year. 

Scholars from the museum delivered lectures across the 
United Srates and in Great Britain, Hungary, Germany, and 
other countries. Steven Lubar received the G Wesley Johnson 
Prize, given for the best article in “The Public Historian,” for 
his article “In the Footsteps of Perry: The Smithsonian Goes 
to Japan.” Paul Johnston received the Great Lakes History 
Prize for his article, “Downbound: The History of the Great 


Lakes Propeller Indiana” in “The American Neptune.” Eliza 
Elvira Clain-Stefanelli was awarded the prestigious Farran 
Zerbe Award from the American Numismatic Association. 
Important acquisitions included a prototype of the amino 
acid analyzer developed by Stanford Moore and William Srein 
at Rockefeller University. They used this apparatus to 
elucidate the primary structure of ribonuclease, the first en- 
zyme to have its sequence revealed. For this work they won 
the 1972 Nobel Prize in Chemistry. Cirrus System Inc. and 
Mastercard International donated an early ATM machine to 
commemorate the 30th anniversary of the ATM. Olympian 
Dominique Dawes donated the leotard she wore during her 
gold medal performance at the recent Atlanta Olympics. Staff 
also traveled to the New Hampshire primary and both 
presidential nominating conventions to collect 1996 presiden- 
tial campaign memorabilia. Their efforts were recorded by 
CBS-News in a feature shown on CBS Nightly News and they 
also appeared on the “Today” show. Other recent acquisitions 
include material relating to worker safety, including a door 
from the Hamlet, N.C. chicken-processing plant where a fire 
killed many workers, and sewing machines and other artifacts 
from a sweatshop in California. In reviewing its collections 
this year, che museum also deaccessioned and offered for sale 
at public auction approximately 1,200 items—mostly 
European arms, armor and militaria. Many of the items are 
duplicates of items currently in the museum's military history 
collections or are artifacts outside the collecting scope of the 
museum. The items were part of a very large bequest made 
several years ago by Charles Bremner Hogg Jackson. The 
museum also helped to produce “Time Machine” magazine 
this year, a new history magazine for kids published 8 times a 
year in partnership with American Historical Publications. 
Visitors also had the opportunity to enjoy a complete 
renovation of the museum's main dining area. A new food 


court, Main Street Cafes, opened in the spring of 1996. 


National Postal Museum 


James H. Bruns, Director 


Inscribed on the front of the National Postal Museum build- 
ing is a message which aptly describes the mission of this 


nation’s mail service. The inscription reads in part: 


Messenger of sympathy and love 
Servant of parted friends 
Consoler of the lonely 

Enlarger of common life 

Carrier of news and knowledge 
Promoter of mutual acquaintance 
Of peace and goodwill 


Among men and nations 


For countless rural Americans before the turn of the cen- 
tury, the promise of this inscription went largely unfulfilled. 
In the 1890s, more than half of the populations lived in rural 
areas. Inadequate mail service plagued most of these roughly 
30 million Americans, especially farm families. However, with 
the introduction of Rural Free Delivery in 1896, these same 
rural residents were receiving mail with much the same fre- 
quency and reliability as Americans in cities and towns. 

In honor of the centennial of Rural Free Delivery Service, 
the National Postal Museum developed two new video presen- 
tations and conducted a day-long symposium highlighting 
this important service—a highlight of the museum's year. 

In 1996, the National Postal Museum also joined in the 
celebrations for the 1soth anniversary of the Smithsonian and 
the 25th anniversary of the creation of the United States Postal 
Service. The latcer included an exhibition, entitled “Reinvent- 
ing Government: The Transformation of the United States 
Postal Service,” and the presentation of a variety of public 
programs, including a one-day symposium that featured six 
postmasters general. 

The National Postal Museum, celebrating its third anniver- 
sary in July, opened an array of new exhibitions, and enjoyed a 
record year of fundraising, both in-kind and financial. 


National Museum of the American Indian 


W. Richard West, Jr., Director 


The National Museum of the American Indian is an institu- 
tion of living culture dedicated to the preservation, study, and 
exhibition of the life, languages, literature, history, and arts of 
the Native peoples of the Western Hemisphere. Its formal 
mission statement 1s to recognize and affirm to Native com- 
munities and the non-Native public the historical and con- 
temporary culture and cultural achievements of the natives of 
the Western Hemisphere by advancing—in consultation, col- 
laboration, and cooperation with natives—knowledge and un- 
derstanding of native cultures. The museum has a special 
responsibility, through innovative public programming, re- 
search, and collections, to protect, support, and enhance the 
development, maintenance, and perpetuation of native cul- 
tures and communities. 

Activities during the year, as in years past, were directed 
toward fulfilling the mission with a focus on exhibitions, 
public programming, collaborations, and outreach to Native 
communities. Key milestones in che museum's progress in 
Washington, D.C., were reached, with attention now turning 
to the Cultural Resources Center, scheduled to open in Suit- 
land, Md., in 1998, and the Mall museum in 2002. 

Ac the close of the fiscal year on September 30, the 
museum's National Campaign announced the successful com- 


pletion of the initial fundraising goal for the construction of 
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the Mall museum: $36.7 million. Wichin the legislation estab- 
lishing the National Museum of the American Indian on 
November 28, 1989, under Public Law 101-185, the Smith- 
sonian Institution was mandated by the U.S. Congress to raise 
one-third of the cost of constructing the museum on the Na- 
tional Mall from non-federal sources. The total cost for the 
museum is projected to be $110 million. This historic en- 
deavor was largely achieved because individuals, foundations, 
corporations, and Native American tribes throughout the 
country have demonstrated a resounding commitment to the 
creation of the National Museum of the American Indian on 
the Mall. 

The concept design of the Mall museum was approved in 
May by the Commission of Fine Arts, chaired by former direc- 
tor of che National Gallery of Art, J. Carter Brown. In 1993, 
the Smithsonian selected the architectural firm of GBQC Ar- 
chitects, Philadelphia, in association with Douglas Cardinal 
Architects Ltd. of Ortawa, Ontario, Canada, to design the 
Mall museum. Additional approvals of the concept design 
were secured from the National Capital Planning Commission 
and the District of Columbia Historic Preservation Review 
Board, and the museum has now entered the schematic design 
phase (the second phase of design activity). 

In October, dedication ceremonies were held on the furure 
site of che Cultural Resources Center in Suitland, Md. The 
CRC will house the museum's vast one-million object collec- 
tion and provide space for research and community services, 
including support for the resource centers at the museum's 
George Gustav Heye Center in New York City and the Mall 
museum. Those on hand to take part in the dedication in- 
cluded museum Director W. Richard West, Jr. (Southern 
Cheyenne); Smithsonian Secretary I. Michael Heyman; Smith- 
sonian Director of Government Relations John Berry; 
museum Board of Trustees member Allen V. Pinkham (Nez 
Perce) and other museum supporters. An official groundbreak- 
ing for the facility is planned for spring 1997. A splendid 
limited-edition print by Native artist Dan Namingha 
(Tewa/Hop:) commissioned by the Smithsonian Associates 
and titled “Hopi Eagle Dance” honors the future opening of 
the CRC. 

Ac the end of the Heye Center's second year of operation, at- 
tendence was 500,000, surpassing everyone's expectations. 
That total was 20 percent higher chan the Center's first-year 
attendance. According to Fodor's Guide to New York City. the 
Heye Center has become one of the top eight places co visit in 
the city, and has been cited by local media as the instirution 
that launched the economic and culrural redevelopment of 
lower Manhattan in recent years. A generous grant from J.P. 
Morgan, secured during the year, allows the Heye Center to 
remain open until 8 p.m. on Thursday evenings. 

“This Path We Travel: Celebrations of Contemporary Na- 
tive American Creativity,” one of the chree inaugural exhibi- 
tions at the Heye Center, closed on April 8. The other two 
exhibitions, “All Roads Are Good: Native Voices on Life and 


Culture” (on view indefinitely) and “Creations Journey: 


Masterworks of Native American Identity and Belief” (on 
view through spring 1998) remain on view. 

The Heye Center hosted three traveling exhibitions during 
the year. “Ancestral Memories: A Tribute to Native American 
Survival” and “Partial Recall: Photographs of Native North 
America” were on view from May Ig through July 21. The 
first exhibition, organized by che Falkirk Culrural Center in 
San Rafael, Calif., celebrated a culcural and cross-generational 
understanding of Native American issues through the presen- 
tation of 18 contemporary works that commemorated the life 
and work of historical figures in Native American history. 
“Partial Recall,” organized by Tyler Galleries, Tyler School of 
Art of Temple University and curated by Lucy R. Lippard, ex- 
plored the relationship between photography and identity 
through historical photographs selected by a panel of Native 
Americans and the works of three contemporary Native 
American photographers. 

“Crossroads Alaska: Native Cultures of Alaska and Siberia,” 
a traveling exhibition organized by the Arctic Studies Center 
of the National Museum of Natural History, was on view at 
the Heye Center from June 27 through August 8. Two 
hundred detailed miniatures and models illustrated the diver- 
sity and ingenuity of the cultures and peoples of the North 
Pacific region who learned to adapt to their cold environment 
in creative ways. The exhibition was created in collaboration 
with American, Canadian, and Russian curators, and included 
objects from the museum's collection. 

“Stories of the People”—the first exhibition presented by 
the National Museum of the American Indian on the Mall— 
opened in the Arts and Industries Building on August Io, the 
first day of the Smithsonian's Birthday Party. The exhibition 
features 200 objects chosen by seven Native selectors repre- 
senting six tribes or regional groups from the Americas, and 
examines the last 150 years, a period of great social and cul- 
tural change for Native Americans. Made possible through 
the generosity of The Greenwich Workshop, Inc., che exhibi- 
tion will be on view through August I0, 1997. 

The Heye Center continued to offer a full schedule of 
public programs through its Expressive Culcures Series, in- 
cluding storytelling, theater, dance, film and video. Key 
public programs included the museum's first public sym- 
posium, “The Changing Presentation of the American In- 
dian,” held at the Heye Center on October 7-8. Prominent 
Native and non-Native scholars presented papers and dis- 
cussed the presentation of the American Indian in museums 
and the media over the past few decades. In June, more than 
3,000 people attended a noon program at the Heye Center for the 
unveiling of the U.S. Postal Service's new “American Indian Dan- 
ces” stamp series. The Film and Video Department presented 
programs both at the museum and in Washington, D.C. A spe- 
cial program held on May 10 co-sponsored with the Canadian 
Embassy in Washington titled “Native Land/Native Home,” was 
part of the District of Columbia's 1996 Environmental Film Fes- 
tival and featured well known Native Canadian filmmaker 


Gary Farmer (Cayuga) as guest speaker. 


The Smithsonian's Birthday Party on the Mall on August 
10-11 was the site of a major spotlight on Native American 
cultures as the museum staffs from Washington and New 
York came together to welcome Native dancers, musicians 
and athletes from across the Americas. A full array of ac- 
tivities in two performance areas took place on the site of the 
Mall museum over the weekend. Featured groups included 
Kwakwakz'wakw singers and dancers from Alert Bay, British 
Columbia; the Southwest Singers (Diné) from Arizona; the 
Oklahoma Native American Youth Choir (Kiowa and Com- 
anche); drumming by both Southern and Northern Plains 
groups from the United States and Canada; Haudenosaunee 
dance (New York); Caddo stomp dance (Oklahoma); 
Hawaiian music and dance; Latin American music and dance; 
and a special performance by 1996 World Champion Hoop 
Dancer Derrick Davis (Hopi/Choctaw) and his brother Vin- 
cent Davis (Hopi/Choctaw). The weekend ended with a 
dramatic “Native Nations Procession” on Sunday, August II 
that featured Native dance and musical groups and staff and 
friends of the National Museum of the American Indian. Per- 
formances by the American Indian Dance Theater and the 
Lakota Sioux Dance Theater were followed by remarks to an 
audience of thousands by museum Director West. 

The museum went “live” over the Internet during the 
Smithsonian's Birthday Party on August 10-11 with the 
launch of “CoNexus,” a project developed by the museum's 
Resource Center and Public Programs department designed 
to transmit live performances over the World Wide Web. 
Web browsers had a unique opportunity to access live images 
and commentary from the museum's performance area from 
their own home computers. The special Web page featured a 
live simulcast of the museum's activities which were updated 
every few minutes with live text from on-site “video 
curators.” CoNexus now occupies a permanent site on the 
Web, offering constantly changing world wide access to 
public programs at the Heye Center. 

An updated version of the museum's Web homepage— 
introduced in December 1994 with the opening of the Heye 
Center—went online in February. Since that time, it has won 
several awards including the 4 Star Magellan Award. The pur- 
pose of the homepage 1s to link the museum and Native com- 
munities and provide access to the museum’s cultural and 
educational resources to audiences who may never have an op- 
portunity to visit che museum's facilities in New York or 
Washington. The homepage also links online visitors to other 
Native sites on the Internet, expanding the museum’s out- 
reach to the public. The homepage represents—as perhaps no 
other museum program can—the museum's mandate to bring 
Its programs, services, and information to Native com- 
munities in a tangible and accessible form that reaches far 
beyond the museum's walls. 

Collaboration with Native communities is integral to che 
museum's mission. This year, the museum has been involved 
in a number of educational outreach activities and program- 


matic collaborations in Alaska. Partnerships with the Nation- 
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al Museum of Natural History's Arctic Studies Center in 
Anchorage, and the Anchorage Museum of History and Art, 
combine staff resources and scholarly and technical expertise, 
exhibitions, and Native community outreach programs in an 
effort to enrich this nation’s understanding of Alaska’s Native 
peoples. The museum lent significant staff expertise to 
“Preservation of Cultural Objects,” a five-day training 
workshop at the Anchorage Museum of History and Art held 
in May and collaborated with the Arctic Studies Center to 
bring the exhibition “Crossroads Alaska” to the Heye Center 
in June. Ongoing collaborations with the Anchorage Museum 
will result in a major exhibition of Yup'ik masks to go on 
view at the Heye Center in March 1997. 

During 1996, museum staff were also busy preparing for up- 
coming exhibitions on Navajo weavings and Native American 
quilts, with ongoing collaborations with the Navajo and Lakota 
communities. In August and September, the museum's Com- 
munity Services department hosted a successful artist-in- 
residence program for two Navajo artists. The artists visited the 
Heye Center and the museum's Research Branch in the Bronx. 

Repatriation will always be of major importance for the 
museum. This year, an important return of Wampum 
materials was made to the Iroquois Confederacy, and a sig- 
nificant and highly successful international return of human 


remains took place in Cuzco, Peru over the summer. 


National Museum of Natural History 


Robert W. Fri, Director 


In 1996, the National Museum of Natural History began 
major renovations to its facilities on the Mall. The opening of 
the new Museum Shop at the beginning of fiscal year 1997 
marks the first stage of a project chat will dominate Museum 
life for the next few years. Milestones to come include the in- 
auguration of the Janet Annenberg Hooker Hall of Geology, 
Gems and Minerals—a place to present the important scien- 
tific stories of geology, seismology and planetary research, as 
well as a striking new setting for some of the Museum's most 
popular treasures—the opening of The Discovery Center and 
premiere of the Samuel C. Johnson Theater, inauguration of 
the African Voices Hall—the Museum's first new cultural hall! 
in many years—and restoration of the Rotunda. The renova- 
tions also include new office and laboratory space for some of 
the Museum's scientific departments and improved storage for 
many collections. All told, the years ahead will see the comple- 
tion of $100 million in construction and new exhibits at the 
Natural History. This investment directly supports the 
Museum's commitment to share with visitors the excitement 
and creativity of research in anthropology and the natural 
sciences and the contributions these fields make to our under- 
standing of the world. 
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After an intensive search by the Institution, the Board wel- 
comed Robert W. Fri to the position of director of the 
Museum on May 1. Fri brings to the job a distinguished 
record of service in science administration and public policy. 
He has served as deputy administrator of the Environmental 
Protection Agency and as a member of the President's Com- 
mission on Environmental Quality. From 1986 to 1996, he was 
president of Resources for the Future, a nonprofit organization 
that provides independent research information on conserva- 
tion, natural resources, and the environment. A native of Kan- 
sas, Fri has a degree in physics from Rice University and an 
M.B.A. from Harvard University. In addition to taking on the 
renovations described above, which were initiated by his 
predecessors, Fri has called on the Museum to build on its 
strengths: in science, the study of earth and planetary proces- 
ses, ecosystem history and global change, and biological and 
human cultural diversity; in collections, collaborating with 
other scientists and institutions to make the natural history and 
anthropology resources in the Institution's care accessible to the 
world research community; in education, presenting to a wide 
audience accurate information on the current state of knowledge 
in the museum’s fields and, when appropriate, offering the public 
scientific information relevant to policy issues. 

During 1996, the Museum received gifts, grants, and en- 
dowments totaling $6 million to supplement federal funding 
for research, collections, and public programs. The new gem 
hall was a priority for Museum development this year. Among 
many generous donors to the hall are the member companies 
of the National Mining Association. The association is near its 
goal of raising $2 million for the hall. Several individuals 
donated gems to the National Gem Collection, continuing a 
tradition of philanthropy that has made the collection one of 
the finest and most balanced in the world. 

Electronic media continue to provide important and cost ef- 
fective ways to make the Museum's work accessible to people 
who may never visit the National Mall. The Museum's site on 
the World Wide Web now includes collections databases in 
Vertebrate and Invertebrate Zoology, Entomology, and 
Botany; online exhibitions, including Crossroads Alaska/Stberia 
and HoloG/obe: and research programs and expeditions such as 
the Global Volcanism Program, Dr. Clyde Roper's search for 
giant squid off the coast of New Zealand, and research among 
the reindeer-herders of western Siberia being conducted by 
the staff of the Museum's Arctic Studies Center. The NUNH 
home page also provides news about public programs and of- 
ferings for school groups at the Museum and the NYNH 
Naturalist Center in Virginia, and information on Natural 
History internships and fellowships. In addition, during 1996, 
the Museum and its partners in the Electronic Classroom 
finished prototyping and testing ways to bring scientists and 
schools together through audio, video, and Jata linkages, and 
prepared to move ahead with electronic fieldtrips for classes 
throughout the United Srates. 

While working toward the completion of the gem hall—a 


major commitment of resources—the Public Programs’ staff 


mounted several significant exhibitions, including the extraor- 
dinarily popular Landscape Kimonos by Itchiku Kubota; Eyes on 
Science: Wlustrating Natural History, an exploration of the aes- 
thetic and scholarly importance of scientific illustration; 
Science at Sea, honoring the anniversaries of the National 
Oceanic and Atmospheric Administration (25th), the Nation- 
al Marine Fisheries Service (125th), and the Smithsonian 
(1soth); and Feather Focus, a look at how NMNH scientist 
Roxie Laybourne’s work studying feathers enables others to 
solve crimes, avoid aircraft accidents, and identify esoteric 
fossils. 

Research projects undertaken by Museum scientists in 1996 
are too numerous to credit inclusively. Many can be inferred 
from the list of staff publications toward the back of the An- 
nals. The few projects mentioned here—and those outlined in 
the Chronology that precedes this section—give readers a 
glimpse of NMNH's scientific activities in 1996. 


Anthropology 


Dr. Rick Potts, director of the Human Origins Program, and 
Dr. Nancy Sikes, Smithson Light Isotope Lab, collected 
samples of buried soils and soil carbonates in Olduvai Gorge, 
Tanzania, and Olorgesailie, Kenya. Through stable isotope 
analysis of the samples, they plan to reconstruct vegetation 
structure and climate in those regions as early as 1.75 million 
years ago. 

The American Historical Association named Rivers of 
Change: Essays on Early Agriculture in Eastern North America, by 
Dr. Bruce D. Smith, director of the Archaeobiology Program, 
the year’s outstanding book of history before A.D. 1000. Also 
in 1996, Phylissa Eisentraut, a doctoral candidate at UCLA 
working with Smith, used scanning electron microscopy to 
identify domesticated quinoa recovered from 5,000-year- 
old strata near Lake Titicaca in southern Peru, the earliest 
documentation of this important South American grain 
crop. 

Dr. JoAllyn Archambault, director of the American Indian 
Program, is studying native plant dyes used in South Dakora 
quillwork. Her research—funded primarily by nonprofit or- 
ganizations, including the American Indian Service, Inc., of 
Sioux Falls—will be published in a book for Indian 
quillworkers. 

Carolyn Rose, Greta Hansen, and Natalie Firnhaber, 
Anthropology, organized and conducted collections conserva- 
tion programs for Native Alaskan and Javanese museum 


professionals in Anchorage and Semarang, Java. 


Botany 


Dr. Mark Littler and Dr. Diane Littler and Dr. Barrett Brooks 
observed the first known example of a tunicate that kills reef- 
building corals by smothering. Working with postdoctoral fel- 
low Dr. Esperanca Gacia at the Smithsonian Marine Station at 
Link Port in Ft. Pierce, Florida, the Littlers also conducted re- 


search into the green algae Caulerpa. Their work has implica- 


tions for the management of an introduced species of Caulerpa 
now spreading uncontrolled throughout Spain and other 
countries bordering the Mediterranean Sea. 

Dr. Jane Villa-Lobos co-authored Centres of Plant Diversity: 
A Guide and Strategy for Thetr Conservation, Volume 3 (The 
Americas), the culmination of ten years’ research on priority 
sites for botanical conservation in Latin America. 

Alice Tangerini, staff illustrator, traveled to Hawaii to il- 
lustrate living plants at the Lyon Arboretum in Oahu. Her 
drawings of plants in the order Zingiberales, which includes 
ginger, will appear in a major botanical work in progress by 
departmental colleague Dr. John Kress. 


Entomology 


Funded by the Smithson society, the Diptera office in- 
itiated a pilot project to assist Costa Rica in efforts to 
achieve the sustainable use and conservation of the 
country’s wild biodiversity. The project will identify and 
inventory certain flies from Costa Rica in the Smithsonian 
collections, with images of typical specimens. Ultimately, 
databases and images will be made widely available on CD- 
ROM and via the Internet. 

Dr. Dan Polhemus and Hawaiian scientists identified 
several previously unknown species of insects endemic to the 
mountaintops of Hawaii. 

Dr. Donald Davis took part in field studies in Costa Rica to 
determine the diversity of leaf-mining moths within neotropi- 
cal forests. His research suggests that perhaps 99 percent of 
the moths may be new co science. 

Dr. Paul Spangler described three new genera and four new 
species of rare, blind beetles adapted to life underground in 


fresh-water aquifers and springs. 


Invertebrate Zoology 


The International Society of Reef Studies presented Dr. Ian 
Macintyre with the Darwin Medal for lifetime achievement in 
reef research. 

Mark Grygier, a research associate in Dr. Stephen Cairns’s 
laboratory, took part in a survey of parasites of the starfish 
Asterias amurensis. research that may yield biological control 
agents for the starfish, potentially catastrophic pests intro- 
duced into Tasmania. 

Through the Museum’s Senate of Scientists, Dr. David Paw- 
son, NMNH'’s Associate Director for Science, presented lec- 
tures at universities and research institutions on life in the 


deep sea and how little we know about it. 


Mineral Sciences 


Dr. Glenn MacPherson published data that may provide a 
fine-scale chronometer for events in the very early solar sys- 
tem. His work suggests that 2 to 5 million years passed be- 
tween the formation of the first dust particles and the 
accretion of the planets—significantly longer than 


astronomers previously thought. 


Dr. Tim McCoy, a new member of the department, com- 
pleted a study of meteorites that offer insights into the very 
early solar system. 


Paleobiology 


Dr. Conrad Labandeira identified the oldest known insect gall 
on a fossil tree-fern that grew 300 million years ago in a coal- 
swamp forest in what is now Illinois. If, like modern galls, the 
growth is the plant's response to insect attack, the fossil will 
push scientists’ dates for such complex interactions between 
insects and plants 175 million years farther into the past than 
previously thought. 

By studying fossils and sediments in Morocco, a research 
team led by Dr. Richard Benson has established that the 
Mediterranean Sea dried up suddenly 5.6 million years ago 
and stayed dry for 840,000 years, more than twice as long as 
paleobiologists had estimated. 


Vertebrate Zoology 


Dr. Jeffrey Williams—assisted by Museum colleague Dr. 
David Smith, the staff of the Vanuatu Fisheries Department, 
and other scientists— led the first extensive sampling survey 
of the shorefish biodiversity of Vanuatu, in the southwestern 
Pacific. 

Dr. Ron Heyer, Vertebrate Zoology, chairman of the Declin- 
ing Amphibians Populations Task Force, curated the exhibi- 
tion Vanishing Amphibians for the Smithsonian Institution 
Traveling Exhibition Service (SITES). 

Using ultrasound equipment and cameras with sophisti- 
cated multiflash arrays, Dr. Charles Handley and research as- 
sociate Dr. Elizabeth Kalko continued their studies of the 
behavior and ecology of bats in the rain forests of Central and 
northern South America. Many of their photographs and 


recordings are of species not previously documented. 


National Portrait Gallery 


Alan Fern. Director 


The National Portrait Gallery is dedicated to the exhibition 
and study of portraits of people who have made significant 
contributions to American history and culture and to the 
study of the artists who created such portraiture. The Gallery 
sponsors a variety of scholarly and public activities for audien- 
ces interested in American art and American history. 
Collections Acqutsitions—The Department of Painting and 
Sculpture acquired several portraits by important American ar- 
tists, including paintings of Mexican War hero Samuel 
Ringgold by John Vanderlyn and Leonard Wood by John 
Singer Sargent, and a 1942 marble bust of Ginger Rogers by 


Isamu Noguchi. Several portraits have come to the Gallery 
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through bequests, such as Jamie Wyeth’s painting of Lincoln 
Kirstein, and Nathaniel Jocelyn’s 1833 portrait of William 
Lloyd Garrison. One of the Gallery's important purchases was 
a portrait of African American reformer Mary Church Terrell 
by Betsy Graves Reyneau that was originally part of a group 
of paintings commissioned by the Harmon Foundation 
during the 1940s and 1950s. Forty-one of the portraits were 
given to the National Portrait Gallery in 1967, but the Terrell 
portrait remained in the artist's hands until purchased from 
her descendants in 1996. Other important gifts and bequests 
were the portraits of Arthur Sackler, Grant Wood, and Mary 
Leiter, Lady Curzon. 

Acquisitions in the Prints and Drawings Department in- 
cluded purchases of Samuel Laurence’s charcoal of James Rus- 
sell Lowell, portraits of Henry James and Charles Yerkes by 
Max Beerbohm, and drawings of Harpo Marx, Eva Le Gal- 
lienne, and Mae West by Miguel Covarrubias. Gifts included 
Titian Peale’s charcoal self portrait of circa 1845 and Saint- 
Mémin’s 1805 chalk drawing of Dr. Elisha Cullen Dick. In ad- 
dition NPG acquired by partial donation a silk dress of circa 
1927 printed with a portrait caricature design by Ralph 
Barton. 

The Department of Photographs purchased at auction a 
daguerreotype of abolitionist John Brown by an African- 
American daguerreotypist, Augustus Washington. As the ear- 
liest portrait of Brown, this daguerreotype has long been 
known through reproductions, but was until recently assumed 
to be lost. The image probably dates from 1847, the year 
Augustus Washington opened his studio in Hartford. Other 
notable acquisitions include a gift of four photographs of rock 
and roll stars from the 1960s and 1970s, made by Linda Mc- 
Cartney; a daguerreotype portrait of Peter Cooper and his 
family; a portrait of Western explorer John Wesley Powell; a 
self-portrait by celebrity photographer Baron de Meyer; Don 
Larsen pitching a perfect game for the Yankees in the 1956 
World Series; and Julie Harris, Ethel Waters and Carson Mc- 
Cullers on opening night of the Broadway classic “Member of 
the Wedding.” In conjunction with the upcoming exhibition 
and publication, Mathew Brady and the Image of History. 1844— 
1872. scheduled for September 1997, the department acquired 
a photograph published by Mathew Brady in 1862, “Rose 
Greenough and her daughter Rose.” 


Research 


The NMAA/NPG Library completed the accession of 39 boxes 
of material from the library of American folk art collector Her- 
bert Waide Hemphill, Jr., and has begun processing 60 boxes 
of exhibition catalogs received from the National Endowment 
for the Arts. 

The Library purchased 84 microfilm reels of the title The 
E:ghteenth Century: Fine Arts. This is a special subset from the 
British Library's eighteenth century short titles collection 
(items published between 1701-1800). It also purchased 
several CD-ROM titles for the Library's collection: Edward 


Hopper: A Catalog Ratsonne, by Gail Levin; Peter Hassrick’s 
Frederic Remington: A Catalogue Ratsonne of Paintings, Water- 
colors, and Drawings; interactive multimedia CD-ROMs A Pas- 
sion for Art: Renoir, Cezanne, Matisse and Dr. Barnes, and The 
Civil War; Allen Ginsberg’s Holy Soul Jelly Roll; and United 
States Social Security Death Benefit Records. Received on gift or 
exchange were more than 550 items from museums both 
domestic and international. The Library's Gift & Exchange 
program sent I000 items to its exchange partners. The publi- 
cations exchange program remains the most important source 
of exhibition catalogs for the Library, while at the same time 
disseminating the work of NPG and NMAA oo scholarly in- 
stitutions, both in this country and abroad. Several items 
from the Library's collections were shown in “Rebels: Painters 
and Poets of the 1950s;" and two items were loaned to George 
Washington University’s Dimock Gallery exhibition on the 
artist Henry Bacon. 

The Peale Family Papers marked the tsoth year celebration 
of the Smithsonian Institution with two major publications, 
Selected Papers of Charles Willson Peale and His Family, Vol. 4, 
Charles Willson Peale: His Last Years. 1820-1827 (Yale Univer- 
sity Press, New Haven, 1996) and The Peale Family: Creation of 
a Legacy, 1770-1870 (Abbeville Press, New York, 1996), and a 
traveling exhibition, “The Peale Family: Creation of a Legacy, 
1770-1870,” which opened in Philadelphia in November 
1996, and will travel to San Francisco, and Washington, D.C. 

The National Portrait Gallery launched its own site on the 
World Wide Web offering previews and information on Gal- 
lery collections, exhibitions, programs and events, publica- 
tions, and land services. The site features the Portrait 
Gallery's exhibition “1846: Portrait of the Nation,” and 
“Rebels: Painters and Poets of the 1950s,” as well as a section 
spotlighting biographies of celebrated Americans with links 
to related objects and information on other web sites. Visitors 
to the web may also search the Catalog of American Portraits 
for information on more than 10,000 objects in the Gallery's 
collections and more than 60,000 portraits in public and 
private collections across the country. The Portrait Gallery's 
web site address is http://www.npg.si.edu or users may access 
the site through the Smithsonian's home page. 


Exhibitions 


The National Portrait Gallery's celebration of the 150th an- 
niversary began with the installation of the exhibition “1846: 
Portrait of the Nation.” The premier birthday presentation on 
campus for the Smithsonian, this exhibition focused on the 
political, cultural and social character of America in 1846, a 
year bustling with activity, including battles over slavery in 
Congress, the beginning of the Mexican-American war, a 
medical breakthrough in anesthesia, and publication of Her- 
man Melville's Typee. Included was the final version of the act 
creating the Smithsonian Institution, signed into law by Presi- 
dent Polk August 10, 1846. An estimated 200,000 visitors 


came to the exhibition. 


In addition to this anniversary exhibition, the Portrait Gal- 
lery offered a diverse array of shows from “Cecilia Beaux and 
the Arc of Portraiture” and “Rebels: Painters and Poets of the 
1950s” to “Louis Armstrong: A Cultural Legacy” and “Image 
of the President: Photographs by George Tames, 1944-1974.” 

The traveling exhibition program has continued to expand. 
“The Family 1976’: Richard Avedon’s Portraits for Rolling 
Stone,’ “Art and the Camera, 1900-1940: Pictorialist 
Photographs from the National Portrait Gallery” and “From 
Truman to Clinton: Presidents on Time” traveled to such 
diverse sites as the Nelson Atkins Museum of Art in Kansas 
City, Memphis Brooks Museum of Art in Tennessee, Joslyn 
Art Museum in Omaha, Butler Institute of American Art in 
Youngstown, Ohio, Harry S. Truman Library in Inde- 
pendence, Missouri and the Gerald R. Ford Library in Grand 
Rapids, Michigan. 

The Portrait Gallery joined with the Smithsonian's 1soth 
traveling exhibition by lending 36 objects to the twelve venue 
tour including Rembrandt Peale’s porthole portraits of 
George and Martha Washington, paintings of Joe Louis, 
Robert Kennedy and Mary McLeod Bethune, photographs of 
Frederick Douglass, Albert Einstein, Kamehameha III, and 
The Homestead Grays and sculptures of Theodore Roosevelt 
and Booker T. Washington. 

The National Portrait Gallery closed the year with final 
preparations for its second 150th exhibition “Red, Hot & 
Blue! A Salute to American Musicals,” a joint venture with 
the National Museum of American History. Sponsored by Dis- 
cover® Card with additional funding provided by The 
Shubert Foundation, the Ira and Lenore Gershwin 
Philanthropic Fund, Hal and Judy Prince and the Smith- 
sonian Institution Special Exhibition Fund, this exhibition on 
the history of the American musical and the people who gave 
ic life pays tribute to Broadway and Hollywood. Approximate- 
ly four hundred photographs, caricatures, set designs, cos- 
tumes, other memorabilia, and audio and video clips trace the 
musical from its immigrant roots in nineteenth-century 
vaudeville, through its glittering rise on Broadway's “Great 
White Way,” and through Hollywood's gleaming 
soundstages, to its heyday in the 1940s and 1950s, ending 
with the modern musical. 


Publications 


Accompanying the exhibition of the same name, 1846 Portrait 
of the Nation by Margaret C.S. Christman (Smithsonian In- 
stitution Press) was published in April 1996. 1846 has enjoyed 
a wide distribution, having been featured on C-SPAN in an 
interview with auchor/curator Christman and selected for dis- 
semination to the Smithsonian's contributing members. 

Red. Hot & Blue: A Smithsonian Salute to the American Musical 
is a lavishly illustrated publication by Amy Henderson, a cul- 
tural historian at the National Portrait Gallery, and Dwight 
Blocker Bowers, a historian at the National Museum of 


American History. The book spotlights the performers, com- 
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posers, lyricists, impresarios, choreographers, designers, and 
directors who collectively reinvented American culture 
through this most extravagant of twentieth-century art 
forms. This much-anticipated book, published by 
Smithsonian Institution Press, is a Book of the Month 
Club selection. 

Cecilia Beaux and the Art of Portraiture by Tara L. Tappert 
was published in October 1995. This fully illustrated 
catalogue shows the sumptuous work of Gilded Age 
portraitist Cecilia Beaux, whose bravura brushwork and lush 
color place her in the front rank of American painters. 

Ellen Miles was given The Ewell L. Newman Book Award 
by the American Historical Print Collectors Society for her 
publication, Sa:nt-Mémin and the Neoclassical Profile Portrait in 
America (Smithsonian Press, 1994). 


Education 


“MEN of COLOR! To Arms! To Arms!” a reenactment of an 
1863 “Mass Meeting to promote Recruiting Colored Troops 
for Three Years of the War,” was presented during the exhibi- 
tion “Majestic in His Wrath: The Life of Frederick Douglass.” 
Al Freeman as Frederick Douglass joined “Other Distin- 
guished Speakers” and the Massachusetts 54th Regiment to 
reproduce this 19th century event. 

The Portrait Gallery's celebration of the Smithsonian Insti- 
tution’s Isoch Anniversary included thirty performances of 
George Catlin: A Man Called Medicine Paint in conjunction 
with “1846: Portrait of the Nation.” This one-man inter- 
active play chronicling Native American life in the mid- 
nineteenth century was performed by young actor and 
playwright, Christopher Janson. 

For the Smithsonian's tsoth Anniversary Birthday Party on 
the Mall, the Portrait Gallery offered a participatory exhibi- 
tion that asked visitors “Whose portrait do you think should 
be included in the National Portrait Gallery?” Visitors also 
were entertained and enlightened by lectures, performances, 
and an original video. 

The Education Department presented numerous 
programs in conjunction with che exhibition “Louis 
Armstrong: A Cultural Legacy.” During Jazz Day families, 
students, teachers, and jazz enthusiasts of all ages explored 
the music and life of Louis Armstrong. A jazz concert with 
Byron Stripling and the Al Maitlin Questet performed the 
jazz music of America including “Memories of Satchmo,” 
while workshops recreated Afro-Cuban rhythms and ex- 
plored the voice with scatsinging, and the topic of a panel 
discussion was “Jazz as a Symbol of American Freedom.” 
Tours of the exhibition were given to several hundred 
people, and a packet—including slides, audio-tape and 
teaching materials—was given to teachers. “Retro-Louis,” 
a series of six courtyard concerts featuring the music of 
Louis Armstrong was also presented in conjunction with 
the exhibition, supported by a grant from Infiniti Division 
of Nissan Motor Corporation U.S.A. 
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Development 


The major efforts of the Development Office have been 
toward planning for a benefactors group and for the creation 
of The National Portrait Gallery Center for Biographical 
Film, a new, on-site media center dedicated to enlivening the 
study of the great personalities of American history. The Cen- 
ter will expand the concept of portraiture and ensure its 
relevance in the 2Ist century by bringing film into the NPG 
and linking this information with digitized images of the per- 
manent collection. Currently in development is a database of 
all biographic films held in archives throughout the country. 
Advanced computer technology will offer information on lives 
of America's leading statesmen, performers, artists, writers, 
scientists and sports figures. From the casual visitor to the serious 
scholar, image and film will be instantly at the visitor's finger- 
tips. Unilizing the kinetic capabilities of film and video, the 
Biographical Film Center, will make history and biography come 
alive for the next generation. Additional funding is currently 
sought to underwrite the next stages of the program. 


Special Projects 


Conversations with poet Gwendolyn Brooks and graphic artist 
Al Hirschfeld were the latest in the National Portrait 
Gallery's series of “Living Self-Portraits” conducted by Marc 
Pachter, special counselor to the Secretary of the Smithsonian 
Institution, and former assistant director for history and 
public programs at the Gallery. Since 1978, twenty such con- 
versations have been produced by the Gallery and recorded on 
film and videotape. These “Living Self-Portraits,” along with 
other video portraits produced for special exhibitions and 
programs, will become the core of the museum's Center for 
Biographical Film. 


National Zoological Park 


Michael H. Robinson, Director 


During this 1soth anniversary year of the Smithsonian Institu- 
tion, the National Zoological Park continued its metamor- 
phosis into a Biological Park, which endeavors to present the 
complexity, diversity, and interconnectedness of life on earth. 
Reflecting the BioPark mission, two significant new exhibits, 
Think Tank and Pollinarium, were opened in fiscal year 1996. 
The Zoo continues to maintain the Conservation and Research 
Center on 3,150 acres in Front Royal, Virginia, as a major 
animal breeding, conservation, and research center. In addi- 
tion, the Smithsonian Migratory Bird Center became part of 
the Zoo's biological programs division. 

Think Tank, the only zoo or museum exhibit in the nation 


that focuses on the topic of thinking in animals, was opened 


in the beginning of fiscal year 1996. Think Tank encourages 
visitors to consider three facets of thinking: tool use, lan- 
guage, and society. Visitors are challenged with the question: 
Do the complex behaviors of different animals indicate think- 
ing? One innovative Think Tank project, the Orangutan Lan- 
guage Project, attempts to teach these great apes language 
skills through the use of interactive computers—all in view of 
visitors who can pose questions to working scientists. 

The National Zoo established a highly rated Internet web 
site. Visitors to the electronic site can read articles, explore 
the photo gallery, visit exhibits, view slide lectures and films 
of animals—all from the comfort of their homes or schools. In 
addition, a joint National Zoo/Ralston Purina Co. project con- 
nected the computer-using public with cameras covering the 
final days of che pregnancy of an Asian rhino. The on-line 
coverage is designed to raise awareness not only of the two 
partners’ Web sites (http://www.purina.com, 
hetp://www.si.edu/natzoo) but also of the Zoo's efforts in 
breeding endangered species. 

The Friends of the National Zoo (FONZ) initiated its first 
annual ZooFari for Kids —the children’s version of FONZ’s 
annual fund-raising gala. The adult ZooFari and ZooFari for 
Kids together brought in $250,000 for Zoo education, exhibi- 
tion, research and conservation programs. In total, FONZ sup- 
ported the Zoo with more than $1.5 million and over 
100,000 hours of volunteer service. In addition, the new 
ADOPT program is expected to become a significant fund- 
raiser in 1997. 

In May 1996, in what has become a rite of spring at Nation- 
al Zoo, a pair of golden lion ramarin monkeys were moved 
from a enclosure to an open, unfenced release site in a wooded 
tract on Zoo grounds. This year makes the roth anniversary of 
Zoo staff using this “controlled release” technique as part of 
conditioning strategy preparing zoo-raised tamarins for 
reintroduction to the wild. Their natural home is in a reserve 
in the Atlantic coastal forest of Brazil. Since 1984, 169 zoo- 
born and their offspring have joined the remnant wild popula- 
tion of tamarins—all as a result of the National Zoo's work to 
help save the species from extinction. 

The public symposium, Elephants on the Brink: Smithsonian 
Research and Efforts to Conserve the Giant Species, highlighted the 
work of Smithsonian scientists to conserve Asian elephants in 
the wild and at the Zoo. Special presentations were devoted to 
veterinary and pathological detective work on a lethal virus 
that kills young elephants. Another presentation focused on 
collaborative efforts with a visiting scientist from Germany in 
the use of state-of-the-art ultrasound techniques as an aid in 
the Zoo's efforts to develop Asian elephant artificial insemina- 
tion procedures. 

International conservation research projects focusing on 
critical habitat for migratory birds and endangered species is 
being conducted by CRC scientists and collaborators in 
Burma, Egypt, Honduras, Mexico, and many other parts of 
the world. Focal species include the Burmese brow-antlered 


deer, golden cheeked warbler, wood thrush, scarlet canager, 


and Asian elephant. Artificial insemination techniques were 
used for the first time with highly endangered black-footed 
ferrets. This breakthrough technology resulted in five females 
producing fifteen live young. The genetic contribution of 
these parents is critical to preserving a healthy gene pool of 
this extremely rare species, which has survived over the last 
decade only in protected facilities like zoos. 

A team of consulting physicians —who normally creat 
humans—and National Zoo veterinarians conducted state-of- 
the-art cardiovascular examinations of the National Zoo's 
gorillas and orangutans. This collaborative medical project 
was undertaken as an adjunct to yearly physical exams of the 
Zoo's apes. There is little cardiovascular data on great apes in 
zoos, and gorillas, especially, are known to have a relatively 
high incidence of heart disease. These exams will provide a 
baseline of data to which equivalent exams at other zoos can 
be compared. 

Celebrating the Smithsonian's 1soth birthday, the Zoo's 
pavilion on the Mall featured special presentations on animals 
and behind-the-scenes work at the Zoo. Welders, plasterers, 
carpenters, locksmiths, finishers, horticultural experts, 
geneticists, zoologists, nutritionists, veterinary pathologists, 
reproductive physiologists, wildlife ecologists, and, of course, 
animal keepers explained their tasks and accomplishments to 
the delight of thousands of pavilion visitors. 

The Zoo produced two notable books in 1996, including a 
history of zoos entitled New Worlds, New Animals: From 
Menagerie to Zoological Park in the Nineteenth Century (Johns 
Hopkins University Press) and the authoritative Wild Mam- 
mals in Captivity (Chicago University Press), the first modern 
handbook of its kind. 


Smithsonian Astrophysical Observatory 


Irwin I. Shapiro, Director 


The Smithsonian Astrophysical Observatory (SAO) 1s based in 
Cambridge, Massachusetts, where it 1s joined with the Har- 
vard College Observatory (HCO) to form the Harvard-Smith- 
sonian Center for Astrophysics (CfA) under a single director 
to pursue studies of the basic physical processes that deter- 
mine the nature and evolution of the universe. 

Observational data are gathered in part at two field 
facilities: che Fred L. Whipple Observatory (FLW) in 
Arizona and at the Oak Ridge Observatory in Massachusetts. 
The Whipple Observatory includes both 10-m and II-m 
gamma-ray reflectors, a I.2-m imaging telescope, and a I.5-m 
spectroscopic telescope, as well as a number of smaller auto- 
matic photometric telescopes (APTs) and Project IOTA, an op- 
tical and infrared interferometer built in collaboration with 
the universities of Massachusetts and Wyoming and MIT's 
Lincoln Laboratory. FLWO is also the site of the Multiple Mir- 


ror Telescope (MMT), operated jointly with the University of 
Arizona. 

Major support facilities in Cambridge include a panoply of 
computers, from work stations to main frames, connected by a 
local-area network; an on-site astronomical library; a central 
engineering department with numerous workshops, design, 
and drafting facilities; and in-house printing and publishing 
facilities that provide services for research programs. Special 
laboratories are maintained for the radioisotopic, petrologic, 
and mineralogic studies of meteorites, micrometeoroids, and 
lunar samples; for che spectroscopy of atoms and molecules; 
and for the development of instrumentation for astronomy, in- 
cluding advanced infrared and x-ray detectors, fiber-optic-fed 
spectrographs, and atomic maser clocks. 

Major research endeavors include the development of the 
Submillimeter Wave Astronomy Satellite (SW/AS), scheduled 
for launch in 1997; the Submillimeter Array (SMA), now 
under construction on Mauna Kea, Hawaii; a remote telescope 
and observatory for submillimeter astronomy from Antarctica; 
and the conversion of the MMT to a single-mirror instru- 
ment. Various other instruments now under development in- 
clude a High Resolution Imager for the Advanced X-ray 
Astrophysics Facility (AXAF) satellite and the Tethered Satel- 
lite System (TSS). 

Numerous facilities serving the astronomical community 
are located on the grounds of the CfA in Cambridge as well. 
The Institute for Theoretical Atomic and Molecular Physics, 
established in 1988 co attract and encourage talented graduate 
students, emphasizes study of fundamental questions in 
atomic and molecular physics. Other services to the astronomi- 
cal community found at the CfA include the International 
Astronomical Union's Central Telegram Bureau and the 
Minor Planet Center, both of which disseminate information 
on astronomical discoveries worldwide. The gateway for SIM- 
BAD, an international astronomical computer database, is lo- 
cated at the Cambridge site, as is Harvard's extensive 
collection of astronomical photographic plates, one of the 
largest in the world. SAO's selection by the National 
Aeronautics and Space Administration to operate both the 
AXAF Science Center and that spacecraft’s flight Operations 
Control Center also includes myriad research opportunities. 

A number of educational programs designed to improve 
the teaching of pre-college science and mathematics focus on 
the development of curricula materials and the conducting of 
training workshops for educators. Public information 
programs include Monthly Observatory Nights and bi-annual 
Children’s Nights in Cambridge, as well as the operation of a 
Visitors Center at the Whipple Observatory in Arizona, where 
public programs include quarterly Star Parties and guided bus 
tours. 

Highlights of research in 1996 included: 

Using ground-based methods, the Gamma Ray Collaboration 

at SAO’s Fred Lawrence Whipple Observatory discovered a 

new class of active galaxies, which are thought to have mas- 


sive black holes at their center and to be among the most 
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energetic objects in the universe. In fact, the gamma-ray 
emission from Markarian 421 is the most energetic radia- 
tion ever detected by a ground-based observatory. 

The SAO-built Ultraviolet Coronagraph Spectrometer on- 
board the NASA/ESA Solar and Heliospheric Observatory 
(SOHO) satellite made the first ultraviolet images of the ex- 
tended solar atmosphere and recorded surprisingly high 
temperatures for ionized atoms of hydrogen and oxygen 
spewed into space. 

An unusual collaboration between a group of astrophysicists 
at SAO and medical colleagues at Brigham and Women’s 
Hospital in Boston has led to the creation of enhanced Mag- 
netic Resonance Imaging (MRI) techniques for previously 
hard-to-image areas. MRI spectra of hyperpolarized xenon 
gas—originally developed for elemental physics experi- 
ments—inhaled by and dissolved in the body tissues of rats 
suggest improved imaging of human lung, brain, and other 
tissue is possible. 

The first direct image of the surface of a star—other than the 
Sun—is made with the Hubble Space Telescope by an SAO 
astronomer and a colleague. Their observations, directed 
coward the stellar behemoth Betelgeuse, reveal the presence 
of a huge, hort, unexplained bright spot on its surface, 
which is completely different from the multitude of small, 
dark spots seen on the Sun. 

First results from che Anrarctic Submillimeter Telescope and 
Remote Observatory (AST/RO) built and operated by SAO 
and Boston University demonstrate that conditions for sub- 
millimeter-wave astronomy and atmospheric studies are 
better than at any other existing observatory site on Earth. 
The telescope, operating in the 6-month-long night at the 
Amundsen-Scott South Pole Station, also provided unprece- 
dented views of carbon atoms in our Galaxy and ozone 
molecules in the Earth's stratosphere. 

An international team of astronomers including an SAO scien- 
cist produced a “movie” of the expansion of debris from an 
exploding star by using a global network of radio tele- 
scopes. The extraordinary time-lapse sequence of images 
documents the supernova explosion over a I2-month period. 

The Ultraviolet Coronagraph Spectrometer (UVCS), con- 
ceived and designed by SAO scientists to study the solar 
wind by creating a permanent, artificial eclipse to allow 
continuous ultraviolet observations of the Sun's corona, was 
launched from Kennedy Space Flight Center as part of the 
Solar Heliospheric Observatory (SOHO) mission. Built by 
the European Space Agency in cooperation with NASA, 
SOHO is focused on understanding the complex relation- 
ship among the Sun, Earth, and human activities. 
Administrative milestones are the following: 

SAO was selected to operate the flight Operations Control 
Center for the Advanced X-ray Astrophysics Facility 
(AXAF) satellite, now scheduled for launch in 1998. 
Together with the previously awarded contract to operate 
the AXAF Science Center, SAO will be responsible for 


every aspect of the space observatory’s mission after 


launch—from planning observations, to analyzing results, 
to archiving data for the world scientific community. 

SI Secretary I. Michael Heyman and Dr. Yuan-Tseh Lee, Presi- 
dent of the Academia Sinica of Taiwan, signed a partner- 
ship agreement in Honolulu on June 17, 1996, to 
collaborate on, and to provide two antennas for, the Submil- 
limeter Array project now under construction by SAO on 
Mauna Kea, Hawaii. 

In August 1996, the Annenberg/CPB Math and Science 
Project awarded SAO $1.3-million to create, in cooperation 
with the Massachusetts Corporation for Educational 
Telecommunications (MCET), a satellite television service 
and companion World Wide Web site to provide program- 
ming for teachers, schools, and communities, which will 
draw on the Annenberg/CPB Project archival materials. 


Smithsonian Environmental 
Research Center 


David L. Correll, Director 


The Smithsonian Environmental Research Center (SERC) 
maintained its research and education programs with a focus 
on the interactions of plants and animals with their environ- 
ment. Staff moved into a new office building and the Old 
Dominion wing of the Charles Mathias Laboratory Building 
was demolished. 

This year SERC scientists published 29 research papers as a 
result of a series of ongoing atmospheric, terrestrial, and 
aquatic studies. In December, 1994 total ozone in the atmos- 
phere over Mauna Loa, Hawaii dropped to the lowest levels 
observed in over 30 years. These low ozone levels resulted in 
the penetration of much higher levels of ultraviolet radiation 
from the sun, especially in the range of 295 to 305 nm, which 
is much more biologically damaging. 

The concentrations of carbon dioxide in the atmosphere 
have been increasing due to human activities such as combus- 
tion of fossil fuels. SERC scientists have been exposing plant 
communities continuously to concentrations of carbon 
dioxide expected to occur in about 50 years. An oak-palmetto 
scrub ecosystem in Florida responded to this treatment by 
producing almost double the amount of fine roots found in 
controls. These roots make the plants more efficient at com- 
petition for nutrients and water, and are a mechanism for in- 
creased storage of organic carbon below ground. 

Through human activities such as the production of 
nitrogen fertilizers, the rate of nitrogen fixation from the at- 
mosphere has roughly doubled in the last few decades. The in- 
creased rates of fixed nitrogen application to the landscape 


have lead to greatly increased leaching of nitrate into 


oundwater and surface waters and consequent adverse im- 


acts on these systems. Approximately one-third of the 


anthropogenic nitrogen inputs are lost in streams and rivers, 
primarily as nitrate. 

Along the Atlantic Coast of Central America lies the 
second largest coral barrier reef in the World. Many of the 
Cays in chis reef system are dominated by mangrove forests. 
SERC scientists experimentally fertilized plots of the red 
mangrove with phosphorus, nitrogen, or both elements. Phos- 
phorus treatments resulted in greatly increased overall 
growth, leaf area, leaf number, branching, and shoot length, 
while nitrogen treatments had little effect. The phosphorus 
created plants also attracted more herbivorous insects. These 
results were surprising since most marine systems are 
nitrogen limited. 

Mud crabs and the parasitic barnacle Loxothylacus panopaei 
are common in the Rhode River near the SERC laboratory. As 
the barnacle develops in a crab it castrates the host and 
prevents its growth. When immature crabs were exposed to 
barnacle larvae, the survival rate of the crabs to a young adult 
stage was lowered from 50% to 6%. It is believed that these 
parasites have a significant impact on the populations of crabs 
in Chesapeake Bay. In another case the parasitism of one 
dinoflagellate on other species of dinoflagellates was studied. 
Dinoflagellates are microscopic phytoplankton which com- 
monly form red tides in Chesapeake Bay. Infection levels in 
field populations usually ranged from one to 6.5%, but oc- 
casional epidemics of 20 to 80% infection were observed. 
Thus, parasites are important in Chesapeake Bay at both the 
microscopic and macroscopic levels. 

Sea food production and harvesting have impacts on the 
ecology of the area. SERC scientists found that hydraulic 
dredging for soft-shell clams in Chesapeake Bay produces 
higher levels of suspended sediments in shallow water areas, 
which attenuates sunlight and adversely impacts populations 
of submersed higher aquatic plants. Most of the clam boats 
operate in less chan two meters of water and the average area 
of the suspended sediment plume per boat was eight hectares. 
The effects of oyster mariculrure on submersed aquatic vegeta- 
tion were investigated in an estuary in Oregon. Several types 
of oyster culture were found to decrease the abundance of the 
aquatic plants by 75%, apparently due to higher sediment 
deposition and direct physical disturbance. 

An optical water quality model, developed by SERC scien- 
tists in the Rhode River, was applied to the Indian River 
Lagoon in Florida to predict limitations of water quality on 
seagrass populations. A major factor was inputs of humic acid- 
containing waters from local drainage canals. The model ade- 
quately predicted light attenuation and agreed with the 
observed losses in area of seagrass beds. 

Male blue crabs guard their mates before and after mating, 
which occurs after they shed their hard exoskeleton. Studies 
on Chesapeake Bay found that large males were paired with 
mates more often, spent more time competing for mates, were 
more successful at aggressive interactions for females, passed 
more sperm to each female, and mated with larger, more 


fecund females. Male guarding durations were long enough to 
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protect the female during her vulnerable to predation 
phase following shedding until the new exoskeleton begins 
to harden. Over fishing for large male blue crabs may 
bring about long-term detrimental effects on population 
dynamics. 

The education program at SERC also had a successful year. 
Many visiting groups took part in such activities as the Java 
History Trail, che Discovery Trail, canoeing on the tidal creek, 
and estuarine activities in the shoreline area. These groups in- 
cluded handicapped, elderly, children, and minorities. SERC 
also hosted a large number of workshops and educational out- 
ings for teachers, administrators, and scientists. At SERC 
these groups can combine meetings and lectures with seeing 
field research in action within a wide variety of natural 
habitats. 

SERC also continued a very successful work/learn intern- 
ship program for undergraduate and beginning graduate stu- 
dents. This is a competitive international program. 
Prospective interns apply to work with a SERC staff scientist 
or educator on a specific project. In addition, SERC staff and 
facilities attracted a large number of graduate students, 


postdoctoral fellows, and visiting scientists. 


Smithsonian Tropical Research Institute 


Ira Rubinoff, Director 


The Smithsonian Tropical Research Institute (STRI) is com- 
mitted to the study of the organisms, ecosystems, and peoples 
of the world’s tropics. Based in the Republic of Panama, STRI 
operates modern laboratories, tropical forest and marine field 
stations, a research vessel, and a comprehensive tropical scien- 
ces library. These facilities are used not only by STRI's 34 staff 
scientists, but also by hundreds of visiting scientists and stu- 
dents every year. 

As the international celebration of the Smithsonian's 150th 
anniversary, STRI and the University of Panama hosted the 
8th International Coral Reef Symposium (ICRS) from June 
24-29, 1996, held ar the ATLAPA Convention Center in 
Panama City, Republic of Panama, for the first cime in Latin 
America. The symposium was officially inaugurated by 
Panama's president Dr. Ernesto Perez Balladares and brought 
together some 1,300 professionals from 58 countries, almost 
twice as many as for any previous Coral Reef Symposium, held 
every four years. The symposium’s organizing committee was 
able to support 132 junior scientists from developing nations 
who attended the Symposium, thanks to the InterAmerican 
Development Bank, the United Nations Environment 
Programme and the International Oceanographic Commission 
(UNESCO). 

The bilingual (Spanish-English) exhibition: Nuestros Ar- 
recifes: Unidos por el Caribe/Our Reefs: Caribbean Connections 
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also opened as the centerpiece of the Symposium's public pro- 
gram and will remain open to the public at STRI's Marine Ex- 
hibitions Center in Panama until December 1996. The 
exhibit, focusing on coral reef ecology and conservation in the 
Caribbean Basin, was supported by the InterAmerican 
Development Bank, the United Nations Environment 
Programme and the Smithsonian Special Exhibition Fund. 
Next year the exhibit will travel to countries throughout the 
region, opening at the Miami International Airport in January 
1997. 

The 8th ICRS also sponsored a series of three public lec- 
tures on coral reefs and a public forum on the role of coastal 
peoples in coral reef management, which were widely at- 
tended and supported by Panamanian corporations and inter- 
national conservation organizations. 

As part of STRI's celebration of SI's 150th anniversary and 
STRI's soth anniversary, on March 12, 1996, STRI's Culebra 
Marine Exhibitions Center was officially opened by Panama's 
President Dr. Ernesto Perez Balladares and First Lady Dora 
Boyd de Perez Balladares, with the attendance of the Smith- 
sonian Provost Dr. Dennis O'Connor and members of the 
Fundacién Smithsonian de Panama, the local donor group 
that supports the Center. Located on a scenic island overlook- 
ing the entrance to the Panama Canal, the Center includes an 
exhibition on Panama's marine environments and resources, a 
nature trail, outdoor aquaria, and classroom facilities, the lat- 
ter made possible thanks to the U.S. Department of Defense 
Legacy Fund. Dedicated to the understanding and conserva- 
tion of our marine environments, the Cencer has drawn more 
than 29,000 visitors this fiscal year. 

Also as part of Isoth anniversary STRI organized a series of 
12 monthly public lectures at Panama City’s Parque Natural 
Metropolitano. The lectures given in Spanish by members of 
the STRI community have been a successful means to inform 
students and the public at large about che wide-range of 
topics studied by the international group of researchers at 
STRI. 

To celebrate the Smithsonian Birthday Party on the Mall, 
August 10-11, STRI developed a tropical pavilion “Panama: 
Where Land Meets Sea,” in collaboration with the Embassy of 
Panama. Many of the 800,000 participants visited STRI's 
pavilion to experience the culture, sites and sounds of the 
tropics, and learned about STRI's history of research and ex- 
ploration in Panama. Subsequently, che stand prepared for this 
event: “Panama: the Living Laboratory,” travelled to Panama's 
western province of Bocas del Toro for the “Feria del Mar” 
held from September 26-29, 1996. 

On August 6, 1996, Panama's Interoceanic Regional 
Authority, which oversees land use in the Canal Area, signed a 
renewable agreement which granted STRI continued use of its 
present installations for at least 20 years after the year 2000. 
In compliance with the Carter-Torrijos Treaty of 1979, the 
Panama Canal and most other remaining U.S. properties in 
the country will revert to the Republic of Panama on Decem- 
ber 31, 1999. In advance of this event, STRI has been negotiat- 


ing new working agreements with its host country in order 
to ensure its ability to carry out its mission into the next 
century. 

STRI’s Tropical Forest Canopy research program received a 
major boost with che donation of a tower crane by the govern- 
ment of Denmark through the United Nations Environment 
Programme. Funds for fellowships for advanced training of 
junior scientists from Latin America were also part of this 
donation. The new crane, with a 180-foot boom offering ac- 
cess to more than two acres of canopy, will be erected in 
moist forest on Fort Sherman near the Caribbean coast. 
This site has twice the rainfall of the area presently being 
studied with the original crane, a tropical dry forest near 
the Pacific coast. 

The Center for Tropical Forest Science completed the third 
recensus of its 50-hectare Forest Dynamics Plot on Barro 
Colorado Island in Panama. The recensus, which entailed 
remeasuring a quarter million trees of over 300 species, 
revealed several surprises. Researchers found, for example, 
that mortality and new tree growth changed dramatically 
over the course of 13 years. 

STRI initiated several new projects and cooperative agree- 
ments with international organizations and with academic in- 
stitutions. In collaboration with INRENARE, Panama's 
National Institute of Renewable Natural Resources, and 
funded by the U.S. Agency for International Development, 
STRI is developing a long-term monitoring program for the 
Panama Canal Watershed. The International Tropical Timber 
Organization, with funds from Japan, Switzerland, the U.S., 
and Norway has approved a joint STRI-INRENARE Applied 
Forestry Research Project for Darien Province on two key 
commercial species cative, an important timber tree, and 
tagua, of ivory-nut, which provides a substitute for elephant 
ivory. 

STRI has also signed agreements with Panama's National 
Institute of Hydrological Resources and Electrification, which 
manages important tropical forest watersheds. This agreement 
provides STRI access to a small field station at Fortuna in 
Panama's Chiriqui Highlands. Agreements were signed also 
with the University of Panama, to renew the existing coopera- 
tive program, and with Princeton University, for educational 
programs in tropical biology. 

STRI hosted the Panama-Costa Rica Molecular Biology 
Workshop held at the Tupper Center from Jan 22-23, to ex- 
change information between molecular biology laboratories in 
both countries. Most participants came from the University of 
Costa Rica, the University of Panama and Universidad Santa 
Maria La Antigua. 

The University of Panama and the Smithsonian Tropical 
Research Institute sponsored the workshop “Mosses and Liver- 
worts as Indicators of Biodiversity in Tropical America” held 


at the University of Panama Department of Botany from I to 


servationists, environmenralists, biology and forestry stu- 


dents. The Workshop was part of a European Union grant 

to produce a two-volume illustrated Guide to the Bryophytes 

of Tropical America by S. R. Gradstein, $. Churchill and 

N. Salazar Allen. Objectives of the workshop were to train 
non-bryologists and biologists in the basic tools of bryophyte 
identification using a draft of the Guide to test it as a work- 
able tool. 

STRI's bilingual travelling exhibit “Parting the Green Cur- 
tain” continued its travels through Latin America, opening in 
December 1995 at the Federal University of Parana in 
Curitaba, Brazil, ics eighth country. The exhibit will remain 
in Brazil this fiscal year and will then continue on its travels 
to Argentina in 1997. 

Two important constructions projects were completed this 
fiscal year: STRI's Center for Tropical Paleoecology and Ar- 
chaeology (CTPA) and STRI's new Logistics Center. The 
CTPA, a former hospital laboratory building dating back to 
the Canal construction era, used to house STRI’s headquarters 
in the sixties and seventies. This newly renovated facility will 
bring together STRI's multidisciplinary program that studies 
the past history of tropical environments. Early next fiscal 
year maintenance and logistical support personnel will move 
from the Naos Shop, a World War I building, to the new 
Logistical facility in the Tupper Center area to provide better 
centralized support. The former Naos Shop will be renovated 
to accommodate the molecular evolution program. 

STRI said farewell this year to five members of its support 
and maintenance staff who elected to retire: Nicolas Almanza, 
documents expediter for the Office of External Affairs; Ricar- 
do Cortez, maintenance leader on Barro Colorado Island; Luis 
Cruz, cook-seaman of vessel the R.V Urraca; Everardo Curney, 
mail expediter for the Procurement Department, and Carlos 
Espinoza, maintenance worker on Barro Colorado Island. 

Eileen Jones, formerly with the SI Office of Public Affairs, 
joined the STRI Washington Office as its new Grants Pro- 
gram Specialist. 

STRI's Information Technology Office developed the STRI 
homepage on the INTERNET. Programmed to constantly 
develop, the new homepage will provide information on STRI 
facilities and research to wider audiences. 

Director Ira Rubinoff and Staff scientist Mary Jane West- 
Eberhard were selected this year as members of the American 
Academy of Arts and Sciences. Rubinoff was selected for his 
contributions to academic and research administration and 
West-Eberhard for her work in evolutionary and population 
biology and ecology. STRI’s Anibal Verlade, Naos scientific 
coordinator, and José Sanchez, janitor on Barro Colorado Is- 
land, received Unsung Heroes Awards, and Georgina de Alba, 
assistant director for fellowships and education, was one of 
this year's recipients of the Secretary's Award for Excellence in 
Exhibits and Public Programs. 

Members of the SI Women’s Committee visited the various 
STRI facilities in Panama from January 14-20. From March 
1o—15 the new SI provost Dennis O'Connor made his first visit 
to STRI. 
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Center for Museum Studies 


Rex M. Ellis, Director 


The Center for Museum Studies (CMS) is an outreach office of 
the Smithsonian that helps museums fulfill their public ser- 
vice mission. Each year the center offers the museum com- 
munity a series of workshops and seminars, fellowships, 
internships and museology advice and information services. 

New initiatives in 1996: the center expanded its electronic 
outreach with increased presence on the World Wide Web 
and with the commercial service, America-On Line; began a 
new fellowship program in Latino Studies; started a new in- 
tern service with the SI Office of Government Relations to en- 
courage Smithsonian interns to meet with their congressional 
representatives; and welcomed Stephen E. Weil, retiring 
Deputy Director of the Hirshhorn Museum and Sculpture 
Garden as the newly created Emeritus Senior Scholar at the 
center. 

Special 1996 CMS programming highlights: The center par- 
ticipated in a pilot program with the Smithsonian Associates 
to design and deliver unique museum programming toa 
group of executives from Kraft Foods. The workshop, “Telling 
Your Story with Stuff,” June 7, engaged twenty Kraft Execu- 
tives in constructing small-scale exhibitions about topics of in- 
terest to them. CMS also coordinated a round table discussion, 
October 12, for Smithsonian administrative and management 
staff featuring recipients of the Robert A. Brooks Award for 
Administrative Excellence. 

As with other Smithsonian offices, the major event of the 
year for the center was connected to the Institution's year-long 
I5oth anniversary celebration. CMS made a major contribu- 
tion to the field of museum studies when it coordinated 
“Museums for the New Millennium,” a symposium for the 
museum community held in Washington, DC September 5-7, 
1996. A subcommittee of the Smithsonian's Isoth committee, 
formed in 1994, began planning the symposium. The Center 
for Museum Studies agreed to be the organizing office for the 
event and assumed full responsibility for program develop- 
ment and faculty recruitment in May, 1996. The resulting pro- 
gram brought together museum professionals from the 
United States and abroad to explore the implications of radi- 
cal social, economic, technological and political change on the 
nature and structure of museums for the coming decades. 

Through plenary and break-out sessions, symposium 
speakers and participants identified and interpreted sig- 
nificant emerging issues in the field, disseminated new infor- 
mation and diverse perspectives, and examined the role and 
function of museums in the 21st century. A special feature of 
the symposium was a technology showcase held during the 
afternoons of September 6 and 7. Museums from across the 
Smithsonian, the US, Canada, and France made presentations 
about innovative museum-related multimedia and Inter- 
net/World Wide Web projects. 
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Nancy Fuller, Research Manager for the Center for Museum 
Studies, served as the Coordinator for the symposium with as- 
sistance from Bruce Craig, Communication Manager, who 
also, along with Magdalena Mieri, Program Specialist at the 
Center, coordinated the Technology Showcase. Ms. Mieri, 
along with Bettie Lee, Programs Coordinator, and Tiphanie 
Richardson, Director's Secretary at the center, assisted in 
overall symposium development, marketing and logistical 
arrangements. 

In June, the center created a website (http://www.si.edu/ 
cms/newmil.htm) for the symposium, including a preliminary 
agenda, registration form and other information. In a first for 
the Institution, the entire symposium was presented on the 
World Wide Web. Complete proceedings and photographs 
taken during the program were placed on the Web within 24 
hours of the symposium, allowing anyone with Internet access 
to “attend.” Subsequently, electronic footnotes and other 
materials have been added to the site, along with areas for 
visitors to make comments and read those of others regarding 
both the symposium and the Web site. The symposium Web 
site has received hundreds of “hits” or visits and has already 
been incorporated into the curricula of several graduate 
museum studies programs in the US and Canada. The center 
is now working with che American Association of Museums 
on a publication of the symposium proceedings, to be ready in 
early 1997. 

Despite two federal government shutdowns, winter 
weather, and Isoth anniversary participation, the center main- 
tained a full calendar of its regular offerings to the museum 
community in seven areas: 

1. The center continued its role as a leader in Smithsonian 
initiatives for the Latino/a community. Magdalena Mieri coor- 
dinated “Interpreting Latino Cultures: Research and 
Museums,” June 16-28, an annual partnership program with 
the Inter University Program for Latino Research. A new fel- 
lowship program, also under the coordination of Ms. Mier, 
began in 1996. The Graduate Student Fellowships in Latino 
Studies, funded by the Smithsonian Institution's Latino Initia- 
tive Pool, began in 1996. The center is currently seeking funds 
from outside sources to make the program self-reliant. Fellows 
selected for 1996 were: 

M. Lorena Chambers, University of Michigan Department 
of History, who explored the gendered representations of the 
body in visual images that targeted the Mexican communities 
in the United States between 1919 to 1945. Fath Ruffins, His- 
torian at the Archives Center, National Museum of American 
History, and Marvette Perez, Curator at the same museum, 
served as Ms. Chambers’ sponsors. 

Alicia M. Gamez, Stanford University Department of 
Modern Thought and Literature, investigated how the 19th 
century American conception of race changes through the len- 
ses of both textual and visual discourses. Linda Tucker, curator 
in the Department of Biological Sciences at the National 
Museum of American History, along with Fath Ruffins and 
Marvette Perez served as Ms. Gamez's sponsors. 


John McKiernan Gonzalez, University of Michigan, 
Department of History, used archival collections to compare 
the conflicts over public health, medical care and modern- 
ization in E] Paso and Puerto Rico between 1880 and 1940. 
Dr. Ramunas Kondratas, curator, Division of Science, 
Medicine and Society at the National Museum of American 
History served as Mr. McKiernan Gonzalez’s sponsor. 

Aurora Santillan, University of California, Santa Barbara, 
Department of History, chronicled the history of Mexicana 
and Chicana workers in Los Angeles during the period be- 
tween I900 and WWII. Dr. Spencer Crew, director of the Na- 
tional Museum of American History, served as Ms. Santillan’s 
sponsor. 

Jonathan Yorba, University of California at Berkeley, 
Department of Ethnic Studies, researched American paintings 
depicting mestizo/a imagery from 1848 to 1967. Andrew Con- 
nors, Associate Curator at the National Museum of American 
Art, served as Mr. Yorba’s sponsor. 

2. Bob Kidd, Program Coordinator at the center, developed 
the annual Awards for Museum Leaderships seminar, held this 
year July 15-19. The 1996 curriculum once again emphasized 
problem-solving strategies, communication skills and team 
building techniques. Faculty for the program included Dr. 
Lawrence J. Pijeaux, Executive Director, Birmingham Civil 
Rights Institute, Birmingham, AL; Jane Delgado, Executive 
Director, The Bronx Museum of the Arts, Bronx, NY; and Dr. 
Lonnie G. Bunch, Associate Director for Historical Resources, 
National Museum of American History, Washington, DC. 

3. The American Indian Museum Studies (AIMS) Program 
at the center, managed by Karen Cooper, offered three 
programs during the year: “Planning and Managing Museums 
for Public Audiences,” April 22-25, hosted by the Mash- 
natucket Pequot Museum and Research Center, Mashnatuck- 
et, CT; “Introduction to Archival Research,” June 3-8, 
co-sponsored with the National Museum of the American In- 
dian and held in Washington, DC; and “Creating a 
Repository: Making Decisions about Collections,” September 
10-13, hosted by the Menominee Historic Preservation Office, 
Keshena, WI. The program produced the third issue of 
“Perspectives,” a resource for tribal museums, featuring an ar- 
ticle on the value of museum service organizations to tribal 
museums and cultural centers. AIMS also sponsored an intern- 
ship position at the Smithsonian Anthropology Library. La- 
Homa Lee, a Navajo student at Stanford University, spent 8 
weeks during the summer learning library techniques and 
preservation methods, with a focus on making Native 
American materials more accessible to library patrons. 

4. The center's annual series of workshops in basic museum 
operations, coordinated by Nancy Fuller, offered three 
programs in 1996: “Introduction to Museum Management,” 
January 22-26; “Introduction to Creating Museum Exhibi- 
tions,” April 15-19; and “Introduction to Caring for Museum 
Collections,” Seprember 16-20. 

Nancy Fuller also continued her direction of the Fellow-

ships in Museum Practice which enables museum profes- 


sionals to undertake original research in museum theory and 
operations, using resources and facilities at the Smithsonian 
Institution. 1996 Appointments to the program were: Jennifer 
Anderson-Lawrence, Site Director Philipsburg Manor, 
Westchester, New York; Project Title: “The Nursery of Living 
Thought: The Role of Education at the National Museum of 
American History.” Pamela Henson, Smithsonian Institution 
Archives, served as project sponsor. 

Maria Christina Barbosa de Almeida, Coordinator, 

Database on Preservation of Cultural Heritage, Universidad 
de Sao Paulo, Sao Paulo, Brazil. Project title: “Possibilities 
and strategies for implementing the museum library into the 
activities of other museum departments.” Cecilia Chin, 
Librarian, National Museum of American Art/National 
Portrait Gallery, served as project sponsor. 

Ann E. Denkler, Curator, Greenbelt Museum, Greenbelt, 
Maryland. Project title: “Interpreting Utopia Through Inter- 
active Community Experiences in Greenbelt, Maryland.” 
Zahava Doering, Director, Institutional Studies Office, served 
as project sponsor. 

David Keller, Exhibit Designer/Board Member, Back To 
Nature Wildlife Refuge, Orlando, Florida. Project title: 
“Design and construction of low-cost exhibits/habitats for 
wildlife rehabilitation and small zoo facilities.” John 
Seidensticker and Benjamin Beck, National Zoological Park, 
served as project sponsors. 

6. Under the coordination of CMS staff member Elena 
Mayberry, and assisted by Allison Wickens, the center's Intern 
Services for the Institution expanded programming and coun- 
seling services for both Smithsonian interns and prospective 
applicants. In FY 96, Intern Services provided orientation and 
registration programs for 663 interns at the Institution; or- 
ganized a series of brown bag lunches, including a special 
1soth anniversary series for interns during the summer 
months; offered a series of behind-the-scenes tours of 
museums and organizations around the Washington, DC area; 
and produced the annual Museum Careers Seminar series, July 
19-30. The center began a new initiative this year with the Of- 
fice of Governmental Relations (OGR). Following an orienta- 
tion session led by John Berry, director of OGR, interns are 
encouraged co visit Capitol Hill and meet with their congres- 
sional representatives. To kick off the program, a special recep- 
tion was held July 17 at the Russell Office Building featuring 
remarks from Sen. Bill Bradley (D-NJ). 

7. The Museum Intern Partnership Program, coordinated 
by Bruce Craig and Elena Mayberry, hosted two interns in 
1996. Catrina Hill, a student at Wayne State University, 
worked in a partnership project between the National Air and 
Space Museum and the National Museum of the Tuskegee Air- 
men in Detroit. Ms. Hill was the 1996 recipient of the Vin- 
cent Wilkinson Internship, established in 1995 to provide 
funding for African American students in the program. Rosa 
Fernandez, a graduate of New York University, worked in a 
partnership project between the Archives of American Art 


and the OAS Art Museum of the Americas in Washington. 
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Ms. Fernandez’s participation in the program was funded 
through the center's graduate student seminar and fellowships 
in Latino Studies program. Related to the partnership pro- 
gram, CMS Director Rex Ellis and Intern Services Coor- 
dinator Elena Mayberry met during the year with faculty and 
administrators from Pennyslvania State University and 
Montgomery County Community College to discuss ways 
that students from these schools could participate as interns in 
the Museum Intern Partnership program. Discussions with 
these two schools and with other organizations will continue 
into 1997. 

The center plans in FY 1997 include strengthening its 
electronic outreach and programming to both the museum 
community and the general public and to continue providing 
quality service to the museum profession. 


Office of Exhibits Central 


Michael A. Headley, Director 


The Office of Exhibits Central (OEC) is the Smithsonian 
Institution's largest and most comprehensive exhibit 
producer. OEC is expert in the specialized needs of the design, 
production, and installation of traveling, temporary, and per- 
manent exhibitions. The organization's exhibit specialists 
form teams with curators and subject-matter experts to 
prepare exhibitions that meet the highest standards of educa- 
tional effectiveness and accessibility. OEC’s facilities handle 
many aspects of Smithsonian exhibitions, including design, 
editing, graphics, modelmaking, fabrication, crating, and in- 
stallations. OEC is also involved in concept development, ob- 
ject selection, product research, and prototype testing. Staff 
makes recommendations about the need for conservation assis- 
tance and conducts training in exhibit design and production. 
1996—with all its challenges as the Smithsonian's Isoth an- 
niversary—played to OEC’s strengths. It demonstrated how 
OEC maintains the flexibility and efficiency of a first-class ser- 
vice organization. At the same, it revealed the capacity of its 
highly skilled staff for taking a proactive stance when ap- 
propriate. It also put to the test OEC’s practice of producing 
the highest-quality exhibits possible with the greatest num- 
ber of cost-saving measures. For the Unsung Heroes project, 
OEC'’s cost of production was one-fourth chat of an outside 
contractor. 

Despite its capability to produce “turnkey” exhibitions, 
OEC also provides extensive service to the SI in its ability to 
provide specialized or focused services. In 1996 such services 
included OEC-fabricated plexiglass vitrines for che Hirshhorn 
Museum and milkweed models for the Natural History 
Museum. 

In a year in which so many offices, museums, and bureaus 


were particularly keen to perform outreach in the form of ex- 
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hibits and public programs, OEC distinguished itself as an all- 
in-one service for making exhibits happen. 


Isoth Anniversary Celebration 


OEC's versatility played a critical role in some of the most 
visible aspects of the Smithsonian's 150th Anniversary Celebra- 
tion. A sampling of OEC’s credits reads as follows: designed, 
produced, and installed the Smzthson's Gift exhibit in the 
Smithsonian Building; presented to the public in the form of 
live as well as static displays as part of the Folklife Festival 
and of the Birthday Party on the Mall; guided material 
aspects of Unsung Heroes staff award series (in addition, 
Glenn Adams, James Carr, Paul Rhymer, and Robert Peran- 
toni of OEC staff were selected as Unsung Heroes); prepared a 
wide variety of interior and exterior signage related to cor- 
porate sponsorship and advertising for the Institution; 
produced Community Photo Contest display at American His- 
cory Museum; led brainstorming sessions leading up to design 
of new SI Mace; and designed new Smithsonian flag. 

OEC also designed, edited, produced, and installed the ex- 
hibition Artists at Work: A Celebration of Staff Creativity at the 
International Gallery; in a few months, designed, edited, 
produced, and installed Storzes of the People exhibition at Arts 
and Industries for the National Museum of the American In- 
dian working with a large team of SI staff and outside 
specialists; and developed and installed the Smzthson to Smith- 
sonian exhibition for the SI Libraries at the Dibner Library 
working with curatorial staff in various offices. 


SITES 


Over the years, the majority of OEC’s work has been for the 
Smithsonian Institution Traveling Exhibition Service (SITES). 
OEC is expert in the specialized needs of traveling exhibits, 
from communicating to especially diverse audiences to achiev- 
ing lightweight durability to facilitating installation and 
deinstallation. Just as OEC has kept up with sweeping chan- 
ges in the world of museum exhibits, it has also kept pace 
wich changes in SITES’ organization and exhibit program. 

In addition to a wide range of exhibition development and 
production services, OEC provides SITES with special ser- 
vices, including shipping, receiving, crating, and object 
processing. OEC also handles dispersals and refurbishments 
for SITES. In 1996 OEC refurbishments of SITES exhibitions 
included Try This On. Full Deck Art Quilts. Constance Larrabee. 
More Than Meets the Eye, and Ocean Planet. Dispersals included 
Before Freedom Came. Two Eagles. and Lours Armstrong: A Cul- 
tural Legacy. 

Increasingly, OEC is involved early in SITES’ development 
process as consultants. OEC aided SITES in selecting an out- 
side design firm and a fabrication company, for the Jazz Age in 
Parts exhibition. With the Ocean Apart exhibition, OEC 
brainstormed and consulted on everything from concept to 
gallery lighting. 


In collaboration with SITES, OEC developed a UPS stand- 
ard shipping crate to make OEC-designed small-format ex- 
hibition structures even more viable for SITES’ clients. 

1996 SITES projects included Prairte Schoolhouse, ArTrain, 
Whispered Silences, Voyages and Visions, Earth 2U. the SITES 
booth ac the American Association of Museums Annual Con- 
ference, Mysterious Manatees, Vanishing Amphibians, and An 
Ocean Apart. 


Range of Clients 


Some of the clients who were served by OEC in 1996 include 
the Office of Horticulture (Posy Holders exhibition in the Arts 
and Industries Building), Postal Museum (Jeanette Cantrell 
Rudy Federal Duck Stamp Gallery), VIARC (folding screen), 
Center for Arctic Studies (a Russian version of the smaller 
English version of SITES’ Crossroads of Continents exhibition, 
all of which OEC created), the Natural History Museum 
(Ocean Planet, (NMNH in conjunction with SITES} Mysterious 
Manatees ), Center for African American History.and Culture 
(Visual Journal and several installations), International Gallery 
(Picturing Natural History, Voyages and Vistons, and others), the 
Office of the Provost (an exhibit case at the Baltimore- 
Washington International Airport), and STRI (Where Land 
Meets Sez). 

OEC has enjoyed an especially close relationship with the 
International Gallery over the years. As the International 
Gallery's exhibit support team, OEC has developed a keen 
awareness of the challenges and opportunities of that exhibit 
space. The office has assisted the Gallery in strategizing how 
to maximize its space for aesthetic, didactic, and program- 
matic purposes. 

In FY 96 OEC renewed its relationship with the Anacostia 
Museum and began service to the newly created Center for 
African American History and Culture. 


Miscellaneous Services 


In 1996 OEC provided service to the SI through more than 
100 projects as varied as the broad range of skills of its staff. 
OEC’s contributions are not always as readily apparent as 
Voyages and Visions, Stories of the People. Smithson's Gift. and 
other of the office’s high-profile exhibits. Some of the office's 
efforts are behind the scenes yet critical to various aspects of 
the Institution's mandate. 

Among the exhibit services the office provided were exhibi- 
tion lighting (Ocean Apart for SITES, as well as Voyages and 
Visions. Artists at Work: A Celebration of Staff Creativity. Strong 
Hearts. and other projects for the International Gallery), 
fabrication of plexiglass vitrines (Hirshhorn Museum and the 
We. the People exhibition at the American History Museum), 
and illustrations (Where Land Meets Sea exhibition for STRI 
and illustrations for the Zoo). 

OEC also designed and produced signage for a number of 


clients and venues, including the Arts and Industries Build- 


ing, the Office of the Secretary, the Office of Horticulture’s 
Discover Orchids exhibit, and the Center for Museum Studies. 
OEC exhibits specialists created props for the SI Women's 
Committee's annual holiday dance and restored murals for the 
South America Hall at the Natural History Museum. 

In 1996 OEC performed a number of installations, includ- 
ing Smithson’s Gift (Smithsonian Building), Viswal Journal 
(Arts and Industries Building, for Center for African 
American History and Culture), Artist License: The Duck Stamp 
Story Jeanette Cantrell Rudy Gallery, National Postal 
Museum) Science and the Artist's Book (Dibner Library, 
American History Museum, for SI Libraries), Equal Rights and 
Justice (at the Arts and Industries Building, for Center for 
African American History and Culture), Ocean Planet (Natural 
History Museum), Stortes of the People (Arts and Industries 
building, for NMAI), and Smzthson to Smithsonian (Dibner 
Library, American History Museum, for SI Libraries). 

OEC also refurbished a number of exhibit elements and ex- 
hibits, including components of the traveling Spiders! exhibi- 
tion for the Natural History Museum. 


Computers 


OEC made enormous strides toward the use of computers in 
the design and production of exhibits at OEC. Under the 
guidance of an in-house Systems Manager and Automation 
Committee, OEC made automation its number one recipient 
of financial resources. OEC more than doubled its available 
computer hardware in FY96. OEC also began a computer- 
aided design training program for its Design staff. 


Educational Outreach 


OEC taught a plexiglass seminar as well as several seminars 
and workshops for the Center for Museum Studies on exhibi- 
tion development, design, editing, and production. OEC edit- 
ing staff lectured on exhibit writing and on accessibility 
issues in exhibit labeling to community groups and to par- 
ticipants in a Museum Education Roundtable seminar at the 
National Building Museum. OEC staff also led a Corcoran 
School of Art tour, a Study Tour and Demonstration for 
Teenage Mothers (with the Center for Folklife Studies and 
Cultural Programs), and a number of tours of the OEC facility 
for visiting museum professionals from around the country 
and the world. 


Consultation 


As always, OEC staff served as an Institution-wide resource on 
a variety of subjects. Several staff provided consultation for 
STRI's coral reef exhibition. A staff exhibits editor was con- 
tent advisor/editor for che Smithsonian Guidelines for Accessible 
Exhibition Design. OEC has maintained a close relationship 
with a museum development project in Ghana, through the 
International Center. 
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OEC has taken a proactive role in seeking and training in- 
terns and volunteers in all areas of its work. 


Organizational Development 


In implementing team approaches under development for 
several years, OEC has enabled staff to better share skills 
among the departments. Some staff have spent time working 
in other departments, and in general more time is devoted to 
sharing information among workers. This cross-shop staffing 
approach is a key element in the expansion and contraction of 
critical areas of OEC when special and/or short-lead-time re- 
quests occur. Having a team-leader structure as opposed toa 
traditional supervisory structure has proved to be extremely ef- 
fective among this staff of highly skilled specialists. 


National Science Resources Center 


Douglas Lapp, Executive Director 


The National Science Resources Center (NSRC), operated 
jointly by the Smithsonian Institution and the National 
Academy of Sciences, advocates an inquiry-centered, hands-on 
approach to science education. In inquiry-centered science, 
students learn to ask questions, gather information, develop 
theories, plan and carry out investigations, and communicate 
their ideas. The NSRC collects and publishes information 
about current science teaching resources, develops innovative 
curriculum materials, and sponsors activities to help teachers 
and administrators develop and sustain effective hands-on 
science programs. Scientists and engineers from academia and 
the business community, as well as educators, play a strong 
role in the development and implementation of NSRC 
programs. 

In its tenth year of working to improve the quality of 
science education for all children, the NSRC can point toa 
number of significant accomplishments, including publishing 
two books that support science education reform efforts, com- 
pleting ics elementary school science curriculum, and hosting 
its 12th and 13th National Science Education Leadership 
Institutes. 

Resources for Teaching Elementary School Science. a completely 
revised edition of the NSRC’s best-selling annotated guide to 
exemplary inquiry-centered science curriculum materials and 
sources of support for schools, was published in March 1996. 
This 312-page book provides educators with a wealth of infor- 
mation and expert guidance for selecting resources to teach 
elementary school science. The NSRC also continued review- 
ing materials for a companion volume on middle school 
science resources. 

Science for All Children: A Guide to Improving Elementary 


Science Education in Your School District was completed in Sep- 
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tember 1996. This book describes the NSRC’s approach to im- 
plementing an inquiry-based science education program at 
the elementary school level. It presents a rationale for inquiry- 
based science, describes the five elements of the NSRC model 
for systemic science education reform, and profiles eight 
school districts that have created successful elementary science 
programs. 

The NSRC completed its Science and Technology for 
Children (STC) curriculum project, a 24-unit program of 
science instruction for children in grades one through six. The 
STC units produced this year include Ecosystems, Organisms, 
Sols, Solids and Liquids, Comparing and Measuring, Rocks and 
Minerals, Animal Studies, Land and Water, Sound. Changes, The 
Technology of Paper. and Motion and Design. In addition, the first 
set of STC Discovery Deck science activity cards, entitled 
Electric Circuits. was completed. The decks will accompany 
nine of the STC units for grades four through six. Each deck is 
designed to reinforce science concepts and relate them to 
children’s lives. The cards also stimulate reading, writing, and 
independent study. 

The NSRC hosted two National Elementary Science Leader- 
ship Institutes in June and July 1996. Knowledgeable, com- 
mitted community leaders are needed to improve the quality 
of science education in our nation’s school districts. At the 
Leadership Institute, teams of school administrators, teachers, 
and scientists work with nationally known experts to develop 
plans for implementing an inquiry-centered science cur- 
riculum in their communities. This year’s Leadership In- 
stitutes brought together 33 teams from school systems in 17 
states and Puerto Rico. Since 1989, 221 teams representing 
more than 6 million schoolchildren have participated in the 
Leadership Institutes. In addition, the NSRC worked with 
other organizations during the past year to present regional 
leadership programs: the K-12 Science Education Leadership 
Institute, cohosted with the New York City Urban Systemic 
Initiative; the Advanced Science Education Leadership In- 
stitute, cohosted with the Association of Science Materials 
Centers and NSRC sponsors in Mesa, Arizona; and the New 
England Regional Leadership Institute, cohosted with the 
American Physical Society in Falmouth, Massachusetts. 


Office of Smithsonian Institution Archives 


Edie Hedlin, Director 


The Office of Smithsonian Institution Archives (OSIA) 
marked the Institution's Sesquicentennial year with an array 
of publications, exhibitions, on-line resources, and other ac- 
tivities. OSTA participated in the Smithsonian Birthday Party 
on the Mall with a well-received pavilion staffed by volun- 
teers, interns and much of the OSIA staff. The pavilion high- 
lighted OSIA’s role in collecting, preserving, and studying 


documenration of the Institution, and in developing policies 
for che management of its collections. Additionally, this very 
busy year saw the initiation of an electronic records project, 
and the visitation of an Archives Review Committee. 

The crowning achievement of the Archives Division was 
the completion of a five-year project to enlarge and revise its 
Guide to the Smithsonian Archives, last published in 1983. The 
new edition, issued in August, describes roughly twice the 
number of collections in the 1983 edition. With the assistance 
of Richard E. Stamm, Keeper of the Castle Collection, the 
Division mounted a new panel exhibition in December on the 
transfer of James Smithson’s remains from Italy to the Crypt 
Room of the Castle. Materials from the collections were also 
used in several exhibitions, including America’s Smithsonian 
and Smithson to Smithsonian: The Birth of an Institution. 
Division staff were part of the exhibition committee for Ex- 
peditions: 150 Years of Smithsonian Research in Latin America at 
the Inter-American Development Bank, and participated in 
the Voices of Discovery lecture program. Using Research 
Resources funds, the Division hired a Preservation Consultant 
to assist with preservation planning in the next fiscal year. 

The Electronic Records Project included three areas of ac- 
tivity. A survey of Smithsonian databases began, with par- 
ticular focus during 1996 on collections information systems 
and administrative databases. Second, Institutional guidance 
for the handling of electronic mail was drafted and reviewed 
by the Electronic Records Advisory Committee. The directive 
is scheduled for issuance in 1997. Third, planning for an ongo- 
ing electronic records program continued, with the intention 
that it will be incorporated into the ongoing activities of the 
OSIA. 

No part of the Office was more busy during the Sesquicen- 
tennial year than the Institutional History Division (IHD). 
Division staff were part of curatorial teams for several exhibi- 
tions, including Smithson’s Gift: The Story of a Bequest. Smithson 
10 Smithsonian: The Birth of an Institution, Eyes on Science: Il- 
lustrating Natural History. and Expeditions: 150 Years of Smith- 
sonian Research in Latin America (at the Inter-American 
Development Bank); and assisted in the development of 
America’s Smithsonian. The Division developed two on-line 
databases containing a chronology and bibliography on the 
history of the Institution, and created a third database of im- 
ages drawn from the Smithsonian's past. The Division also 
produced a virtual tour of the 1886 U.S. National Museum for 
the Smithsonian website. IHD staff were involved in organiz- 
ing part of the “Working at the Smithsonian” section of the 
1996 Festival of American Folklife, and co-curated the 
timeline exhibition, 150 Years of Working at the Smithsonian. 

The Division's Joseph Henry Papers Program celebrated 
the publication of Volume 7 of The Papers of Joseph Henry. 
documenting Henry's first years as Secretary of the Institution 
from 1847 through 1849, and mounted an exhibition examin- 
ing highlights from Henry's tenure as Secretary. 

Division staff participated in several committees and were 


involved in planning symposia and other programs related to 


the Sesquicentennial, particularly the “SI History Lecture 
Series” sponsored by the 150th Community Committee. IHD 
staff who presented papers in the series were: Kathleen Dor- 
man, “Interruptions and Embarrassments: The Smithsonian 
During the Civil War"; Terrica M. Gibson, “‘There Are 
Whole Lots of Things I Know, But I Never Say Anything’: 
African American Employees and the Smithsonian Institu- 
tion, 1852-1920"; Pamela M. Henson, “Spencer Baird's Dream: 
A Great National Museum for America”; Deborah Y. Jeffries, 
“Mary Henry and Civil War Washington”; Marc Rothenberg, 
“Saving the Noble Bequest of Smithson’: Joseph Henry’s 
Early Years ac the Smithsonian.” OSIA Research Collaborator 
Edward F. Rivinus also delivered a paper in the series, en- 
titled, “George Brown Goode: A Man of Parts and Architect 
of the New Smithsonian.” 

The National Collections Program marked the Institution's 
Sesquicentennial with the publication of an expanded version 
the annual Collection Statistics, which highlighted the 
Institution's collecting activities from 1987 through 1995. Pro- 
gram staff completed a survey of electronic collections infor- 
mation systems across the Institution, and contributed 
presentations on collections management at a number of 
professional conferences. The Program reviewed collections 
management policies for the National Zoological Park, the 
Horticultural Services Division, and the Hirshhorn Museum 
and Sculpture Garden. 


Smithsonian Institution Libraries 


Barbara J. Smith, Director 


One of the most visible aspects of the Smithsonian In- 
stitution Libraries’ activities in the past year is its presence 
on the World Wide Web at its own Home Page 
htcp://www.sil.si.edu/. All eighteen SIL branch libraries offer 
their users access to the World Wide Web and, by the end of 
fiscal year 1996, nine branch libraries had mounted home 
pages with substantive reference materials in their respective 
subject specialties and links to external research resources. 
SIL's first contribution to the Digital Library went live in 
June, with the electronic edition of a Bureau of American Eth- 
nology illustrated essay from Bulletin 164, John C. Ewers, 
“Hair Pipes in Plains Indian Adornment.” Other electronic 
publications on the SIL Home Page are Recommended List of 
Books ... for Zoo and Aquarium Libraries by Zoo Branch 
Librarian Kay A. Kenyon, issues of che SIL newsletter, Informa- 
tion. the User Guide. and several branch user guides. SIL's first 
online exhibition, Science and the Artist's Book. went live in 
November. In March the National Museum of American His- 
tory Branch Home Page was ranked in the top 5% of web 
sites worldwide by Point Communications Corporation for its 
breadth of information and presentation, and the SIL site has 
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retained its place on the honors list throughout the year. 
Every month more than 40,000 WWW browsers visit the 
Libraries’ online catalogue and an immediate result of this 
wider visibility and availability of SIL information has been 
increased reference queries to the branch libraries via email, 
mail and telephone. By providing dial-in access to the SIL 
local area network (lan) to branches without direct connec- 
tions and through an efficient set of standardized, lan-based 
menus for Project Access, Systems staff enabled all 18 branch 
libraries to offer a complete suite of electronic reference ser- 
vices Co ifs users. 

The Libraries became a founding member of the 
Chesapeake Information and Research Library Alliance 
(CIRLA), with member libraries at che University of 
Delaware, Howard University, Georgetown University, the 
University of Maryland College Park, and Johns Hopkins 
University. The overall goal of the consortium is to enhance 
education and research at member institutions through col- 
laborative development of library collection and service 
programs and expanding use of information technology and 
expanded access to electronic journals. Among the early 
achievements of CIRLA was the implementation on July 1 of 
an Interlibrary Loan Reciprocity Agreement that provides for 
priority delivery among members of interlibrary loan 
materials with no fees charged. A CIRLA task force recom- 
mended use of software that allows for the direct scanning of 
text and the digital transmission of the data, and SIL and 
other members will soon install the necessary software to 
speed che transmission of articles. Once in full operation, 
members will benefit in savings of staff time, speed of trans- 
mission, and quality of copy. 

To kick off ts0th anniversary celebrations, the SIL began 
distributing souvenir bookmarks in its 18 branches in January. 
The bookmark design carries an image of an 1883 Edison light 
bulb and socket reproduced from the Libraries’ renowned 
Trade Catalogue Collection. The bookmark was offered to the 
public as a souvenir by SIL staff who did demonstrations of 
SIL's electronic resources in the “Online Smithsonian” 
pavilion for the 150th Birthday Party on the Mall, and also at 
the “Working at the Smithsonian” compound of the 1996 
Folklife Festival. Three books from SIL collections are travel- 
ing with America’s Smithsonian on its two-year tour: two 
volumes by J. J. Audubon, Birds of North America (1839) and 
Quadrupeds of North America (1854), and a volume of Charles 
Wilkes's Narrative of the United States Exploring Expedition 


(1838). Libraries’ staff participated in the “Voices of Discovery” 


series which accompanied America's Smithsonian when Rhoda 
S. Ratner spoke on “Windows on the Products of our Past: 
Trade Catalogues in the Smithsonian Institution Libraries.” CBS 
filmed one of its “Minutes” with Robin Williams describing an 
Albert Einstein manuscript in SIL collections. A “Libraries 150th 
Fund” which brought in $2,615 was established to purchase 
books for the 18-branch system. Four staff members were named 
“Unsung Heroes,” and two staff members placed in the 150th 


Anniversary Community Photo Contest. 
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In September, SIL honored James Smithson, geologist and 
Institutional founder, at its annual Dibner Library Lecture 
when geologist Robert M. Hazen spoke on “Earth Sciences, 
Unanswered Questions, and the Dibner Legacy.” Hazen is re- 
search scientist at the Carnegie Institution of Washington's 
Geophysical Laboratory and Robinson Professor of Earth 
Sciences at George Mason University. The Dibner Library Lec- 
tures are funded by The Dibner Fund. 

In October 1995 SIL held “Library Fair 95,” attended by 
400 visitors. Hands-on demonstrations of large-type screens 
for users with limited vision were popular as were the preser- 
vation display and the special collections table. In November 
SIL hosted a two-day Digitizing Symposium for 130 par- 
ticipants from Research Libraries Group member institutions 
in the United States and the United Kingdom. Nancy E. 
Gwinn, Assistant Director, Collections Management, 
delivered a talk and served as contact, and Tom Garnett, Sys- 
tems Department head, offered an account of the Libraries’ 
experience ina digital publishing project. Libraries staff also 
participated in the Technology Showcase of the Museums for 
the Millennium Symposium in September, presenting a 
demonstration of SIL’s Digital Library Program and online 
exhibition. 

Mary Marvin Breckinridge Patterson, friend of the Smith- 
sonian and founding member of the Women's Committee, 
pledged a gift of $202,500 over three years to underwrite the 
position of Curatorship of Rare Books in the new Natural His- 
tory Rare Book Library now under construction in the East 
Court of the Natural History Building. The gift will provide 
support for the library while SIL continues its effort to endow 
it. Other funds raised this year for the Trade Catalogue Collec- 
tion were a $6,500 pledge from the Lemelson Center to 
publish a printed Finding Aid for a portion of the sewing 
machine materials; and a $10,000 donation from Jaques Ad- 
miralty Law Firm for additional cataloguing of the collection. 
Other cash gifts were received to support acquisitions, and 
784 books were donated by 122 individuals and SIL Gift and 
Exchange partners. In addition, 3,252 journal titles are regular- 
ly received gratis in the Gift and Exchange Program. 

In the Collections Management Division, cataloguing func- 
tions were consolidated in March when the Libraries ap- 
pointed Sherry Kelley to the position of head, Cataloguing 
Services Department. The installation of new powerful com- 
puters and software supporting a multi-tasking environment 
promises to improve staff efficiency in cataloguing. Preserva- 
tion-related grants supported purchase of 400 protective 
enclosures and labels for the rare book collection at the 
Cooper-Hewitt Branch and the acquisition of a stereomicro- 
scope for the Book Conservation Laboratory. With funds 
awarded by the Getty Grant Program in fiscal year 1995, staff 
of Cataloguing Services and the National Museum of African 
Arc Branch began a three-year project to create an online 
index and finding guide to the literature of African art and 
culture which will be available online to Internet users world 
wide. The 50,000 records added to SIL's online catalogue will 


provide access to journal articles, chapters in books, book 
reviews, pamphlets, and other ephemera that are difficult to 
locate. 

SIL is committed to the concept of being one single library 
located in a number of places with consistency in access to the 
collections and databases. To ensure quality service, the Re- 
search Services Division instituted a training program for 
public service librarians to enable them to keep abreast of the 
rapidly changing environment of electronic information, and 
then train other branch staff and library users. 

In the Management Services Department, a major focus 
was training for implementation of phase II of the Smith- 
sonian Financial System. Working with other offices, SIL 
renovated space at the SIL Research Annex and planned for 
renovations in the Natural History Building. Plans for design 
of the National Museum of American Indian Branch Library 
and the Natural History Rare Book Library continued. SIL's 
Administrative Services Manual was updated; staff created a 
single database to generate standard personnel reports, and 
streamlined the reconciliation of SIL records to the 
Institution's official accounting records. 

The Systems Office performed a major upgrade to catalogu- 
ing units and smaller upgrades in other offices in addition to 
making the WWW platform operational. The STRI Branch 
library implemented automated circulation. During ten 
months of the year, the Systems Office responded to 1,340 
help/problem calls. 

Acquisitions Services staff implemented new procedures to 
add provisional records for gift volumes at the point of receipt 
to the online catalogue. This will alert staff and users to the 
gifts, prevent duplicate orders, and allow gifts to be cracked as 
they are processed. Acquisitions staff also reduced the inven- 
tory of SIL's stock of Smithsonian publications used for gifts 
and exchange. 

“From Smithson to Smithsonian: The Birth of an Institu- 
tion,” SIL’s socth anniversary exhibition, opened in July for a 
six-month run in the SIL Exhibition Gallery (located in Na- 
tional Museum of American History, first floor). Organized 
by the Libraries in collaboration with the Office of the Smith- 
sonian Institution Archives, including the Joseph Henry 
Papers, and the Architectural History and Historic Preserva- 
tion division, with assistance from Office of Exhibirs Central 
and the Office of Imaging, Printing, and Photographic Ser- 
vices, the show recounts the events leading to the Institution's 
founding in 1846, the building of the Castle, and a review of 
the administrations of Secretaries Joseph Henry and Spencer 
Baird. Two small internal exhibitions were produced for che 
SIL Library Hall, Natural History Building. “Conquistadores 
del Cielo: Latin American Aeronautical Materials in the Na- 
tional Air and Space Museum Branch Library” opened in 
January and, in July, “From Easel to Book: Picturing Natural 
History” went on display, curated in collaboration with 
natural history illustrators and an Institution historian. 

Among the most important acquisitions in special collec- 
tions was L'Usage Du Thermometre (Paris, 1628), the first edi- 


tion of the first independent work on the thermometer. SIL 
books were loaned the to National Building Museum, the Na- 
tional Portrait Gallery, and the Inter-American Development 
Bank, the latter to celebrate the Institution's 150 years of con- 
nection with Latin America. 

SIL welcomed Luis Oporto-Ordofiez, Director of the 
Department of Information and Scientific Documentation at 
the National Museum of Ethnography and Folklore in La Paz, 
Bolivia, for a three-month term as a Library Fellow of the 
American Library Association in October. The Special Collec- 
tions Department hosted two SIL/Dibner Library Resident 
Scholars, supported by The Dibner Fund. One researched the 
works of a 17th-century Jesuit polymath, and the other 
worked on the social uses of scientific instruments. The Preser- 
vation Services Department hosted three interns during the 
year, including a third-year conservation student from the 
University of Texas, Austin, Graduate School of Library and 
Information Science. SIL staff delivered several invited papers 
this year, three of which were published, along with two 
books, thirteen articles, and twenty-six book reviews. Staff 
also served on committees of professional associations. 


Smithsonian Institution Traveling 
Exhibition Service (SITES) 


Anna R. Cohn, Director 


Since 1952, the Smithsonian Institution Traveling Exhibition 
Service (SITES) has made Smithsonian exhibitions available to 
millions of people who cannot view them firsthand on the Na- 
tional Mall in Washington, D.C. Each year, audiences across 
the Western Hemisphere experience the treasures and oppor- 
tunities of the Smithsonian by visiting SITES exhibitions on 
view in local museums, libraries, science centers, historical 
societies, Zoos, aquariums, community centers, and schools. 

The Smithsonian's International Gallery, which now falls under 
the auspices of SITES, fulfills a complementary mission by hosting 
unique temporary exhibitions and programs in Washington that 
fall outside the collections scope of Smithsonian museums. 

SITES and the International Gallery both marked new ter- 
ritory with their FY 1996 programs, launching directives that 
will move them into the next century. Electronic outreach 
projects, the national distribution of teacher resources, and 
the growth of milestone partnerships with nonprofit, cor- 
porate, and government organizations made FY 1996 one of 
SITES’ most exciting years to date. During the same period, 
the International Gallery forged new ties wich Washington's 
diplomatic community, explored the melding of art and 
science, and organized a forum for community building 
within the Smithsonian. 

SITES expanded its own national community of host 


museums, visitors, and supporters by developing the 
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organization's first Home Page on the World Wide Web. In- 
ternet users around the world can now access touring 
schedules for the Smithsonian's traveling exhibitions; read the 
latest news about the museums, colleges, and cultural centers 
chac host SITES exhibitions; learn how to order SITES publica- 
tions, posters, and guidebooks; and request information about 
bringing SITES exhibitions and resources to communities 
throughout the United States and beyond. 

Nissan Moror Corporation U.S.A. has added fuel to SITES’ 
outreach efforts by funding “Earth 2U, Exploring Geog- 
raphy,” a hands-on family exhibition which premiered at the 
National Geographic Society in Washington, D.C., and is 
now making its way through a five-year, forty-city North 
American tour. Earth 2U, Exploring Geography and its accom- 
panying educational programs, organized by SITES and the 
National Geographic Society, are made possible through the 
generous support of Nissan Motor Corporation U.S.A. 

Earth 2U, Exploring Geography is enhanced by educational 
resources and geography game prizes for classes that visit the 
exhibition's host museums, activity-filled Discovery Trunks 
available to teachers in all fifty states, and 250,000 copies of 
the Earth 2U, Exploring Geography Curriculum Guide. available 
free of charge to every 4th, sth, and 6th grade teacher in the 
country. 

Host museums on the SITES tour and members of the Na- 
tional Geographic Society's network of geography educators 
will distribute the guides and circulate the trunks among 
America’s teachers in each state. The project team is now 
preparing a CD-ROM to make the themes and activities of 
Earth 2U. Exploring Geography available to an even broader 
audience of educators, parents, and children. 

SITES’ successful relationship with Nissan burgeoned into 
an ambitious new music program this year. Infiniti, a division 
of Nissan Motor Corporation U.S.A., pledged its continuing 
support of the Smithsonian by making a multi-million-dollar 
commitment to fund a collection of eight Smithsonian music 
projects involving exhibitions, research, performances, and 
radio programs. 

Infiniti is supporting the SITES exhibitions Wade in the 
Water: African-American Sacred Music Traditions. This Land ts 
My Land: Woody Guthrie's Amertcan Vision. and the following 
programs of America’s Jazz Heritage. A Partnership of the Smith- 
sontan Institution and the Lila Wallace-Reader’s Digest Fund: the 
SITES exhibition The Jazz Age in Paris: 1914-1940. the 
Washington showing of SITES’ Louis Armstrong: A Cultural 
Legacy at the National Portrait Gallery, the Smithsonian Jazz 
Masterworks Orchestra 1996 Summer Season, the public radio 
series Jazz Smithsonian: Musical Masterpieces of American 
Jazz, the Smithsonian Jazz Oral History Project, and a Smith- 
sonian Jazz Masterworks Orchestra compact disc. 

SITES’ diverse program features exhibitions suited to near- 
ly every type of host organization, from blockbusters like The 
Jazz Age tn Paris to more compact presentations, such as 
SITES’ small-format version of Beyond Category: The Musical 


Genius of Duke Ellington. designed especially for America’s 
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libraries. For every SITES exhibition appearing in a major 
city, there are others visiting towns such as Cozad, Nebraska 
and Rocky Mountain, North Carolina. Organizations with 
smaller staffs and modest resources may host SITES exhibi- 
tions through standard booking procedures or through special 
programs such as SITES’ growing collaborations with the 
American Library Association and the Federation of State 
Humanities Councils. 

State humanities councils’ first large-scale project with 
SITES, a tour of Produce for Victory: Posters on the American Home 
Front, 194-1945, ended its successful run of 58 American com- 
munities this year. Large and small versions of the exhibition, 
first organized by the National Museum of American History, 
were developed for travel by SITES and the Federation of 
State Humanities Councils (FSHC) to make Smithsonian 
resources available to America’s small-town communities 
that typically do not have the resources to host Smith- 
sonian exhibitions. 

The SITES-FSHC Rural Initiative will continue with the 
launch of a third Produce for Victory cour and the March 1997 
debut of Barn Again! a traveling exhibition organized by 
SITES, the National Building Museum, and eight state 
humanities councils around the country. Barn Again! has 
benefitted from support by the National Endowment for the 
Humanities, the Nacional Trust for Historic Preservation, and 
the Smithsonian's Special Exhibition Fund. 

One Wisconsin town has served as an informal Smithsonian 
outpost for twenty years, well before SITES’ rural and library 
outreach initiatives began. At a springtime ceremony in 
Washington, the Smithsonian honored the McMillan 
Memorial Library of Wisconsin Rapids, Wisconsin, for its 
many years as a loyal SITES exhibicor and outstanding efforts 
to enrich the state's cultural life. McMillan Memorial Library, 
which serves as an all-around community center in its town of 
19,000, has hosted 15 Smithsonian traveling exhibitions in the 
past decade, a full 26% of all SITES exhibitions that have ap- 
peared in Wisconsin during that period. Extensive press 
coverage featured Secretary Heyman, U.S. Rep. David Obey 
(D-W1), SITES Director Anna Cohn, and McMillan Library 
Director Ronald McCabe. 

SITES is reaching more communities like Wisconsin 
Rapids through a new partnership with The Smithsonian As- 
sociates and Artrain, America’s Museum on Wheels. SITES 
and TSA launched a unique collaboration with Artrain to 
develop Art in Celebration! an exhibition of original prints 
commissioned by the Associates. The exhibition, which ex- 
plains fundamentals of art appreciation, is accompanied by a 
resident artist-educator who lives aboard the train, answering 
questions and performing lecture demonstrations as the ex- 
hibition tours the country. Art in Celebration! will travel to 
railroad stops in 100 American communities over the next two 
years, generating festivals and other grassroots gatherings 
along the way. 

Art in Celebration will not be the first SITES exhibition to 


reach 100 communities. SITES’ long-running, immensely 


popular exhibition Family Folklore came to rest at this 
summer's Festival of American Folklife, where the Smith- 
sonian celebrated Iowa’s soth anniversary. In honor of the oc- 
casion, SITES donated Family Folklore to the people of Iowa, 
marking the end of the exhibition's 115-stop tour through the 
Western Hemisphere. Famzly Folklore, developed by SITES 
and the Smithsonian's Center for Folklife Programs & Cul- 
tural Studies, will now circulate among towns in Iowa under 
the management of the Iowa Humanities Council and the 
state’s sesquicentennial commission. 

The International Gallery rurned its attention to the 
Institution's own family—the Smithsonian staff—by featur- 
ing Artists at Work: A Smithsonian Celebration of Staff Creativity, 
an art exhibition organized by the International Gallery and 
the Smithsonian's Isoth Anniversary Committee. John Per- 
raulc, executive director of UrbanGlass in Brooklyn, N.Y., 
selected 71 works from a pool of more than Iso staff entries. 
The exhibition, which represented 21 museums and units, fea- 
tured photographs, mixed-media works, sculptures, painting, 
fabric art, ceramics, furniture, and other art forms, and was en- 
thusiastically reviewed in the Washington press. 

The exhibition's introductory statement by Secretary 
Heyman applauded creativity and artistic inventiveness 
within the Smithsonian staff and marked highlights in the 
history of Smithsonian artists and their work from the 
Smithsonian's beginnings to the present day. Artists at Work 
celebrated the artistic diversity of the Smithsonian's 
employees—its curators, cabinet makers, designers, security 
officers, educators, librarians, and other artist-workers. 

The International Gallery began the year with the debut of 
Voyages and Vistons: Nineteenth-Century Images of the Middle East 
from the Victoria and Albert Museum. The presentation of the ex- 
hibition, organized and circulated by SITES, coincided with 
the annual meeting of the Middle Eastern Studies Association 
and provided the context for numerous lectures, TSA classes, 
and workshop demonstrations, all of which drew new audien- 
ces and supporters to the International Gallery. 

Voyages and Vistons and related educational programs are 
made possible by a generous grant from the Boeing Company. 
Funding in support of the exhibition publication (co-pub- 
lished by SITES and the University of Washington Press) was 
provided by Shell International Petroleum Company, Ltd. Ad- 
ditional funding was provided by the Drue Heinz Foundation 
and the British Council. Voyages and Visions. which proved to 
be popular with Washington's diplomatic community, later 
enjoyed a successful national tour and left a handsome legacy 
through a book of the same name. 

Many other SITES publications maintain brisk sales for 
years after their related exhibition tours have ended. With the 
new millennium approaching soon, Yesterday's Tomorrows: Past 
Visions of the American Future has experienced a recent surge in 
populariry. The book, originally co-published by SITES and 
Summit Books, a division of Simon and Schuster, was 
developed to accompany a 1984 SITES exhibition. The Johns 


Hopkins University Press has re-issued Yesterday's Tomorrows as 


a quality paperback edition in order to meet public demand. 
Since its release, the book has garnered enthusiastic reviews 
and significant press coverage from an increasingly future- 
oriented nation. 

Like Americans everywhere, SITES and the International 
Gallery are busily preparing to greet the 21st century. While 
the International Gallery continues to enrich Washington resi- 
dents and visitors with strong, provocative, and increasingly 
challenging temporary exhibitions and programming mixes, 
SITES will serve the nation with ever growing vigor, spread- 
ing Smithsonian scholarship and collections to the largest 
cities and the smallest hamlets of America. Bold, resource- 
stretching partnerships will project SITES into the next mil- 
lennium, making Smithsonian resources available to larger 
and more diverse publics than ever before. 

At SITES and the International Gallery, a 2Ist-century at- 
titude has taken hold at every level of the organizations, ensur- 
ing that Americans will feel more of the Smithsonian's impact 
in their lives and communities, whether they live a mere three 
ora full three thousand miles from the Smithsonian's home 


on the National Mall. 


Office of the Chief Financial Officer 


Rick Johnson, Chief Financial Officer 


The Office of the Chief Financial Officer was established by 
memo from the Under Secretary dated July 17, 1996. Rick 
Johnson was named as Chief Financial Officer. The position of 
Chief Financial Officer continues to be responsible for the 
Finance area which consists of the Office of the Comptroller, 
the Office of Contracting and Property Management, the Of- 
fice of Risk and Asset Management and the Office of Spon- 
sored Projects. 

Previously the Assistant Secretary for Finance and Ad- 
ministration served as the Chief Financial Officer of the 
Smithsonian. That position and Office of the Assistant 
Secretary for Finance and Administration were abolished. The 
Finance Offices continue to report to Rick Johnson as they 
had previously when he served as the Deputy Assistant 
Secretary for Finance. 

The early part of the year found a great deal of time and ef- 
fort devoted to attempting to manage Smithsonian activities 
under the constraints and confusion of government-wide shut 
downs and operating under Continuing Resolutions, rather 
than a passed appropriations bill. Additional closings related 
to weather. This period had a significant negative impact on 
the finances and che financial management of the Institution. 

There was an attempt during the year ro focus on staff con- 
cerns. Strategies were developed to respond to specific results 
of an employee survey from the previous year. Action steps 


were completed during the year that resulted in expanded 


OI 


levels of communication to staff. Information on employee 
rights and sources of support to staff were provided to all staff. 
Dissemination of summaries of senior staff meetings to all 
staff were expanded upon and reinforced. Timeliness of perfor- 
mance plans and evaluations were improved including report- 
ing cto staff on overall status. Other action steps were 
completed and others will be implemented in fiscal year 1997. 

Several major financial initiatives were undertaken during 
this fiscal year. Major projects included the development and 
implementation of a new general ledger system which in- 
cluded a new accounting classification and coding structure. 
The system was up and running in September to receive fiscal 
year 1997 requisitions. Once fully implemented the system 
will provide more timely and useful financial information. At 
the same time the accounts payable/ purchase order system, 
contracting system and other feeder systems were converted to 
the new coding structure. This year also saw a major effort to 
convert to new accounting standards (SFAS 116, 117 and 124). 
Other office activities included the following: coordinated 
Finance activities with other Operations Directorate units 
through participation in the Operation Directorate Steering 
Committee; prepared the financial report for the Smithsonian 
Year 1995 streamlined accounting for reimbursement (2R) funds; 
expanded finance leadership team to broaden and diversify leader- 
ship base; provided financial guidance to the National Postal 
Museum through participation in their Coordinating Commit- 
tee; established financial reporting and management structure for 
Smithsonian Isoth anniversary activities; provided leadership and 
training in support of total quality management, organizational 
development, skill development, etc. for the Operations Direc- 
torate units; provided financial advice and direction on major 
financial initiatives such as the Discovery Center Project at the 
National Museum of Natural History, the National Air and 
Space Museum extension at Dulles Airport, the America's Smith- 
sonian traveling exhibition. 

More detailed information on the above items as well as 
other financial initiatives and activities can be found under

Office of Contracting and 
Property Management 


John W. Cobert. Director 


The Office of Contracting and Property Management con- 
tinued to provide central contracting, procurement, and ad- 
visory services for all Smithsonian museums, research 
institutes, and offices. The office is responsible directly, 
through its staff, and indirectly, through the issuance and 
oversight of delegations of contracting authority to various of- 
fices, for the negotiation, contract formation, and continuing 


contract administration involving the expenditure of most of 
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the Smithsonian's appropriated Federal and Institutional trust 
funds. The Business Contracting Division manages and has 
oversight for contracting for income generating and special 
relationship business contracts. The Travel Services Division 
manages all of the Smithsonian's travel bookings and arrange- 
ments for worldwide activities. The Property and Inventory 
Management Branch has responsibility for the Institution's ac- 
countable property control system. 

During Fiscal Year 1996, the office provided regular and on- 
going support to the Institution's numerous exhibits, projects, 
and programs, and negotiated contracts for the opening, opera- 
tion, and closing of each convention center site for the 
America’s Smithsonian Exhibition (Los Angeles, CA; Kansas 
City, MO; New York, NY; Providence, RI). The office was 
also integral in the design and fabrication of the America’s 
Smithsonian Exhibition, negotiating and contracting for all 
necessary components and logistical requirements for each ex- 
hibition site (exhibit design and fabrication; installation and 
de-installation at each site; security; special event planning; 
audiovisual tours and productions; event fund raising; conces- 
sion and museum shop operators; and all travel of personnel, 
museum objects, exhibits, and equipment.) In addition, the 
office negotiated and conrracted for significant elements of 
the Smithsonian's 1soth Anniversary Birthday Party on the 
Mall, which included entertainers, fireworks, staging, sound 
and lighting systems, video services, giant screen television 
systems, and arrangements for the new Smithsonian bell. Fur- 
ther, the office was instrumental in assisting the Office of 
Folklife Programs and Cultural Studies in establishing the 
Southern Crossroads Program at Centennial Olympic Park 
during the 1996 Summer Olympic Games in Atlanta, GA. 


Office of Human Resources 


Carolyn E. Jones, Director 


The Office of Human Resources has launched a comprehen- 
sive personnel reform initiative designed co develop a series of 
recommendations that will have a significant impact on 
human resources management at the Institution. 

The Office of Human Resources worked closely with the 
Smithsonian Astrophysical Observatory (SAO) ina pilot 
project designed to delegate certain classification authorities 
to SAO line managers. If successful, the project will be ex- 
panded to include broader authorities and additional 
managers. 

The Office of Human Resources Training Unit conducted 
an Institution-wide training needs assessment. The survey 
went to all SI executives, managers, and supervisors and gave 
each of them the opportunity to assess the training courses of- 
fered by OHR and make suggestions for additional courses. 


The survey results were extremely positive. 


The Office of Human Resources, working in close con- 
cert with the museums, research institutes and offices 
across the Institution, has begun to develop curricula for 
(a) first-cime supervisors, (b) managers and experienced 
supervisors, and (c) SI executives. This more formal ap- 
proach to training and development is intended to provide 
the knowledge and skills needed for improved managerial 
and supervisory performance in order to better meet the 
Institution's strategic mission. 

The Office of Human Resources worked closely with senior 
management to reduce Smithsonian staffing levels. One initia- 
tive was the offering of employee “buyouts,” which were in- 
tended to encourage voluntary retirement or separation. 

The Office of Human Resources contracted with the 
USDA Training School to conduct a number of tailor-made 
training courses that prepared staff for their newly develop- 
ing role as human resource advisors/consultants. These 
courses also prepared the staff to conduct training tailored 
to managers and supervisors on a variety of human resour- 
ces related topics. 

The Office of Human Resources held its first ever bone 
marrow program. This resulted in more people being 
registered from the Smithsonian than any other Federal agen- 
cy. The program is now an integral part of the Smithsonian's 
Health Services Program. 

The Office of Human Resources established a cross-func- 
tional team which explored the possibility of a Pan-Institu- 
tional Adult Basic Education Program. This resulted in the 
approval of funding for a pilot program. The pilot program 
was successful and as a result, a major program is now being 
implemented Institution-wide. 

The Office of Human Resources assisted in the develop- 
ment of Coho, a windows-based decision support tool which 
facilitates the creation of position descriptions and other posi- 
tion-related documents. Coho provides the user with on-line 
guidance and advice in navigating through a “menu” of 
choices regarding the role, responsibilities, and duties of the 
position being created. 


Office of Facilities Services 


Richard H. Rice, Jr., Senior Facilities Services Officer 


The Office of Facilities Services, along with other organiza- 
tions in the Facilities Services Group, continued to focus on 
collaborative efforts to improve service to the Institution. 
Among these were several specific organizational develop- 
ment initiatives, focusing on internal relationships, com- 
munications and leadership. The Office also led the strategy 
to increase funding for repair of the Smithsonian's physical 
plant, which resulted in appropriation of an additional $15 
million over the FY 1995 funding level. 


Office of Physical Plant 


Patrick J. Miller, Director 


The Office of Physical Plant exists to create, preserve, re- 
store, and protect a physical environment that enables the 
Smithsonian, its museums, and research institutions to 
achieve their goals. Physical Plant strives to achieve the fol- 
lowing goals: to be the leader in creating functional, pleasing, 
safe, and accessible physical environments that are the 
benchmark of quality and innovation; to be responsible and 
proactive in meeting our customers’ needs; and to be a 
steward of the Institution's resources that are dedicated to 
achieving our mission. Physical Plant has a staff of ap- 
proximately 460 employees. 


Office of Sponsored Projects 


Ardelle G. Foss, Director 


The Office of Sponsored Projects served Smithsonian re- 
searchers and scholars by supporting the work of approximate- 
ly 110 principal investigators who submitted 199 new 
proposals valued at $33.1 million and by negotiating and ac- 
cepting for the Institution 152 grant and contract awards 
valued at $15.5 million. 


Office of Protection Services 


David F. Morrell, Director 


The Office of Protection Services announced the selection of 

David F. Morrell as permanent director. Noteworthy ac-

Smithsonian Press/ 
Smithsonian Productions 


Daniel Goodwin, Director 


In an organizational change that holds great promise for fu- 
ture ventures, the Office of Telecommunications (OTC) 
merged with Smithsonian Institution Press to form Smith- 
sonian Press/Smithsonian Productions. The new division com- 
bines the Press's program of general-interest and specialized 
academic publishing, classic recordings, historic videos, and 
popular works with OTC’s award-winning radio and 
television broadcasts and video and audio productions. 

Smithsonian Press's publishing efforts this year focused on 
the 150th anniversary, beginning with The Smithsomian: 150 
Years of Adventure. Discovery, and Wonder from Smithsonian 
Books and including the full-color exhibition catalogue 
America’s Smithsonian: Celebrating 150 Years. (A complete list of 
books is given in Publications of the Smithsonian Institution 
Press.) Smithsonian Contributions and Studies series released 
eleven publications, including the Bibliography and Index of 
Sirenia and Demostylia. The Book Development/ New Media 
division created A Kid’s Guide to the Smithsonian and a new Official 
Guide to the Smithsonian and copublished The Smithsonian Guzde to 
First Ladies. Smithsonian Collection of Recordings released Mean 
Old World: The Blues from 1940 to 1994. which garnered the best 
collection of reviews in Smithsonian Recordings’ history and 
gained a Grammy nomination for best notes. 


Smithsonian Productions 


Paul Johnson, Director 


Smithsonian Productions, formerly the Office of Telecom- 
munications, continued to expand its leadership role in the 
electronic media arena by developing a wide range of program- 
ming in video, radio, and multimedia. These projects feature 
Smithsonian activities and enable a larger audience to better 
understand and experience what the Instirution has to offer. 
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Focusing on the 1soth anniversary year, Smithsonian 
Productions provided major assistance in the planning for 
CBS television's Smithsonian Minutes and in the creation of 
videos for fundraising. It coordinated the video production of 
Smithsonian Voices, a section of the traveling exhibition 
America’s Smithsonian, which showcases the Institution's 
exploration of American music. The office also spearheaded 
the successful negotiations with Macmillan Digital to pro- 
vide wide distribution of the America's Smithsonian CD- 
ROM. For the 150th Birthday Party on the Mall, the office 
created video packages for showing on the outdoor Jumbo- 
trons, and coordinated thorough video documentation of the 
weekend's activities. 

Smithsonian Productions produced a milestone radio series 
for nationwide broadcast on public radio, premiering in 
January 1996. Black Radto: Telling It Like It Was, hosted by 
Lou Rawls, is the first radio series to trace the history of 
African Americans on radio. Carried by over 150 stations, in- 
cluding outlets in New York City, Los Angeles, Chicago, San 
Francisco, Philadelphia, and Washington DC, the series 
received an unprecedented number of honors and awards, in- 
cluding two 1996 Gold Medals from the New York Festivals 
International Radio Competition. The historical audio 
gathered for the series is available for further research at the 
Archives of African American Music and Culture at Indiana 
University, Bloomington. 

In another successful venture, the audio division of Smith- 
sonian Productions created a series of Sczence at the Smithsonian 
programs for nationwide radio broadcast and then packaged 
them as audiobooks for the retail market. The series features 
Smithsonian scientists and their work. Titles include The Tides 
of Maine, Map of the Universe, Speaking with One Heart: The 
Mayan Languages of Mexico. and Deadly Evolution: The Virulence 
of Viruses. 

Smithsonian Productions released an election-year spe- 
cial for broadcast on public radio nationwide. The Nixon- 
Kennedy Debates. narrated by Sander Vanocur, featured 
highlights of the history-making debates between the 1960 
candidates for President of the United States, Republican 
Vice President Richard M. Nixon and Democratic Senator 
John F. Kennedy. 

Two other Smithsonian Productions radio series, the multi- 
ple award-winning Fole Masters from The Barns of Wolf Trap 
and the popular Jazz Smithsonian continued their successful 
runs on stations in the US and overseas. To complement the 
jazz series, the office collaborated with the Smithsonian Press 
to create a CD product featuring the Smithsonian Jazz Master- 
works Orchestra for the retail marker. 

Smithsonian Productions worked intensively with Smith- 
sonian Press and Lancit Media Productions, Ltd., a recognized 
leader in creating quality children’s TV programs, on further 
development of a Smithsonian-based television series geared 
for 8- to 12-year-olds. As the year ended the series, entitled 
Seekers. was being presented to several major broadcast net- 
works for their consideration. 


Based on the National Museum of American History's 
American Encounters exhibition, Smithsonian Productions 
produced a one-hour TV special examining issues of cultural 
survival among Hispanics and Native Americans in New 
Mexico. The office also completed two educational videos 
about powwow celebrations in northern Wisconsin as a joint 
project with the Smithsonian's Center for Folklife Programs 
and Cultural Studies. The first in a series of five videos was 
completed for the National Museum of American History's 
Hall of Graphics exhibition. 

Smithsonian Productions launched its online site for 
America Online and the Internet. The electronic sites were 
developed as marketing tools to promote nationwide broad- 
casts and the availability of related media products. 

Toward the end of the year, the Office of Telecommunica- 
tons (OTC) changed its name to Smithsonian Productions 
and merged with the Smithsonian Institution Press cto form 
Smithsonian Press/Smithsonian Productions. Daniel Good- 
win, director of the Press, became the director of the com- 
bined organization, and Paul Johnson continued as director of 
Smithsonian Productions. The new name more accurately 
reflects the range of work performed by the OTC staff, and 
the merger is an important step toward establishing a broader 
Smithsonian media presence. The combined staff of Smith- 
sonian Press/Smithsonian Productions immediately began ex- 
ploring opportunities for major new ventures encompassing 
many types of programs and products. 


Smithsonian Magazine 


Ronald C. Walker, Publisher 


Don Moser, Editor 


Since its founding in 1970, Smithsonian magazine has extended 
the Institution's message, expanded its influence, and in- 
creased its public visibilicy throughour the United Srates and 
abroad. Considered one of the greatest success stories in 
magazine publishing history, Smzthsonian is now the 23rd 
largest magazine in the country with a circulation of 2.1 mil- 
lion. It continues to generate revenue for the Institution. 

Edirorial subjects extend beyond the scope of the 
Insticution’s museums. Leading authors contribure articles 
about the arts, history, che environment, conservation and the 
sciences, always written with the layperson in mind. Monthly 
features include “Phenomena, Comment and Notes,” a com- 
mentary on nature and the natural world; “Smithsonian 
Perspectives,” a column by the Smithsonian secretary; and 
reviews of recently released non-fiction books. Smithsonian ac- 
tivities are covered in three regular departments: “Around the 
Mall and Beyond,” “Smithsonian Highlights,” and “The Ob- 
ject at Hand.” 


During this year, the magazine published a special issue on 
the Institution's Isoth anniversary. The issue included articles 
on : Tony Seeger of the Center for Folklife Programs’ study of 
the Suya Indians of Brazil; a profile of architect Douglas Car- 
dinal, selected to design the National Museum of the 
American Indian; the National Museum of Natural History's 
forensic anthropologist Doug Owsley; the restoration process 
of the Freer Gallery of Art's priceless Japanese scrolls; the 
Smithsonian's Mpala Research Center in Kenya; the National 
Museum of American Art's collection of American daguer- 
reotypes; zoologist Dr. Clyde Roper’s search for the elusive 
giant squid; the classification system of taxonomy and its ex- 
tensive use at the National Museum of Natural History. In ad- 
dition, Smzthsonian published seven feature articles and chirty- 
four columns relating to the Smichsonian Institution and its 
Isoth anniversary. The cover article of the November issue fea- 
cured the exhibition at che National Portrait Gallery “Red, 
Hor and Blue, A Salute to the American Musical.” 

Smithsonian magazine was selected as a winner of the 
Editorial Excellence Award in Folio: The Magazine for Maga- 
zine Management's seventh annual competition. Sm:thsonian 
won in the category of “General Editorial”, recognizing the 
editor whose magazine features, departments and design best 
fulfilled the editorial standards they have set for themselves. 
Smithsonian editor Don Moser was honored during Folio’s 
awards ceremony “A Celebration of Excellence” in New York. 

The Acoustical Society of America (a professional associa- 
tion for scientists who study sound) presented their science 
writing award to writer Richard Immel, for his article pub- 
lished in the April, 1995 issue of Smuzthsonian on recording 
sounds in nature. 

In partnership with the American Society of Travel Agents 
(ASTA), Smithsonian magazine awarded the sixth annual 
ASTA/Smuithsonian magazine Environmental Award to Prin- 
cess Cruises and New Zealand's Heritage Trails Foundation. 
The award recognizes outstanding achievements and contribu- 
tions by individuals, corporations and countries toward fur- 


thering the goals of environmental conservation. 


The Smithsonian Associates 


Mara Mayor, Director 


During 1996, The Smithsonian Associates (TSA) reached out 
to Smithsonian members and to the general public, offering a 
broad array of educational and cultural programs crafted to 
highlight and complement the work of che Institution. With 
the Isoth Birthday of the Smithsonian clearly the centerpiece 
for the year, there were many opportunities to draw the public 
more deeply into the intellectual delights of the Institution 
and the celebration of its 15oth year. 

At The Smithsonian Associates, the highpoint of these ef- 


forts was the creation of the Smuthsonian Vorces of Discovery \ec- 
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ture series, presented in conjunction with the A merzca's Smith- 
sonian traveling exhibition. Its goal is to introduce and high- 
light the Institution's research activities to new audiences, 
providing a unique opportunity for the public to interact 
wich the curators and scholars whose work gives meaning and 
shape to the Smithsonian's collections. In each city—Los An- 
geles, New York City, Kansas City, and Providence, Rhode Is- 
land—free public programs spotlighting topics that represent 
all Smithsonian museums were presented in public libraries, 
local museums, civic organizations, hospitals, schools and col- 
leges. A cotal of forty-nine scholars traveled to these cities, 
conducting a total of 365 presentations, and reaching ap- 
proximately 36,000 people. 

The Smithsonian's 150th Birthday Party on the National 
Mall, August 10 & 11, was the perfect opportunity to raise the 
level of awareness of Smithsonian memberships with a two- 
day membership drive. TSA organized over 500 volunteers to 
staff 18 information/membership booths throughout the fes- 
tivities. 700 new Resident Associate memberships were sold, 
increasing the membership rolls to over 54,000 local 
households. In addition, TSA organized the presentation of 
It's Public Knowledge—a series of six spirited debates on issues 
pertaining to the cultural and natural worlds, featuring well- 
known public figures including PBS commentator Paul 
Duke, author Dr. Mary Catherine Bateson, The Golden Girls 
actress Rue McClanahan, The Freedom Forum's Adam 
Clayton Powell, III, and WETA-TV founder Elizabeth P. 
Campbell. 

Also in celebration of the 150th anniversary, TSA developed 
the first Travelers Reunion, which was attended by 120 As- 
sociates from 26 states. These Smithsonian members, who had 
previously traveled on Smithsonian Study Tours, gathered in 
Washington, D.C. to meet the Study Tours staff, spend time 
behind-the-scenes with museum curators, and attend a gala 
reception at the Canadian Embassy. 

In addition to programs complementing the 1soth anniver- 
sary, in 1996 TSA implemented several major outreach 
projects: a Master of Arts degree in the History of Decorative 
Arts; the first of a new series of professional instirutes; a three 
year traveling exhibition demonstrating 20th-century artistic 
styles; and projects involving new media. 

In a new venture to extend its reach beyond the education 
of the informal learner, TSA initiated a graduate degree pro- 
gram in the History of 19th- and zoch-century American 
Decorative Arts offered in cooperation with the Cooper- 
Hewitt National Design Museum and the Parsons School of 
Design. This prestigious two-year graduate program was es- 
tablished to offer students a unique access to materials on 
American art and design history, utilizing che unparalleled 
collections of the Institution. 

The Smithsonian Center for Professional Education and Advance- 
ment was launched in summer 1996 with the Institure on Ap- 
pratsal of Fine and Decorative Arts. offered in collaboration with 
The George Washington University. Plans are in process for 


several other programs developed in partnership with other 
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educational organizations that will provide opportunities for 
individuals to enhance the skills chey will need in their profes- 
sional lives. 

The Smithsonian Associates, Smithsonian Institution 
Traveling Exhibition Service, and Artrain unveiled the grand 
opening of Art in Celebration, a three-year exhibition of 20th- 
century artistic styles based upon the art commissioned by the 
Resident Associate Program over the last 25 years. Showcased 
in a wonderful multi-media exhibit on board the Artrain—a 
museum in railroad cars—the exhibition visited over thirty 
small communities in ten states during 1996, including 
Brunswick, Georgia; Chadbourn, North Carolina; and Pincon- 
ning, Michigan. 

New media strategies to reach wider audiences are being 
developed at TSA to utilize the advances in communications 
technology. Using the latest videoconferencing technology, 
four live Resident Associate programs were broadcast from 
the National Mall co six collaborating sites, including Penn- 
sylvania State University, the University of Wisconsin at Mil- 
waukee, Northwestern University, University of Illinois at 
Chicago and at Urbana/Champlain. In addition to viewing 
the live presentations, participants at the six sites were given 
the opportunity to ask questions as their own images were 
broadcast to each of the other sites. 

Beginning in November 1995, the TSA web site was ex- 
panded to include detailed listings of events and tours. Each 
month the 120 programs outlined in the print version of the 
Associate are now published on the web in the Online Associate. 
The web site also provided the opportunity to highlight other 
TSA programmatic offerings, including Discovery Theater 
performances, U.S. and International Study Tours, activities 
sponsored by the African American Studies Center and the 
Young Benefactors, as well as the Smithsonian Voices of Discovery 
programs. Similar efforts on the Smithsonian's A merica Online 
site have generated a new source of interest in TSA Study 
Tours and Seminars. 

In January 1996, TSA announced the development of a new 
collection of audio tapes, featuring live presentations of such 
well-known speakers as Microsoft’s Bill Gates, journalist 
David Brinkley, and mystery writer P.D. James. Known as 
Vosces from The Smithsonian Associates, the collection will intro- 
duce a new program each month and make it possible for 
people everywhere to enjoy a varied selection of the best Resi- 
dent Associate programs. Audio tape sales from the TSA web 
site have included orders from the United Kingdom and 
Australia. 

The TSA programming staff continues to work closely with 
all of the Smithsonian museums to collaborate on cultural and 
educational programs that highlight new and existing exhibi- 
tions. Annual collaborations include the Smithsonian Cham- 
ber Music Society series of performances and lectures with the 
National Museum of American History, the annual Kite Fes- 
tival on the Mall with the National Air and Space Museum, 
and the Evening Picnic at the Zoo with the National Zoologi- 
cal Park. New collaborations this year included performances 


of Noh Theater and tazko drumming during Japanese Saturday: 
Kimono Exhibit With Performances cosponsored with the Nation- 
al Museum of Natural History to complement its spectacular 
exhibit, Landscape Kimonos by Itchtku Kubota; a seminar about 
Puerto Rico and a tribute to Ricardo Alegria, founder of the 
Center for Advanced Studies on Puerto Rico and the Carib- 
bean, cosponsored with the Office of College and University 
Relations; Fostering Innovation: How Science, Technology, and 
Government Interact, a series of seminars in cooperation with 
the Lemelson Center for the Study of Invention and Innova- 
tion, National Museum of American History; Rebel Poets of the 
1950's, spotlighting the exhibition Rebels: Painters and Poets of 
the r9sos at the National Portrait Gallery; and multiple screen- 
ings of the new IMAX film, Cosmic Voyage, in cooperation 
with the Langley Theater, National Air and Space Museum. 

One unique collaboration involved the cooperation of eight 
Smithsonian museums during a two-day seminar on 
Creativity and Innovation. In cooperation with the Kraft Cor- 
poration, 300 Kraft employees attended workshop sessions to 
experience “new ways of seeing.” Each of the museums 
developed a series of hands-on activities and problem solving 
exercises to place participants in situations that encouraged 
them to think differently, use multiple perspectives, and 
visualize new outcomes in their approach to professional and 
personal challenges. 

TSA's Resident Associate programs provided audiences in the 
greater Washington area with a Campus on the Mall chat truly is 
unlike any other campus in the world. Participants selected from 
a wide spectrum of subjects. Some of the more notable speakers 
included Microsoft co-founder Bill Gates, journalists David 
Brinkley and Dan Rather, economist John Kenneth Galbraith, 
authors Alice Walker and Terry McMillen, and actor/author 
Leonard Nimoy. A special Smithsonian cribute, including a 
presentation of the prestigious James Smithson Bicentennial 
Medal, was held to honor Jacques Cousteau in recognition of 
his outstanding contributions. 

TSA's Campus on the Mall offered a wide variety of 
weekend seminars. This year’s favorites included Kalevalla 
Day at the Embassy of Finland and Meet the 1995 American Mt. 
Everest Expedition Team. 

For a still more penetrating examination of a subject, TSA 
offered a broad selection of multi-week courses, including The 
Kingdom of Jordan: Treasures of Past and Present. including a 
closing session featuring Her Majesty Queen Noor and His 
Majesty King Hussein; The Dynamic Brain in cooperation 
with The Dana Alliance for Brain Initiatives; Daily Life 
Through the Ages. a series of courses examining the daily exist- 
ence of men and women, families and children throughout 
the major historical periods and the legacy they left for future 
ages; and both an evening and noon-time course entitled Im- 
presstonists on the Setne—a certificate elective of TSA's Art His- 
tory Series Certificate Program. 

Theater-lovers participated in a unique series of four live 
radio plays cosponsored by the Voice of America. Some of the 


country’s most talented actors—Richard Dreyfuss, Paul Win- 


field, Edward Asner, and Sharon Gless—and extraordinary ar- 
tistic directors and producers—Michael Kahn, Shakespeare 
Theater; Howard Shalwitz, Wooly Mammoth Theatre; 
Douglas C. Wager, Arena Stage; and Joy Zinoman, Studio 
Theatre—treated audiences to unique performances and a be- 
hind-the-scenes look at radio drama in production. 

Additional performing artists gracing Smithsonian stages 
mirrored the cultural diversity of the nation including First- 
Generation Rock ‘n’ Rollers Sleepy LaBeef, D.J. Fontana, and 
Stan Kessler; Argentina's Tango de Camara Trio: folk-music 
singer-songwriter Tom Rush; Jaime Coronado and Lourdes 
Elias of the Spanish Dance Theater; the Grammy-winning 
Nashville Bluegrass Band; Celtic music by Kips Bay: Gregory 
Hines in Taps Alive and Kicking!; and an extraordinary series 
of six jazz performances in salute of the late, great jazz drum- 
mer/bandleader Art Blakey. 

Young people and families participated in lectures, tours, 
classes, and special events. Young artists learned the art of or- 
gam, the Japanese art of paperfolding that has spread 
worldwide. Up-and-coming curators, ages 10 to I3, studied be- 
hind-the-scenes with restoration experts at the Object and 
Paper Conservation Labs in the National Museum of 
American History. Family members of all ages enjoyed a 
demonstration of computer technology by Toy Story Director 
John Lasseter, who recounted the creation of characters Woody 
and Buzz Lightyear. Celebrating 150 years of discovery and ex- 
ploration, 45 Smithsonian Summer Camp sessions led 700 
Young Associates on imaginative journeys to learn about the 
wonders of animation, visit ancient Pompeii, and search the 
Smithsonian collections for artworks and treasures in inspira- 
tion of their own artistic creations. Live theater was enjoyed 
by over 80,000 youngsters from elementary through middle 
school, thanks to the 16 different productions presented at 
Discovery Theater, including The Swing Things Meet the Cool 
Bebops. Smell-Rose Place. Beowulf T. Wonderbunny, and an 
original production of five folk tales entitled Peace Ta/es. In 
cooperation with the Gala Hispanic Theater, bilingual perfor- 
mances of Blood Wedding toured local area schools reaching 
10,000 youngsters, many of whom were exposed to live 
theater for the first time. 

Beyond the National Mall, Study Tours and seminars were 
enjoyed by Associates who had the chance to experience 
Smithsonian travel opportunities in locations worldwide. In- 
ternational study cours featured the Smithsonian’s first ven- 
cure into South Africa, where Associates met with members of 
Parliament in Cape Town and boarded a private train in 
Pretoria for a two-day journey to Zimbabwe's Victoria Falls. 
For the first time this year, Associates cruised Norway's 
western coast aboard a coastal steamer, boarded a one-of-a- 
kind passenger and container vessel for a voyage to South 
America, and took part in a London/Paris program that in- 
cluded passage through the Chunnel. Members traveling with 
the moderately priced Smithsonian Odyssey Tours chose be- 
tween itineraries in North and South America, Europe and 
the Middle East. 
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Seminar participants examined the history of Western 
thought at the Chautauqua Institution in New York state and 
studied che English language at Oxford University’s Trinity 
College. They explored the marine ecology of the Virgin Is- 
lands and took part in a two-week seminar on French cuisine 
in Paris and Beaune, France. 

Smithsonian U.S. and Canada tours took Associates on new 
tours through the Shenandoah Valley and to Oklahoma to 
study the traditions of the Southern Plains Indians, while stay- 
ing in tipis. Other new itineraries featured a tour through 
Montana by private train and a chartered cruise of the Great 
Lakes. 

Highlights among the many day and overnight trips of- 
fered to local members this year include the Lyric Mountain 
sojourn, an overnight in Pennsylvania's Laurel Highlands 
featuring visits to two Frank Lloyd Wright homes, and a spe- 
cial Christmas program in the Brandywine Valley. Five day 
tours to the popular Cezanne exhibition at the Philadelphia 
Museum of Art were scheduled to accommodate members. 

The Young Benefactors (YB), the Smithsonian membership 
group aimed at Washington-area professionals 25—45 years of 
age, continued their outreach and fundraising efforts by rais- 
ing a record $150,000 for the Institution's I5oth anniversary 
year. YB activities included The Third Annual Jolly Holiday 
Celebration: a reception and screening of the film 100 Years of 
Olympic Glory !—introduced by producer and director Bud 
Greenspan; and the 7th Annual Blast-off Black Tie Gala at the 
National Air and Space Museum, which was attended by 
1,700 Young Benefactors and their guests. 


Office of Membership and Development 


Marie A. Mattson, Director 


The Office of Membership and Development (OMD) 
generates restricted and unrestricted private financial support 
for the Smithsonian from individual donors, Contributing 
Members, corporations, and foundations, to fund Institutional 
priorities and museum and office-based projects and 
programs. The office maintains central research and record- 
keeping functions, manages volunteer organizations, oversees 
the stewardship of grants, and directs the Contributing Mem- 
bership Program. 

During fiscal year 1996 (October 1, 1995 through Septem- 
ber 30, 1996) the Smithsonian raised $39 million in gifts, 
pledges, and non-government grants. This coral includes 
$20.8 million from individuals (over $3 million from 
planned gifts), $8.5 million from foundations, and $9.0 
million from corporations. 

Major gifts and pledges to the Smithsonian during fiscal 
year 1996 included a pledge of $2.5 million for the Smith- 


somian Tropical Research Institute from an anonymous donor, 
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a grant of $1.75 million from Nissan Motor Corporation 
U.S.A. for SITES America’s Music Exhibits, a gift of $1 mil- 
lion for the Hirshhorn Museum and Sculpture Garden from 
the Holenia Trust, a pledge of $1 million for the Cooper- 
Hewitt, National Design Museum, Storage/Study Center 
from Mrs. Barbara Levin, a challenge grant of $1 million from 
the A.W. Mellon Foundation for Advanced Studies in Plant 
Science Research, and a $1 million pledge from the Turner 
Foundation for the National Museum of the American Indian. 
The Corporate Partner Program, designed by the Office of 
Membership and Development brought the resources of four 
high-profile and successful corporations to the Smithsonian: 
Discover Card, Intel Corporation, MCI Communications Cor- 


" poration, and TWA. Their sponsorships enabled the Smith- 


sonian to launch an ambitious marketing and outreach 
campaign during the 150th Anniversary Celebration. 

The Office of Membership and Development and the Office 
of Special Events and Conference Services worked together to 
produce an elegant fund-raising gala in each city visited by 
“America’s Smithsonian.” Member Nights receptions in Los 
Angeles, Kansas City and New York City gave Contributing 
Members and other Smithsonian friends an opportunity to 
preview “America’s Smithsonian.” Through special marketing 
appeals and computer kiosks at the exhibition, the Contribut- 
ing Membership attracted hundreds of new members. 

The Smithsonian Fund for the Future, launched by the 
Smithsonian National Board to coincide with the 1soth An- 
niversary Celebration, will significantly increase the 
Smithsonian's current endowment, thus guaranteeing a source 
of income to fund programs and exhibits, as well as general 
operating support, in perpetuity. Ac the close of fiscal year 
1996, the Smithsonian Fund for the Future endowment to- 
taled over $17.4 million. 

Also, in celebration of che 1soth Anniversary, the Office of 
Membership and Development established the Smithsonian 
Legacy Society to recognize and honor friends who created 
legacy gifts of any kind, such as bequests through will or 
living trusts. 

The Contributing Membership Program underwent several 
major changes during fiscal year 1996 designed to improve ef- 
ficiency, increase membership services, and broaden the 
Smithsonian's constituency. These include a toll-free phone 
number, a Contributing Membership Lounge in the Arts and 
Industries Building, and a powerful new membership 
database. 

The James Smithson Society, the highest level of Contribut- 
ing Membership, celebrated 20 years of private support to the 
Smithsonian Institution in 1996. Since the Society's founding, 
members’ annual contributions have coralled over $5 million. 
Endowed James Smithson Society memberships have created a 
cumulative endowment balance of nearly $500,000. At the an- 
nual fall dinner, Senator Patrick Moynihan presented the 
James Smithson Founder medal to Barbara H. and James A. 
Block for their exceptional leadership of the National Cam- 


paign for the National Museum of the American Indian. 


Ac the spring annual meeting of the Smithsonian Cor- 
porate Membership Program, the topic was “How Leaders 
Collaborate to Create Positive Change in the Next Century.” 
Speakers at the event included Sir Colin Marshall, chairman 
of British Airways, and Dr. Robert Woodall, vice president 
for environmental policy of The Southern Company. 

The Smithsonian Luncheon Group organized a highly suc- 
cessful campaign during fiscal year 1996 to create the Smith- 
sonian Luncheon Group Endowment in honor of the 
Institution's Isoth Anniversary. Led by Chair Lee M. Folger 
and a committee of other dedicated volunteers, the members 
raised $127,000 for the Endowment. 

Ac the 1996 Benefactors’ Circle dinner, Samuel Johnson was 
paid tribute by Smithsonian Regent Wesley Williams and 
honored for his distinguished record of contributions and 
volunteer leadership to the Smithsonian. In addition, Norman 
Mineta presented the Joseph Henry Medal to Sidney Yates for 
his service through the years. 

In honor of Kathrine Folger, the Folger family endowed the 
garden adjacent to the Smithsonian Castle. 

Upon the passing of their friend in 1996, many individuals 
made memorial gifts to the Mary Livingston Ripley Garden 
Endowment which provides long-term maintenance for the 
garden named after che founder of the Smithsonian Women’s 
Committee and wife of Secretary Emeritus S. Dillon Ripley. 


Smithsonian National Board

The Smithsonian National Board, comprised of over 70 cur- 
rent and honorary members, is a cornerstone of the 
Smithsonian's partnership with the private sector. Members 
work as advocates and advisers to the Smithsonian and lend 
their support as fundraisers and personal donors. During the 
1soth Anniversary Celebration, members of the Board 
provided the Smithsonian with valuable contacts in the 
philanthropic and business communities, a key to the success 
of Isoth Anniversary activities nationwide. 

In fiscal year 1996, Board members contributed nearly 
$660,000 in annual support to the Institution. Over 
$300,000 of the Board Annual Giving Fund went to support 
programs and outreach activities for the Isoth Anniversary 
Celebration. The remaining funds were directed to specific 


museums and projects around the Institution. 


Smithsonian Women's Committee

The Smithsonian Women's Committee serves as an ongoing 
source of support for a variety of Institutional programs 
through volunteer fund-raising and public relation services. 
In 1996, the Committee voted to fund 26 projects in the 


amount of $253,631 at 13 Smithsonian museums and offices. 


The Smithsonian Women’s Committee members—+56 ac- 
tive, 63 resource, and 48 sustaining—logged 11,000 volunteer 
hours during 1996. The majority of these hours were dedi- 
cated to organizing and staging the very successful Smith- 
sonian Craft Show, April 23-26, at the National Building 
Museum. Featuring museum-quality crafts from around the 
world, the show raised a record-breaking $310,000 in 1996, to 
be awarded in grants for various high-priority Smithson- 
ianprojects. In honor of the Smithsonian's Isoth anniversary, 
the Committee designed and produced a commemorative 
Smithsonian scarf. 


The John F. Kennedy Center for the 
Performing Arts

The John F. Kennedy Center for the Performing celebrated its 
25th Anniversary Season in 1995-96, marking a quarter-cen- 
cury of presenting the finest performances of music, theater, 
and dance from this nation and abroad; nurturing new works 
and supporting artists through active producing, commission- 
ing, and training programs in a variety of disciplines; and 
serving the nation as a leader in arts education. The Kennedy 
Center's six theaters host performances that attract nearly 2 
million patrons annually; che annual telecast of the Kennedy 
Center Honors and other broadcasts reach many millions of 
people across the country; and che Center reaches out to the 
nation with couring productions and performances presented 
in venues around the Washington area. 

The Kennedy Center welcomed new Chairman James A. 
Johnson in May 1996. Alma Gildenhorn and James H. Evans 
had served as co-Chairs through much of the 1995-96 season. 
In late April, the Kennedy Center celebrated its first quarter- 
century with a 25th Anniversary Gala, an all-star benefit perfor- 
mance that was telecast on PBS stations nationwide beginning in 
the summer of 1996. The Center also celebrated with a free 25th 
Birthday Open House Arts Festival on the actual anniversary of 
the building's opening on September 8, 1971. Attendance at the 
Open House was estimated at 50,000 people, placing it among 
the most successful festivals in che Center's history. 

The National Symphony Orchestra launched a new era of 
its own with the arrival of Leonard Slatkin as its new Music 
Director. The Orchestra commissioned new works from 
American composers Claude Baker and Ron Nelson to 
celebrate the Kennedy Center's anniversary and to herald 
Slatkin’s arrival in Washington. The NSO’s fourth American 
Residency took Orchestra members to Montana and Wyom- 
ing for 10 days of performances, master classes, and educa- 


cional activities. 
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The Kennedy Center co-produced the Broadway revival of 
Rodgers & Hammerstein's The King and I, which earned four 
1996 Tony Awards and was set to make its Washington debut 
at the Center in spring 1997. The Center also commissioned a 
new musical from Broadway legend Stephen Sondheim, Wise 
Guys, which will receive its world premiere at the Center. 

The Kennedy Center's jazz programming expanded in 1995— 
96 with the launch of the Art Tarcum Piano Panorama, a series of 
solo performances paying tribute to one of the music’s most in- 
fluential performers, and the Mary Lou Williams Women in Jazz 
Festival, three days of all-star concerts, seminars, films, and free 
jam sessions featuring many of the music's top female artists. The 
third season of “Billy Taylor's Jazz at the Kennedy Center” fea- 
cured more sessions of music and discussion with special guest ar- 
cists taped for broadcast on National Public Radio. 

The Kennedy Center/Dance Theatre of Harlem Com- 
munity Residency initiative was extended following its third 
season of dance training programs, lecture-demonstrations, 
and performances for local students and their families. Under 
the guidance of its new artistic advisors for dance, Charles and 
Stephanie Reinhart, the Center continued its five-year America 
Dancing retrospective of modern dance pioneers, and also ex- 
tended the successful Kennedy Center Ballet Commissioning 
Project. Meanwhile, the second year enabled more than 100 to 
learn about dance. 

The Kennedy Center Home Page on the World Wide Web 
debuted in December 1995, offering detailed information on 
the Center's programming as well as its education, producing, 
and outreach initiatives. The National Symphony Orchestra 
Home Page debuted in September 1996. Both can be found at 
the Internet address http://kennedy-center.org. 


National Gallery of Art 


Earl A. Powell III, Director 


The National Gallery of Art serves the United States in a na- 
tional role by preserving, collecting, exhibiting, and fostering 
the understanding of works of art at the highest possible 
museum and scholarly standards. 

The National Gallery of Art’s exhibition program 
presented a comprehensive retrospective of the work of 
Winslow Homer; modern works of the early 20th century 
from the Rothschild family collections; 190 post-World War 
II works from the Robert and Jane Meyerhoff collection; an ex- 
ploration of Corot and other open-air painters in Italy at the 
turn of the 18th century; works by the 17th-century genre 
painter Jan Steen; the rowing pictures of Thomas Eakins; 120 
3,000-year-old Olmec sculptures from Mexico, including a Io- 
ton colossal head, and jade and serpentine masks and 


figurines; and two major groups of drawings—old master and

modern works collected by the late Ian Woodner and a selec- 
tion of Renaissance and baroque drawings from the Devon- 
shire collection at Chatsworth in Derbyshire, England. The 
important exhibition of the 17th-century Dutch master Johan- 
nes Vermeer, which included 21 of his 35 known works, was 
kept open and available to the public with private funds 
during the federal government shutdown. 

The opening of the Micro Gallery makes available to 
visitors the most comprehensive interactive, multimedia com- 
puter system in an American art museum. Thirteen user- 
friendly computers can design a visitor's personal tour, 
illustrate in magnified detail nearly every work of art on dis- 
play in the permanent collection, and offer artists’ biographies 
and historical and culrural background. Selected works are dis- 
cussed in depth with special graphics and animation, includ- 
ing aspects of conservation, current research, and visual 
analyses. 

Purchases for the gallery's collections are made possible by 
funds donated by private citizens. This year’s outstanding ac- 
quisitions included three Dutch paintings: a flower still life 
by the 17th-century artist Ambrosius Bosschaert the Elder, 
another flower still life by the 18th-century artist Jan Van 
Huysum, and The Fall of Man by early-17th-century artist 
Hendrick Goltzius. A late-19th-century painting of magnolias 
by the American artist Martin Johnson Heade was also 
acquired. 

Gifts to the collection included a major group of late-19th- 
century avant-garde theater programs from the Atlas Founda- 
tion, 154 prints by Roy Lichtenstein given by the artist, and a 
partial gift of a landscape by Bellotto from Lili-Charlotte 
Sarnoff. 

A documentary video produced by the department of ex- 
hibition programs, James MacNeill Whistler: The Lyrics of 
Art, received three awards: the CINE Golden Eagle, the Silver 
Muse from the American Association of Museums, and the 
Telly Award in a national competition of broadcast and non- 
broadcast video media. As a winner of the Golden Eagle, the 
video will represent the United States at international film fes- 
tivals throughout che coming year. 

The Center for Advanced Study in the Visual Arts spon- 
sored a two-day symposium on “The Art of the Ancient Spec- 
tacle,” which focused on aspects of public and private 
festivals, rituals, and rheater in Greece and Rome. 

Twenty-eight galleries in the West Building were closed 
for I months as replacement of the 54-year-old roof and 
skylight system began. The existing single-layer skylights, 
many of which are cracked and have been protected witha 
temporary plastic covering, are being replaced with energy- 
efficient multilayer glass that will eliminate condensation and 
leaks, control transmission of harmful ultraviolet light, and 
reduce energy consumption. 


Reading Is Fundamental, Inc. (RIF)

Over the last 30 years, Reading Is Fundamental, Inc. has 
grown from a small pilot program in the District of Columbia 
into a nationwide children’s literacy network that spans all 50 
states, the District of Columbia, and the U.S. offshore ter- 
ritories of Puerto Rico, the Virgin Islands, and Guam. 

As RIF marked its 30th anniversary, more children par- 
ticipated in the Reading Is Fundamental program than ever 
before—more than 3.8 million. Throughout the year RIF's 
volunteer network of more than 202,000 local citizens put 
books into the hands of these children, surrounded them 
with reading activities, showed parents how to encourage 
reading in the home, and built support for literacy in the 
community. 

The RIF program reaches out to young people in all kinds 
of settings—schools, libraries, Head Start and Even Start 
programs, migrant worker camps, housing developments, 
Boys and Girls Clubs, schools for children with disabilities, 
and juvenile detention centers. In hospitals and clinics, 
pediatricians are making RIF books and reading activities a 
part of every child’s visit to the doctor. And thoughout the 
country and offshore territories, RIF is serving large numbers 
of Native American youngsters, including Apache, Blackfeet, 
Hopi, Navajo, Yaqui, Chippewa, Choctaw, Cherokee, and 
Sioux, and Pacific Island children in Guam and Hawaii. 

The soundness of the RIF approach to promoting children’s 
literacy has been backed by numerous studies. RIF has also 
received an A plus rating from the American Institute of 
Philanthropy, has been ranked by the Chronicle of Philanthropy 
as one of the nation’s 20 “most credible charities,” and has 
been cited by Parenting magazine as one of 15 charities “chat 
really help kids.” 


Highlights of the Year 


The year began with a four-day Book and Author RIF 
Benefit, organized by Scholastic, Inc. to mark RIF'’s 30th an- 
niversary. The list of authors reads like a “who's who” of 
children’s authors and illustrators: Newbery Medalist Jean 
Craighead George, Judy Blume, R.L. Stine, Jon Scieszka, and 
Virginia Hamilton, who has won virtually every children’s 
book award, including the Hans Christian Andersen Medal. 
Throughout the benefit, children also had the chance to ex- 
plore 2 real Magic School Bus and to meet its creators— 
author Joanna Cole and illustrator Bruce Degen. 

Great Britain's National Literacy Trust launched a three- 
year experimental RIF program in the United Kingdom to 
promote children’s literacy. Arrangements have been made for 


the Trust to adapt RIF technical assistance materials to a 


British audience. The Literacy Trust was established in 1993 
to encourage more reading and writing for pleasure and to en- 
hance literacy standards in the United Kingdom. 

The year 1996 saw the retirement of RIF’s distinguished 
chairman, Anne Richardson, who has devoted her efforts to 
serving children through half of RIF’s history. Under her 
leadership, RIF’s program for children was greatly expanded 
and the number of volunteers doubled to 202,000. Lynda 
Johnson Robb, a charter member of RIF’s Board, was unani- 
mously elected as RIF’s new chairman by the all-volunteer 
Board of Directors. She has probably read to more young 
people and visited more projects than any other person as- 
sociated with RIF. 

The National Basketball Association produced a series of 
Public Service Announcements for RIF featuring superstars 
Shaquille O'Neal, Juwan Howard, and Danny Manning. The 
PSAs reached more than 305 million viewers during the 1995— 
96 season. 

The series debuted during the NBA playoffs last year with 
Orlando Magic center Shaquille O'Neal challenging kids to 
find new adventures in books. Washington Bullets forward 
Juwan Howard followed up his PSA with an appearance on 
the Oprah Winfrey show, during which he talked about how 
his participation in a RIF project in Chicago had turned him 
into an avid reader. And Phoenix Suns Forward Danny Man- 
ning talked about the joys of making reading a family affair 
while reading to his young son and daughter against the back- 
drop of his own living room. 

In April, the 12th Annual Reading Is Fun Week celebra- 
tion was held throughout the country. In Washington, D.C., 
youngsters from metropolitan area RIF projects filled the 
west pavilion of the Library of Congress to witness the Nation- 
al Awards Ceremony honoring the winners of the RIF Poster 
Contest and National Reading Celebration, two reading incen- 
tive programs underwritten by the Metropolitan Life Founda- 
tion. Joining RIF in celebrating RIF’s 30th anniversary were 
U.S. Representatives John Dingell of Michigan and Sam 
Farr of California, celebrated children’s author Patricia 
Polacco, and Education Secretary Richard W. Riley, who 
urged the children to keep on reading and thanked RIF for 
“30 years of invaluable contributions to the children of this 
country.” 

Parents are learning how to select books and organize read- 
ing activities for their children through RIF’s Family of 
Readers*, which reaches parents in adulr lireracy programs, 
GED programs, Title I programs, community colleges, Head 
Start and Even Start centers, and correctional centers. Last 
year, RIF teamed up with Literacy Volunteers of America to 
co-produce a new videotape, “Becoming a Family of Readers,” 
that presents interviews with a range of families across 
America who model book sharing and advocate reading as an 
activity that benefits everyone in the family. 

The U.S. Department of Education once again invited sum- 
mer RIF projects to participate in the American Partnership for 
Reading and Writing initiative—READ*WRITE*NOW! 
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—which focuses on the critical need to strengthen reading 
skills. Last year RIF cooperated with the Department of 
Education in helping kick off the program and in notifying 
RIF projects about the chance to participate. 

RIF’s volunteer force of 202,000 citizens was cited for its 
role in promoting children’s literacy in the 1996 President's 
Service Awards, which are co-sponsored by the Points of Light 
Foundation and the Corporation for National Service. The 
awards are designed to recognize the important role com- 
munity groups play in helping our country solve its problems. 

RIF’s program for Native American children was aug- 
mented through a grant from the New York Life Foundation 
and a donation from the estate of the late Louise Seaman Be- 
chtel (1894-1985), the noted editor, author, and critic, and the 
first woman to head the juvenile book department of an 
American publishing house. 

RIF’s Project Open Book™ program, introduced in 1990 to 
bring books and reading activities to America’s most dispos- 
sessed children, got a big boost when the Meadows Founda- 
tion in Houston announced that it would help fund Open 
Book reading corners across the state of Texas. Thanks to 
private sector support, RIF has been able to make the lives of 
children richer with books and fun reading activities in home- 
less shelters, Salvation Army Centers, prison waiting rooms, 
and clinics. 

A National RIF Exchange showcased RIF programs reach- 
ing children in a range of sites, including urban and rural 
schools, a migrant education program in California, Boys and 
Girls Clubs in Kansas and Minnesota, statewide RIF 
programs in Alabama and Indiana, and a library program in 
Brooklyn that reaches children at 65 sites. 

The coordinator of RIF in Chicago spoke about how her 
program enlists parents in high crime areas in helping their 
children learn to read. And the coordinator of Rolling Readers 
USA talked about how his dedicated corps of 600 volunteers 
read to more than 30,000 children on a weekly basis at home- 
less shelters, welfare offices, courts, public housing sites, Title 
I schools, and Head Start projects throughout Southern 
California. 


Woodrow Wilson International 
Center for Scholars 


Charles Blitzer, Director 


The Woodrow Wilson Center was established as the official 
living memorial to the nation’s 28th president and as a place 
of free intellectual inquiry reflecting the full range of 
Woodrow Wilson's ideals and concerns. Through an annual 


fellowship competition, outstanding scholars from around the

world are invited to the center for extended periods of research 
and writing. In addition, the center sponsors public meetings, 
generates publications, and produces broadcast programs that 

make individual scholarship accessible to policy makers and a 

broad public. 

Vice-President Al Gore gave a speech in October 1995 on is- 
sues of critical importance to the Russian-American relation- 
ship. The presentation was cosponsored by the center’s 
Kennan Institute for Advanced Russian Studies and the U.S.- 
Russian Business Council and was held in Washington, D.C., 
on the eve of President Clinton's summit with Russian Presi- 
dent Boris Yeltsin. 

In June, a distinguished panel of scholars and policy offi- 
cials, led by former Speaker of the House Thomas S. Foley and 
U.S. Senator Carol Moseley-Braun, framed and catalyzed a 
debate on the future of American foreign policy. The con- 
ference brought together participants with diverse perspec- 
tves who made connections across regions and issues, 
including domestic policy affairs, that are often missed in the 
fragmented national foreign policy debate. 

The center's Division of United Srates Studies presented a 
conference and evening dialogue titled “Presidential Power 
Revisited.” Several of the country’s most eminent political 
scientists examined the politics of leadership and the exercise 
of presidential power today. 

At the 1996 United Nations Conference on Human Set- 
tlements (Habitat II) in Istanbul, the center presented its 
recently published volume, Preparing for the Urban Fu- 
ture: Global Pressures and Local Forces, which resulted 
from a 1994 project coordinated by the center and involv- 
ing the United Nations and the World Bank. Urban 
specialists from around the world, including practitioners 
and academics representing a variety of disciplines, con- 
vened at the center to compile an agenda for cities at the 
end of the millennium. 

President Clinton appointed center trustee Joseph A. Cari 
Jr. as vice-chairman of the board, succeeding Dwayne O. 
Andreas, who served in that capacity for six years. The Presi- 
dent also named Stephen Alan Bennett, Columbus, Ohio, and 
Daniel L. Lamaute, Beverly Hills, California, as trustees. 
Several distinguished citizens joined the Wilson Council, the 
center's group of private-sector advisors, including John L. 
Bryant Jr., Washington, D.C.; Daniel L. Doctoroff, New 
York; Fred P. DuVal, Washington, D.C.; Michael B. 
Goldberg, New York; John P. LaWare, Chestnut Hill, Mas- 
sachusetts; Edwin Robbins, New York; and Philip Rollhaus 
Jr., Chicago. 

The Wilson Quarterly. the center's journal of scholarly ideas, 
underwent a dramatic change in trim size, layout, and 
typeface this year. The redesign complements the magazine's 
editorial quality and its unique approach to addressing 
scholarly issues.

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Financial Report 


Introduction 


The Smithsonian Institution receives funding from both 
federal appropriations and nonappropriated trust sources. 
Nonappropriated trust funds include all funds received from 
sources other than direct federal appropriations. These other 
sources include gifts and grants from individuals, corpora- 
tions, and foundations; grants and contracts from federal, 
state, or local government agencies; earnings from short- and 
long-term investments; revenue from membership programs; 
and revenue from sales activities, such as Smithsonian 
magazine, museum shops and restaurants, mail order 
catalogues, and licensed products. 

Federal appropriations provide funding for the 
Institution's core functions: caring for and conserving the na- 
tional collections, sustaining basic research on the collections 
and in selected areas of traditional and unique strength, and 
educating the public abour the collections and research find- 
ings through exhibitions and other public programs. Federal 
appropriations also fund a majority of the activities associated 
with maintaining and securing the facilities and with various 
administrative and support services. 

Smithsonian trust funds allow the Institution to undertake 
new ventures and enrich existing programs in ways that 
would nor otherwise be possible. These funds provide the 
critical margin of excellence for innovative research, building 
and strengthening the national collections, constructing and 
presenting effective and up-to-date exhibitions, and reaching 
out to new and under-represented audiences. In recent years, 
the Smithsonian has also begun to rely, in part, on crust funds 
for the funding of major new construction projects. 

The following sections describe the external environmental 
factors affecting the Institution's general financial condition, 
the Institution's financial status, and its planned response to 


changing conditions; financial results for fiscal year 1996; and 


measures, both organizational and financial, being taken to en- 
sure the continued fiscal health of the Insticution. 


Financial Situation and Prospects 


The Smithsonian's Isoth Anniversary year was one of extraor- 
dinary accomplishment in carrying out the programs and ac- 
tivities of the Institution. This was especially crue of those 
programs that were part of the 1soth celebration. The Institu- 
tion took its show on the road with the spectacular success of 
its traveling exhibition, America’s Smithsonian. By the end of 
the fiscal year, the exhibition had visited four (4) cities and 
had been seen by more than 1.1 million people. Additional 
cities will be visited in fiscal year 1997. Throughout the year 
outstanding efforts in education, exhibition and research were 
well received by peers and the general public. Three prime- 
time television specials showcased the Smithsonian's research 
and collections. Capping the year was a marvelous two-day 
birthday celebration on the National Mall. Through these ef- 
forts, the Smithsonian shared its treasures of American history 
and culture with the American people in unprecedented ways, 
both physically and electronically. These activities represent a 
major investment in the future of the Institution. 

Ac the same time that the Institution takes pride in what 
it has accomplished, it recognizes the significant financial 
challenges ahead. The federal budgetary environment, down 
turns in specific business activities, and increased competition 
for scarce grant and other philanthropic resources continue to 
constrict the revenue side of the budget. On the expense side, 
critically important investments in the development of new 
revenue streams, new technologies, and meeting new legal 
and other external requirements all put pressure on the 
budgetary equation, already stressed by aging facilities and 
on-going program needs. The Smithsonian's many respon- 
ses to these challenges include some that are short term in 
nature and others that must necessarily take a longer term 
perspective. 

The deterioration and obsolescence of the Institution's 
aging facilities present a major challenge. With over 5.5 mil- 
lion square feet and buildings up to 140 years old, manage- 
ment estimates that at least $50 million annually is needed to 
fully meet the requirements for systematic facilities renewal 
and maintenance to offset normal wear and tear. Congress has 
been especially helpful in working with us on this challenge. 
Annual federal funding for facilities repair and restoration was 
increased by $10 million to $34 million in fiscal year 1996. 
Funding was further increased to $39 million in the 
Smithsonian's fiscal year 1997 appropriation, a two-year in- 
crease of 62.5%. 

The Institution has taken a number of short- and long- 
range steps to improve the recurn from its business activities. 
Many of these steps have been successful in improving the 
results of the Smithsonian business activities this year. To sus- 
tain and expand these successes, the Institution has estab- 


lished advisory boards for the business activities made up of 


industry experts who have volunteered to share private sector 
best practices and assist in the development of longer-term 
strategies. Recruicment efforts are also underway to hire a 
senior business officer with strong marketing skills to better 
coordinate Smithsonian business efforts. The most 
problematic area in Institution business activities continues to 
be che Smithsonian Inscirution Press. It sustained a major loss 
for the second year in a row. Some recommendations from ex- 
ternal reviews have been put in place with additional actions 
to be taken in the near future. Unfortunately, these steps have 
not had sufficient time to generate any significant improve- 
ment to the bottom line. The Insticution looks to significanc- 
ly improve performance for next fiscal year. 

The Smithsonian Isoth Anniversary activities included the 
mounting of an exhibition of unprecedented size and com- 
plexity. Significant non-recurring costs were incurred in fiscal 
year 1996 with additional costs that will be incurred in fiscal 
year 1997 for fucure venues. Some of these costs have been 
recovered through corporate sponsorship and other fund-rais- 
ing activities. Additional revenue-generating strategies are 
being developed to fully fund this activity. The Institution 
recognizes that these 1soth activities are an important invest- 
ment in its future and is currently developing the optimal ap- 
proach to capitalize on this investment. In fact, this planning 
has already led to the identification of significant oppor- 
tunities for bringing new funds into the Smithsonian. 

The Insticution continues to look at a variety of ways to re- 
engineer, downsize and streamline the organization. This past fis- 
cal year Congress provided a special appropriation of $3 million, 
which was supplemented by Smithsonian base funding, for 
voluntary separation incentives of up to $25,000 for staff willing 
to retire from Smithsonian service. That program was successful 
in achieving a net reduction in the number of staff by ap- 
proximately 140 

The Smithsonian is prepared to meet the financial challenges 
it faces by focusing on a wide variety of strategies tied to its 
strategic vision, its mission and its core functions. Innovative and 
creative approaches will be needed to respond to a new paradigm 
for the Smithsonian and many public institutions—less reliance 


on the government and more reliance on the private sector. 


Fiscal Year 1996 Results 


Revenues received by the Institution in fiscal year 1996 from 
all sources totalled $702.6 million. Revenue from federal ap- 
propriations accounted for $354.3 million, and nonap- 
propriated trust funds provided an additional $348.3 million. 
When adjusted to remove auxiliary activity expenses of $185.9 
million, net revenues totalled $516.7 million. The chart above 


reflects revenues by source and broad purpose of use. 
Operations 


Federal operating revenue of $310.7 million provided the core 


funding for ongoing programs of the Institution. The actual 
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amount appropriated of $311.2 million represented a decrease of 
$2.1 million from the fiscal year 1995 level. The appropriation 
provided for an increase of $.7 million for the Smithsonian 
Astrophysical Observatory’s submillimeter telescope array, $.2 
million for the state of Iowa's participation in the 1996 Festival of 
American Folklife and $3 million for a voluntary separation in- 
centive program. Reductions and unfunded increases for infla- 
tionary costs for salaries and benefits, rent and utilities were 
absorbed within baseline resources through cost savings gained 
from restructuring or reducing programs and activities. 

General trust revenue was $241.6 million. Most income 
categories were generally consistent with last year. There was 
a modest overall increase in revenue related to Isoth Anniver- 
sary activities. Auxiliary activity net revenue was down ap- 
proximately 14% from 1995 levels. Several activities such as 
the Smithsonian Magazine, The Smithsonian Associates, and 
the Air & Space theaters showed increased net revenue. How- 
ever, this was offset by a second year of unprecedented loss by 
the Smithsonian Press/Smithsonian Productions. The Insticution 
conducted several major reviews of that activity during the year. 
Several recommendations from those reviews have been imple- 
mented with additional steps to be taken in early 1997. 

Revenue from donor/sponsor designated funds totalled $50.9 
million. The Insticution continues to intensify its fund-raising ac- 
tivities and focus on new strategies. Major gifts and grants 
received in fiscal year 1996 helped to support such projects as the 
National Postal Museum's Duck Stamp Exhibition, the Florida 
Everglades Project at che National Museum of Natural History, 
and the Jerome and Dorothy Lemelson Center for the Study of In- 
vention and Innovation at the National Museum of American 
History. The Smithsonian is especially grateful to its many 
friends in the private sector whose generosity contributed vi- 
tally to its work. The names of major donors are listed in the 
Benefactors section of this publication. 

In fiscal year 1996, the Institution received $55.9 million in 
contracts and grants from government agencies, an increase of 
$5.5 million over fiscal year 1995. Support from government agen- 
cies Constitutes an important source of research monies for the In- 
stitution while also benefiting the granting agencies by 
providing access to Smithsonian expertise and resources. As in 
prior years, the majority of these funds were provided by the Na- 
tional Aeronautics and Space Administration for research 
programs at the Smithsonian Astrophysical Observatory. Other 
projects funded included an exhibition on global change at the 
National Museum of Natural History, support for the study of 
the effect of rising atmospheric carbon dioxide concentration 
being carried out by the Smithsonian Environmental Research 
Center and the establishment of a system for monitoring the 
natural resources of che Panama Canal watershed at the Smith- 


sonian Tropical Research Institute. 


Endou'ment 


The Institution pools its endowment funds for investment 


purposes into a consolidated portfolio, with each endowment 


purchasing shares in a manner similar to shares purchased by 
an investor in a mutual fund. 

The Investment Policy Committee of the Smithsonian's 
Board of Regents establishes investment policy and recom- 
mends che annual payout of the consolidated endowment. 
The Smithsonian's policies for managing the endowment are 
designed to achieve two objectives: I) to provide a stable, 
growing stream of payouts for current expenditures and 2) to 
protect the value of the endowment against inflation and 
maintain its purchasing power. Current policy calls for an 
average payout of 4.5% of the average market value over the 
prior five years. With this payout policy, to achieve the 
endowment's objectives, the investment policy targets a real 
rate of return of 5%. 

In order to improve the performance of the endowment, a 
specialist fixed income manager was added and an equity 
manager was terminated. During the year, the equity ex- 
posure of the portfolio was reduced from 76% to 71%, the 
fixed income exposure increased from 21% to 28%, and the 
cash equivalent exposure was reduced from 3% to 1% bring- 
ing the asset allocation more in line with the investment 
policy goals for the portfolio. 

The Institution adopted the provisions of SFAS No. 124, 
Accounting for Investments held by Not-for-Profit Organiza- 
tions, at the beginning of fiscal year 1996. In accordance with 
this standard, the Institution's investments are reported at fair 
value based on quoted market prices. 

The market value of the endowment increased from $434.6 
million to $482.5 million during fiscal year 1996. New gifts 
and internal transfers totalled $6.5 million while the payout 
was $16.6 million and fees were $1.2 million. 

The total return on the consolidated portfolio was 13.6%. 
At year end, the Institution's portfolio was invested 71% in 
equities, 28% in bonds, and 1% in cash equivalents. The 
portfolio had 28% in foreign stocks and bonds and 72% in 
USS. securities. 


Construction and Plant Funds 


In fiscal year 1996 che federal construction revenue was $43.8 
million. The actual federal appropriations for construction 
amounted to $64.9 million. Net funds provided in fiscal year 
1996 included $34.0 million for general repair, restoration, 
and code compliance projects throughout the Institution. Al- 
though this amount has increased over the prior year, it is still 
less than the $50 million per year estimated to keep up with 
the rate of deterioration in the physical plant. Net funds ear- 
marked for new construction, alterations, and modifications 
totalled $31 million. Included in this amount is $15 million 
for the Mall facility for the National Museum of the 
American Indian; $3.2 million for renovations, repairs, and 
master plan projects at the National Zoological Park; $8.7 
million for the East Court Project at the National Museum of 


Natural History; $1 million for planning and design of the 


National Air & Space Museum Dulles Center; and $3 million 
for minor construction and planning. 

Nonappropriated trust construction activity, also termed 
plant funds, totalled $8.5 million. Approximately $6.3 mil- 
lion was for the construction of facilities for the National 
Museum of the American Indian, $1.6 million for renovation 
of the Cooper-Hewitt, National Design Museum, and $200 
thousand for the reinstallation of the Gem Hall at the Nation- 
al Museum of Natural History. 


Implementation of SFAS 116, 117 and 124 


On October 1, 1995, the Smithsonian Institution adopted the 
provisions of Statements of Financial Accounting Standards 
No. 116 (SFAS 116), Accounting for Contributions Received 
and Contributions Made, No. 117 (SFAS 117), Financial Srate- 
ments of Not-for-Profit Organizations, No. 124 (SFAS 124), 
Accounting for Certain Investments Held by Not-for-Profit 
Organizations. These new accounting standards required 
several significant changes in the accounting and reporting of 
financial activity and position by the Smithsonian, and make 
comparisons with financial results from prior years difficult. 
Consequently, only fiscal year 1996 results are presented in the 
audited financial statements that follow. 

SFAS 16 requires not-for-profit organizations to record 
revenue from pledges made by donors to contribute funds to 
the Institution (referred to as “unconditional promises to 
give”) in the year the pledge is made. Formerly, revenue from 
pledges was deferred and not recorded until the funds pledged 
had been received by the Institution. Pledges received in fis- 
cal year 1996 were recorded by this new method, and a 
cumulative adjustment for the impact of this change on prior 
years also was recorded. The cumulative adjustment increased 
net assets by $21.8 million. 

SFAS 116 also required a change in how the Smithsonian 
accounts for its federal appropriations. Under the new stand- 
ards, the federal appropriations are accounted for as exchange 
transactions, which means the revenue is earned as expendi- 
tures are incurred. Formerly, the entire appropriation was 
recognized as revenue in the year received. Unexpended ap- 
propriations are now recorded as a liability, when formerly 
they were recorded as fund balances. A cumulative adjust- 
ment was made to reflect the impact on prior years of this 
change, which reduced net assets and increased liabilities by 
$162.3 million. 

Certain types of funding received by the Smithsonian have 
previously been reported as restricted funds, meaning that the 
funds could only be used for specific purposes or had other 
restrictions on them that limited their availability for the 
general purposes of the Institution. These sources included 
restricted gifts from donors, research projects sponsored by 
grants or contracts from foundations, other donors or the 
government, and earnings on endowment funds where the 
donor of the endowment placed restrictions on the use of 


those earnings. Restricted revenues and the expenses incurred

with those funds have previously been reported in a separate 
column on the financial statements. 

SFAS 116 introduced a new concept for accounting for 
restricted net assets (formerly referred to as restricted funds). 
Two categories of restricted net assets must be reported: 1) 
temporarily restricted net assets, where a donor has required 
thac the funds be spent for specific purposes or only ata 
specified time, and 2) permanently restricted net assets, where 
the donor has required that the funds never be spent, e.g., a gift 
to the endowment where the original gift must be invested in 
perpetuity and only the earnings can be spent. When the not-for- 
profit organization fulfills che restrictions placed by donors on 
temporarily restricted net assets, the net assets are reclassified to 
unrestricted net assets. Spending temporarily restricted net assets 
in accordance with the restrictions fulfills the restrictions, hence, 
the expenses are reported as unrestricted expenses. No expenses 
are reported as restricted expenses. 

SFAS 117 requires not-for-profit organizations to prepare 
their financial statements using the three new net asset 
categories: unrestricted net assets, temporarily restricted net 
assets, and permanently restricted net assets. 

SFAS 124 requires not-for-profit organizations co record invest- 
ments at market value instead of cost. The Smithsonian recorded 
its investments by this new method in fiscal year 1996 and 
recorded an adjustment to net assets to record the impact of this 
change related to investments purchased in prior years. This ad- 
justment increased net assets by $52.9 million. 

Footnote 2 to the audited financial statements, which fol- 
lows, describes the adjustments made to che financial state- 
ments as a result of implementing these three new standards. 


Financial Position 


The Smithsonian Insticution’s Statement of Financial Posi- 
tion presents the coral assets, liabilities, and net assets of the 
Institution. Total assets of $1.4 billion far exceed coral 
liabilities of $385.0 million and are indicative of the financial 
strength of the Institution. During fiscal year 1996, the most 
significant change in the Institution's financial position was 
the growth of the endowment by over $50.0 million through 
investment earnings and realized and unrealized gains on the 
endowment investments. Liabilities at September 30, 1996 of 
$385.0 million were higher than the $198.0 million at Septem- 
ber 30, 1995 due to the reclassification of unexpended federal 
appropriations from net assets (formerly fund balance) to 
liabilities in accordance with treatment of the federal ap- 
propriations under SFAS 116 as exchange transactions (see Im- 
plementation of SFAS 116, 117 and 124 above). 


Financial Management 


The Institution was successful in implementing a new general 
ledger, financial reporting and management information sys- 
tem. The ledger was available in September to record advance 


procurement documents for fiscal year 1997. This system 
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replaces an almost 20-year-old ledger and moves the system 
off an unreliable hardware platform. Significant advantages of 
the new system are an automated funds control module, a new 
coding structure that will provide new opportunities to report 
on and analyze programmatic activities, on-line access to cur- 
rent information, and flexible reporting capabilities to in- 
crease the usefulness of financial data for decision making. 

As we move into next fiscal year, the final elements of the 
general ledger will be put in place. In addition, work ona 
new accounts receivable system and a new fixed asset system 
will begin. 

Other financial management improvement initiatives un- 


dertaken in 1996 included: 


e Development of a new, automated budget system 
which will automate budgeting, operational planning, 
access to Congressional appropriation history, strategic 
planning and policy development components. In ad- 
dition, it will assure greater accuracy, integrity and 
utility of budget and planning data; streamlined 
processes; and efficient interfaces with internal and ex- 
ternal databases. Various elements of the system will 
be brought on-line throughout fiscal year 1997. 

e Improvements to enhance internal controls 
throughout the Institution, consistent with the 
Federal Managers Financial Integrity Act. An over- 
sight council was established to monitor revised 
processes and policies. A number of steps have been 
streamlined while improving the effectiveness of the 
incernal controls review process. 

e Implementation of new not-for-profit organizations ac- 
counting standards, Sracements of Financial Account- 
ing Standards Nos. 116, 117 and 124. 

¢ Modification of off-the-shelf software to provide a tool for 
streamlining the generation of travel forms and improv- 
ing their accuracy. The software will be rolled out to all 
units beginning in fiscal year 1997. A project to electroni- 
cally route the travel forms will begin in fiscal year 1997. 

e Using software for electronic preparation of time 
sheets in order to eliminate duplicate data entry. Com- 
pletion of the project for all units is planned for the 
end of fiscal year 1998. 


Additional financial management improvement initiatives 
planned to start in fiscal years 1997 and 1998 include the 
following: 


¢ Development of a formal 5-year financial management 
improvement plan. 

e — Electronic routing of documents. 

e Streamlining of travel policies and procedures. 

* Increasing the use of electronic funds transfer (EFI) for 
all payment types. 

e Training emphasis to assure that central as well as unit 
financial and procurement staff have the skills, 
knowledge, and ability to do a quality job. 


Axdit Activities 


The Institution's financial statements are audited annually by 
KPMG Peat Marwick, an independent public accounting 
firm. The audit plan includes an in-depth review of the 
Institution's internal control structure. KPMG Peat 
Marwick’s Independent Auditors’ Report for fiscal year 1996 
and the accompanying financial statements are presented on 
the following pages. The Smithsonian’s internal audit staff, 
part of the Office of Inspector General, assists the external 


auditors and regularly audits the Institution’s various 
programs, activities, and internal control systems. The Audit 
and Review Committee of the Board of Regents provides an 
additional level of financial oversight and review. 

In accordance with the government requirement for the 
use of coordinated audit teams, the Defense Contract Audit 
Agency, the Smithsonian Office of Inspector General, and 
KPMG Peat Marwick coordinate the audit of grants and 
contracts received from federal agencies.
